FERTILIZERS, DYESTUFFS AND 
WAR PREPAREDNESS. 


Following the recent conference be- 
tween the representatives of dyestuffs 
producers, leading consuming indus- 
tries and government officials in this 
city, there has come an intimation 
from a prominent member of the 
Ways and Means Committee of Con- 
gress that it is the purpose of the ma- 
jority of that committee to give some 
consideration to the dyestuffs question, 
and to incorporate such ae proposition 
in the pending tariff commission bill. 
This is conceded to mean additional 
delay in the consideration of plans 
urged by those interested in the estab- 
lishment of a domestic dyestuffs indus- 
try, even if the final results are at all 
satisfactory to them. 

The apparent change of front at 
Washington—although not so marked 
as to warrant enthusiastic prognosti- 
cations on the part of advocates of a 
domestic dyestuffs industry—has been 
brought about by realization of the 
relation between such an industry and 
the administration’s plan for prepared- 
ness now being considered by Congress. 
Following the testimony of dye chem- 
ists before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, to which reference was made 
in these columns at the time, Senator 
Underwood, of Alabama, and Repre- 
sentative Longworth, of Ohio, both 
touched upon related contact points of 
the chemical and dyestuffs industries 
with any preparedness program. 

In addition to the bill of Representa- 
tive Hill, of Connecticut, to increase 
the duties on dyestuffs, other measures 
now before Congress contemplate the 
establishment of plants for the fixation 
of atmogpheric nitrogen, from which 
nitric acid could be produced as an aid 
in the manufacture of explosives for 
war purposes. 

In their plea before the Ways and 
Means Committee the advocates of 
government support of a domestic dye- 
stuffs industry put forward these argu- 
ments as a reason for serious consid- 
eration of the relation of the dyestuffs 
manufacturer to the production in time 
of stress of high explosives:— 

If we had a dye industry that could in 
time of peace make all of the 60,000,000 
pounds of dyestuffs used in this country 


each year, it could produce in time of 
war not to exceed 100 tons a day of high 
explosives, such as picric acid and trini- 
trotoluol. Using an average charge of ten 
pounds of high explosive per artillery 
shell (other than for siege purposes), this 
would mean that some 20,000 average sized 
shells could be provided per day. At the 
battle of the Marne the entente allies are 
said to have used 1,0,000 shells per day, 
aud in the present fighting at Verdun it 
is estimated that from 500,000 to 1,000,000 
shells per diem are required. To produce 
1,000,000 shells would keep such a domes- 
tic dye industry as cited busy from fifty 
to a hundred days. But even if this added 
production capacity is im itself no sub- 
stantial help, the presence in our country 
of men who in time of peace make dyes. 
and in an emergency could make high ex- 
plosives efficiently at once, should not be 
overlooked as a worth while national as- 
set, particulariy as they themselves would 
act as a training school for other high 
explosive makers. In contrast to this pos- 
sible development it is the fact that after 
eighteen months of intensive operation 
since the outbreak of the war, the pro- 
duction of carbolic in the United States 
has amounted to thirty-three tons a day 
the equivalent to practically seventy tons 
of picric acid, or, to follow out the argu- 
ment, 14,000 shells.’’ 

In his advocacy of the establishment 
of nitrogen fixation plants Senator Un- 
derwood advanced the following argu- 
ments :— 

The Government of Chile taxes every 
ton of sodium nitrate the equivalent of 
$11.60, whether such nitrate is for ex- 
plosive or fertilizer purposes. In one year 
we paid the Chilean Government more 
than $6,800,000 in such taxes, a sum which 
is 3 per cent. per annum On $227,000,000. 
Half of this latter sum would build an 
air nitrogen plant, couple up the water- 
power in the running streams of America, 
make your rivers navigable, provide the 
farmers of the United States with their 
present needs of fertilizer nitrogen and 
save far more than the tax tribute we 
new pay to the Chilean Government, as 
well as the transportation charges to this 
country—and this irrespective of the 
nitrogen made available for war purpuses 
in time of stress. 

A nation cannot conduct war without 
explosives; explosives cannot be made 
without nitric acid; an adequate supply 
of nitric acid cannot be secured at the 
present time without the use of Chilean 
saltpeter or the fixation of atmospheric 
nitrogen, and the supply of Chilean salt- 
peter might be cut off at any time from 
the United States by an enemy navy. 
Such are the arguments advanced by 
Representative Underwood. It is said 
that Germany at the outbreak of the 
war was expending between $40,000,000 
and $50,000,000 a year for Chilean salt- 
peter, used chiefly for fertilizer and for 
the manufacture of nitric acid, but 
Germany has expended nearly $150,000,- 
000 in harnessing water powers and de- 
veloping other forms of power to ob- 
tain nitrogen from the air as a neces- 
sary feature of her prosecution of the 
war, and Germany is credited ith 
having made the process an undoubted 
commercial and economic success. 

There is ample testimony to the effect 
that the officials of the Army and Navy 
departments are fully cognizant of the 
necessity of ample preparedness for 
the manufacture of high explosives. 
They admit the close relation between 
dyestuffs plants and such manufacture, 
but the problem in its technicalities 
is not so well understood by our na- 
tional lawmakers, despite the testi- 
mony of both dyestuff makers and tex- 
tile manufacturers from all sections of 
the country before the Ways and 
Means Committee. 


There are no assurances yet of a per- 
manent expansion of the domestic 
dyestuffs industry, but in the injection 
of the fertilizer problem into the con- 
sideration of a commercial prepared- 
ness program, and the participation of 
House and Senate leaders, friends of 
such expansion are taking to them- 
selves a little more comfort, 
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POISONS MAILABLE UNDER 
DEFINITE RULING.

Beginning four years ago, when a 
Western manufacturer of pharmaceu- 
tical specialties was prosecuted for an 
alleged violation of the United States 
criminal code regulations in mailing 
500 tablets containing one-twenty- 
fourth grain each of heroin to a whole- 
sale drug house located in Boston, per- 
sistent and oft-repeated efforts have 
been made to obtain from the postal 
authorities a ruling as to what con- 
stitutes a “poison” under section 217 
of the United States criminal code, and 
the postal regulation embodied in 
paragraph 4 under section 272 of the 
postal regulations. The Postoffice 
Department had expressed the desire, 
following a conference in Washington 
between representatives of drug inter- 
ests and officials of the department, 
that an act of Congress should provide 
that manufacturers and dealers be 
permitted to mail, under stringent 
regulations as to containers, medicinal 
products to druggists, pharmacists, 
physicians, dentists and veterinarians. 
Former regulations did confine the 
mailing of such goods to these speci- 
fied classes, but in the trial of the case 
cited the court held that the Postoffice 
Department had no authority to dis- 
criminate as to the classes of persons 
entitled to use the mails, and the limit- 
ation in the postal regulations was de- 
clared invalid. Had such classifica- 
tion been made by act of Congress no 
such ruling would have been made. 


At the request of the Drug Trade 
Section of the New York Board of 
Transportation a bill has been intro- 
duced in Congress by Representative 
Griffin, of Brooklyn, the text of which 
was printed in the Reporter for March 
6, to permit the mailing of medicinal 
preparations which contain poisons “in 
only sufficient quantity and form with 
other ingredients to be used exclusively 
as curative remedial substances.”’ 
Since direct appeal could obtain no def- 
inite ruling nor definition of “poison” 
under the regulation, the Drug Trade 
Section took the only alternative 
course, appeal to Congress direct. 

It was brought out in the course of 
a conference at Washington, just prior 
to the introduction of Congressman 
Griffin’s bill, that the permission 
sought four years ago to mail medi- 
cines had been practically agreed 
upon, but that, upon the demand of 
Solicitor of the Department Lamar, had 
been abandoned. The new Griffin bill 
is now before the department, which 
has agreed to so co-operate with the 
Drug Trade Section and the interests 
which it represents, that the bill, when 
finally agreed upon, will permit the 
drug trade to use the mails in distrib- 
uting medicinal products, and, at the 
same time, not open the mails to in- 
discriminate use by the public in the 
mailing of poisonous articles. 

Even while this matter is pending 
the first definite relief has come un- 
expectedly from the Postoffice De- 
partment in the following ruling by 
Second Assistant Postmaster-General 
Praeger, under date of March 28, in 
reply to a question of the Drug Trade 
Section under date of March 24:— 

Strychnine tablets, being poison, are not 
admissible to the mails under any con- 
ditions, but a compound or preparation 
which is not a poison may be mailed, even

Preparations and remedies excepted 
from the application of the Harrison act, 
in section 6 thereof, namely, those which 
do not contain more than two grains of 
opium, or more than one-quarter grain of 
morphine, or More than one-eighth grain 
of or more than one grain of 
codeine, or any salt or derivative of any 
of them in one fiuid ounce, or, if solid, or 
preparations, in one avoirdu- 
pois ounce, are not considered poisons and 
may be sent in the mails.

While this ruling does not cover com- 
pletely the demands of the drug inter- 
ests of the country, it is the first offi- 
cial pronouncement which specifies 
amounts of drugs permitted to be 
mailed, thus removing one long-exist- 
ing uncertainty, pending the possible 
final, and it is to be hoped, adequate 
solution of the problem either by the 
passage of an amended Griffin bill or 
of some similar measure by Congress. 


TRAFFIC CONGESTION AND THE 
MARKETS. 


congestion in this center, 
both regards imports and exports, 
and even local railread and coastwise 
shipments and deliveries, has reached 
a point where every branch of the oil, 
paint and chemical and allied trades is 
affected. It is estimated that the Brit- 
ish embargo has caused to be with- 
drawn from transoceanic service be- 
tween 700 and 800 carriers, with the re- 
sult that not only are shipments de- 
layed, but the various markets have 
been affected by resale lots, sold at 
most irregular prices. Shipments of 
some of the larger houses have been 
delayed for weeks. This congestion 
does not solely affect the movement of 
stocks, but, as shown by the total 
amount of products of various lines 
held for shipment, has prevented new 
records in total exports of lines hereto- 
fore unaffected by the trade ban of 
Great Britain. 

Despite the fact that this embargo 
affects our trade in caustic soda, for 
instance, our producers have been mak- 
ing the biggest sales of caustic soda and 
soda ash ever recorded, and at the pres- 
ent time are virtually supplying the 
world. Large shipments have been 
made this week to Australia and Africa, 
and yet, such was the uncertainty in 
regard to carriers, that the cargoes 
were booked as long as six months ago. 

The handicap of this freight conges- 
tion is shown in the chemical trade, for 
example, by the fact that makers are 
holding chloride of lime (bleaching 
powder) at 11 cents a pound for im- 
mediate shipments, while resale lots 
have been made in the open market as 
low as 7 cents, and there are sellers 
today at 8 cents. Caustic soda, which 
formerly sold at 64@6% cents a pound 
for 76 per cent. flat, is offered at 6 cents 
a pound on spot. Relatively the same 
condition exists with regard to soda 
ash and acetic acid. 

While the embargo is restricting the 
exports of cottonseed oil, rosin, turp- 
entine and tar, the price of cottonseed 
oil still holds to very high levels, due 
to other influences largely, and to the 
use of this product by soapmakers. 
Producers and shippers of cottonseed 
oil, lard and the greases point to the 
advance in the market of these prod- 
ucts under such abnormal conditions 
as indicative of new high records 
should such extraneous’ influences not 
have been brought to bear. — 

Eastern railroads having terminals 
in New York City have not been well 
equipped in cars and in men to handle 
the unusually large amount of freight 
sent here for export, and this is held 
by shippers to be the natural outcome 
of the delay of several years on the 
part of the Interstate Commerce Com-

The crusade is being conducted by the 
Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Examining 
Board and by Director Krusen of the mu- 
nicipal Department of Health and Chari- 
ties. It was instigated by local physicians, 
who claimed that an analysis of many 
prescriptions they were having filled 
showed that they failed to contain the in- 
gredients specified, particularly those the 
prices of which have greatly advanced on 
account of the war in Europe. Test pre- 
scriptions were then sent to druggists all 
over the city. These are now being 
analyzed, and upon the findings the prose- 
cutions are being based. 

The druggists arrested thus far are J. 
0. Cable, 8S. L. Furman, F. C. Taylor and 
Morris Sisman. They all denied they had 
substituted, but asserted that jf the in- 
gredients used in filling the prescriptions 
did not contain what the prescriptions 
called for, it was the fault of the manu- 
facturer from whom they purchased the 
goods. Magistrate Beaton told the de- 
fendants they should be sure what com- 
pounds contained before they purchased 
them. Toa this they replied that they 
would have to analyze every drug, chem- 
ical amd preparation they purchased in 
order to be sure it contained the proper 
ingredients and of the required strength. 

Otto W. Osterlund, a member of the 
Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Examining 
Board, asserted that it would be impos- 
sible to prosecute the manufacturer or 
jobber after packages of drugs sold by 
them had been opened. Coynsel for the 
druggists protested against the holding of 
the defendants, asserting that the first 
offense is a misdemeanor and is punish- 
able with a fine of $0, to be imposed by 
the Magistrate. But Mr. Osterlund in- 
sisted that the druggists be held, that an 
example might be made if they have vio- 
lated the law. 


Other arrests 


The prescriptions, which had _ been 
analyzed by C. H. La Wall and W. ©. 
Robinson, of this city, were largely for 


aspirin. Alleged ten grain capsules pro- 
cured at the store of one of the defend- 
ants contained’ 30 per cent. of cream of 
tartar. Sugar of milk and a trace of 
cream of tartar were found in tablets 
supposed to contain aspirin, while talc 
also was found in liberal quantities in the 
filed prescriptions from some of the 
stores. ‘Ten grain salol capsules from one 
store contained 20 per cent. of starch, 
while it was in evidence that citrate of 
magnesia purchased at one of the stores 
was below required strength. 

Mr. Osterlund severely scored substitu- 
tion, declaring that even if the war had 
advanced the prices of many items, it was 
still no excuse for substitution whereby 
the sick were the victims. At his request, 
the four druggists accused were held un- 
der $400 bail each for court. ‘The Phila- 
delphia Asociation of Retail Druggists 
had already sent out a letter stating that 
it had been found that some drugs and 
chemicals had been adulterated, and ad- 
vising its members to purchase their sup- 
plies only from responsible jobbers and 
manufacturers.

duty of 50 per cent. ad valorem, to 
which is added a surtax of 10 per cent. 

This announcement: is 
made by the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce because of the 
policy of some American exporters in 
sending catalogues in bulk, and the

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National Cotton Manufacturers Urge 
Dyestuffs Legislation. 


That the shotrage of synthetic dyestuffs 
resulting from the cessation of foreign 
imports during the year has seriously 
handicapped and now threatens the cot- 
ton manufacturing industry; that it is 
essential that the industry be freed as 
soon as possible from dependence upon 
any foreign nation for our supply of 
synthetic dyestuffs, and that emergency 
legislation be urged upon Congress along 
the lines recommended by the New York 
section of the American Chemical Society 
was the gist of resolutions passed by the 
American Cotton Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion at the opening session of that body's 
twentieth annual convention at Atlanta, 
Ga., April 4. 

The passage of the resolution followed 
close upon the address of Dr. Charles H. 
Herty, professor of chemistry, University 
of North Carolina, and president of the 
American Chemical Society, in which he 
asserted :— 

An astounding situation 
day to the American nation. Industries whose 
annual output is valued at billions of dollars 
and whose laborers number millions of Ameri- 
can citizens find themselves directly faced 
with the most serious crisis due to the cessa- 
tion of shipments of dyestuffs from Germany, 
our chief source of such products before the 
outbreak of the Buropean war. 

To meet this situation American 
turers and capitalists have stood ready to 
proceed with all haste to the devel- 
opment of a national self-sustained dyestuff 
industry. They ask only that Congress insure 
them against unjust foreign competition, which 
they rightly realize cannot be met on even 
terms for several years, and which they have 
every reason to believe will be ruthless in its 
character in effort to regain lost markets. 
This reasonable assurance by Congress, how- 
ever, has been withheld, 

Immediately after the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war the New York section of the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society, foreseeing economic dis- 
tress, appointed a committee of experts to 
study the dyestuff problem, and this commit- 
tee recommended tariff increases considered 
to be the minimum for the development of a 
aomestic industry, such rates to be supple- 
mented by effective anti-dumping legislation 
Representative Hill, of Connecticut, has intro 
duced a bill embodying the tariff rates recom- 
mended by the above report, 


Dr. Herty declared it to be absolutely 
essential that something be done prompt-

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ly, and urged the association to exert its 
influence to secure the passage of the 
bill above referred to. He asserted that 
the blame for the pigeon-holing of Rep- 
resentative Hill's measure was due, 
among others, to Secretary of Commerce 
Redfield and the majority of the House 
Ways and Means Committee. ‘Secretary 
Redfield,’’ declared Dr. Herty, “‘has re- 
galed the country for months with re- 
markable but quite evanescent new 
suurees for dyestuffs. He stands today 
utterly opposed to anything suggestive of 
protection.” 

In speaking of the House Ways 
Means Committee, Dr. Herty said:— 


They refuse to allow the bill to come out of 
the committee, which is surely trifling with a 
serious national disaster. If the bill is not 
considered a proper bill, is not the country 
entitled to a better substitute that will com- 
mend itself to those who will have to take the 
risks in the industry?

Validity of Formula Disclosure Ordinance 
Will Soon be Decided. 


A long Gelayed testing of the constitu- 
tionality of the New York city Health 
Board's formula disclosure ordinance, in 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, now appears close at hand. A 
mutually satisfactory agreement upon all 
the facts in the suits brought by three 
locai drug houses in the Supreme Court 
to restrain the enforcement of this or- 
dinance and to have it declared uncon- 
stitutional has at length been reached, 
after numerous conferences, by the at- 
torneys for the complaining concerns 
and the Corporation Counsel, and it is 
expected that these cases will be placed 
on the higher court's calendar for a hear- 
ing early next month, so that a definite 
adjudication of the ordinance’s constitu- 
tionality will probably be arrived at be- 
fore the summer adjournment of court. 

The agreement on the facts in the 
three cases was reached last Wednesday 
and the stipulations, embodying this 
agreement, were signed that day and 
copies thereof were filed with the upper 
court on Thursday. In order to make 
certain of the listing of these cases upon 
the Appellate Court's calendar before 
discontinuing the suits in the lower court, 
however, a further adjournment of these 
suits for one week was arranged, when 
the cases were called earlier in the week. 

Thus when the suit begun by H. Plan- 
ten & Co., of Brooklyn, came up in the 
Supreme Court in Kings county on April 
3, a final adjournment of one week, until 
April 10, was taken upon the application 
of the attorneys for the complaining drug 
houses, Cadwalader, Wickersham & Taft, 
and by representatives of the Corpora- 
tion Counsel, on behalf of the local 
Health Board and Department. and sim- 
ilarly, when the suits of the Charles N. 
Crittenton Company and F. Fougera & 
Co., Inc., of Manhattan, were called on 
April 5, further adjournments of these 
cases were granted for a week more, or 
until April 12. The Health Department 
his been pledged by the Corporation 
Counsel to refrain from any attempts to- 
ward carrying out the ordinance’s pro- 
visions until the litigation has been 
finally adjudicated in the higher court.

Price Maintenance by Federal Law 
Being Voted Upon by National 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Does American business need Federal 
legislation permitting producers of ‘‘iden- 
tified merchandise” to fix the price at 
which such goods shall be sold? 

Business men of the country are now 
voting—through the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, which now 
has representatives in every State of the 
Union, and in every part of the world 
where American commercial interests 
have assembled¢for or against the fol- 
lowing recommendations :— 

I. There should be Federal legislation 
permitting the maintenance of resale 
prices, under proper restrictions, on iden- 
titied merchandise for voluntary  pur- 
chase, made and sold under competitive 
conditions, 

Il. Federal legislation should take the 
form of an amendment to the Trade Com- 
mission Act defining the conditions under 
which price cutting is an unfair method 
or competition and authorizing the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission to prevent such 
price cutting in interstate and foreign 
commerce. 

A vote in the affirmative will support 
the recommendation of a majority (seven 
members) of a special committee of ten 
of the National Chamber, while a vote in 
the negative will support the contention 
of the minority (three members) of this 
committee. Forty-five days are allowed 
for the referendum voting, and the result 
should be known during the third week in 
May. 


As to Fixing Resale Prices. 


This is the thirteenth referendum to be 
taken by the National Chamber to ascer- 
tain for the benefit of Congress and the 
President the business opinion prevailing 
throughout the United States on questions 
of immediate importance. 

With the majority report came the com- 
ment that a National Chamber commit- 
tee had rendered a report a year ago 
last February favorable to the principles 
of price maintenance, and the majority 
members saw no reason in any way to 
moaify the conclusions arrived at and 
given to the chamber at that time. 

The conclusions of the majority are that 
the advantages of price maintenance are 
partly economic and partly social:— 


Section 1. A properly regulated system of 
price maintenance on identified merchandise, 
made and sold under competitive conditions, 
puts the emphasis in competition upon quality 
and service, while at the same time it provides 
for the public adequate protection against ex- 
tortion 

Sec. 2. price maintenance under these condi- 
tions preserves the social advantage of an ade- 
quate incentive to invent and devise new prod- 
ucts, 

Sec. 3. Price maintenance 
ditions serves to prevent 
of production processes 
uters, 

Sec. 4 Price maintenance under these con- 

ditions preserves the social advantages of such 
distribution conveniences as are represented 
by neighborhood stores and by small but skill- 
ful merchants. In some trades, it is the sole 
guarantee of the preservation of the accepted 
system of distribution For instance, it as- 
sures the preservation of bookstores as individ- 
ual enterprises. If the social value of such 
factors as these is less than their economic 
cost they are not worth preserving. But who 
is ready at this time to encourage their anni- 
hilation? It is noteworthy that the agitation 
in favor of restoring to producers the control 
of resale prices originated with the small, in- 
dependent retailers, and that most of the op- 
position to it comes from the large and power- 
ful retail concerns. 
The right of the producer to set 
resale prices is an accepted principle of busi- 
ness law. It has been restricted recently in 
this country by close decisions of the Supreme 
Court, none of which was decided on the basis 
of the general principle alone. We believe 
that in the long run the public Interest will 
be best served by legislation specifically per- 
mitting this method of doing business in iden- 
tified articles made and sold under competitive 
conditions,

Proposed Federal Trade Provisions. 


The supplementary proposes to 
insert in section 5 of the Federal Trade 
Commission Act in statutory language 
provisions which will have the following 
effect :— 

In regard to products that are identified in 
their sale to the public by name, brand or 
trade-mark—and that are made and sold under 
competitive conditions:—No merchant, firm or 
corporation shall offer such articles for sale 
at a price other than that stipulated by the 
producer for the original sale of the articles 
at retail (provided the producer has given due 
notice of such price to the retailer by mark 
upon the article or otherwise), with the pur- 
pose or effect of 

(a) Making it unprofitable for other retallers 
to handle said articles. 


(b) Promoting the sale of a substitute or 
imitation. 


(c) Attracting trade away from competitors, 
where the result is to injure the reputations 
of said articles or the good will of their pro- 
ducers or materially to impair the general dis- 
tribution of sald articles. 

The committee believes that the princi- 
ple involved in this recommendation is 
capable of extension to a much wider 
field, and that the predatory cutting of 
price on merchandise in general has been 
a favorite method Of oppression on the 
part of unfair business to destroy small 
competitors and local producers, and 
that legislation could very properly de- 
fine such practices as an unfair method 
of competition, 

The minority take the ground that the 
recommendation of the majority is di- 
rectly contrary to the conclusions of Fed- 
eral and State courts on matters of prin 
ciple; that the right to fix resale prices 
supposed to exist for a short time was 
never understood to exist except as an in- 
cident to patents; and that anti-trust pro- 
visions in the constitutions and laws of 
twenty-nine States indicate a policy ex- 
pressly inconsistent with maintenance of 
resale prices. The minority dwell upon 
the importance of trade being ‘‘unham- 
vered and unshackled by the require- 
ments or commands of any men, or com- 
binations of men, or any systems what- 
soever,” recalling the principle of the 
common law that there could be no valid 
restrictions governing the transfer of ar-

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ticles of trade from hand to hand. They 
take the stand that legislation le zing 
price maintenance will render it difficult 
for men, who seek to enter manufactur- 


ing, and, small merchants, to establish 
themselves.

Maintenance. 


Many national associations have gone 
on record in favor of the principle of 
price maintenance. The National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association at its annual 
meeting in October, 1915, reiterated its 
previously-recorded views in the follow- 
ing resolution:— 


Resolved, That holding firm to our former 
views, the National Wholesale Druggists’ Aa- 
sociation heartily indorses the principle of 
price maintenance; that we urgently request 
legislation in Congress providing by law for 
the maintenance of selling prices, both at re- 
tail and wholesale, believing that this will 
result in destroying monopoly in many articles. 
We ask every member of this organization to 
secure, if possible, the support of his repre- 
sentative in Congress for a bill which will ac- 
complish this result.

New Jersey Master Painters. 


A meeting of the Executive Board of 
the New Jersey State Association of Mas- 
ter Painters and Decorators was held at 
the rooms of the Newark local associa- 
tion, 33 Court street, on Wednesday even- 


ing, to make arrangements for the sum- 
mer convention to be held at Asbury 
Park. The Hotel Brunswick was selected 
as the headquarters, having proved very 
satisfactory for the past three years.

Barry Cottonseed Tax Bill Beaten. 


Jackson, Miss., April 3, 1916. 
of determined efforts by the 
small mill interests to pass it, the Missis- 
sippi House of Representatives again to- 
day defeated the Barry bill, which sought 
to levy heavy privilege taxes on cotton- 


seed oil mills, after a majority voted to 
reconsider the vote by which it was In- 
definitely postponed a few days ago. 
Fifty-six members voted for the meas- 
ure and fifty-two against it. As a rev- 
enue bill it required a three-fifths vote 
to pass. No attempt was made to change 
the figures in the measure, but the sec- 
tion exempting seed grown on land owned 
or leased by the purchaser was stricken 
out by an agreement of Mr. Russell and 
necepres by Mr. Barry, the author of tl» 
rill, 

Mr. Barry in urging the passage of the 
bill, which placed a graduated tax on 
cottonseed bought and crushed in Missis- 
sippi, said that the measure permitted one 
mill to crush 25,000 tons of seed a year 
without oppression. 

Mr. Russell said that three co rations 
crushed 350,000 tons of seed in ssissippi 
last year, and implied that this bill might 
make a decrease in the price of seed, but 
that the prjce would be further reduced 
if the big mills were allowed to run out 
the littie ones. 

Mr. Fierson said the tax on the big mills 
will be prohibitive, running as high as 
$14 per ton; that the result would be to 
throw seed back on the market, reducing 
the price paid to the farmer. 

It is believed no further effort will be 
made to revive such a measure.

Shortage of Paper Material. 


The attention of the Department of 
Commerce having been called to the seri- 
ous shortage of raw material for the 
manufacture of paper, including rags and 


old paper, Hon. William C. Redfield, Sec- 
retary of Commerce, has issued a bulletin 
of warning urging the collecting and sav- 
ing of rags and old papers as a means of 
greatly bettering existing conditions for 
American manufacturers. The essential 
paragraphs of this appeal follow:— 


Something like 15,000 tons of different kinds 
of paper and paper board are manufactured 
every day in the United States, and a large 
proportion of this, after it has served its pur- 
pose, could be used over again in some class 
of paper. A large part of it, however, is 
either burned or otherwise wasted. This, of 
course, has to be replaced by new materials. 
In the early history of the paper industry 
publicity was given to the importance of sav- 
ing rags. It is of scarcely less importance 
now. The Department of Commerce is 
to bring this matter to the attention of the 
public in the hope that practical results may 
flow from it. A little attention to the saving 
of rags and old papers will mean genuine re- 
lief to our paper industry and a diminishing 
drain wpon. our sources of supply for new 
materials,

Reports of line elevator companies in- 
dicate very little seed on hand in country 
houses and there is nothing much being 
sold by the farmers. With the weather 
holding cool and unsatisfactory there will 
be need of every moment of time for field 
work and the delivery of whatever supply 
of flax the farmers may have to spare for 
market will be deferred for quite a time. 
It will take very little hauling to clean 
up the stuff held in country elevators at 
present. 

The constant reactions to low tempera- 
tures throughout the Northwest is caus- 
ing some concern among the farmers, and 
if field work is delayed too long the lib- 
eral seeding of wheat will hardly be pos- 
sible, and if such is the case there is fur- 
ther incentive for seeding a larger flax 
area this year. However, the conditions 
now prevailing may be remedied within a 
week or so and the normal seeding of 
wheat and other grains may tend to keep 
down the flax acreage some. 

There was quite a liberal decrease in 
the supply of wheat held in local public 
elevators this past week. Duluth stocks 
gained slightly. Receipts at the head of 
the lakes are very light and in view of 
the fact that the demand there at a 
premium over the May is very poor the 
shippers are sending practically all of 
their stuff to this market.» Even at that 
only 23,000 bushels of seed were received 
during the past two days. Private stocks 
of seed are very moderate, few crushers 
having important amounts on hand. 

Only very small lots of seed were 
offered to arrive during the past week, 
odd lots ranging in total from 200 bushels 
upward. This selling was probably due 
to a desire to keep hedged in the fave of 
declining futures.. No reports of storage 
selling were made during the past week. 
Fartaers’ are holding storage tickets for 
considerable seed as yet and no doubt 
some of the holders are still waiting for 
the $2.50 level. Spot offerings of bulk- 
head and sacked lots of seed are increas- 
ing. 

LINSEED OIL. 

Developments in the oil market was 
featureless. Considerable interest was 
shown in offerings for prompt shipment 
while buyers did not seem to care so 
much for stuff to be shipped later. Judg- 
ing from the rather active demand for 
oil to be shipped at once the buyers must 
be pretty low on stocks and are anxious to 
replenish. Considerable of the business 
was accomplished in small lots, although 
some pretty good sized amounts were 
taken for immediate movement. Shipping 
directions On maturing orders are good. 
There are very few old contracts that 
have not been taken care of. Buyers 
have been rather keen after supplies for 
the past thirty days or more. Some of 
the is being firmly held at a strong 
level and the holders are as confident as 
ever that developments in the future will 
favor their position. The recent requisi- 
tion of Holland-American boats and the 
Shutting off of cake shipments to Europe 
resulted in a slump in the value of by- 
products and naturally the price of oil 
must take up the slack. This is one of 
the-reasons that higher prices are looked 





for in the near future. The slump in the 
futures has accounted for part of the 
slump in cake, though oil prices during 
the past week failed to make any gain. 

Jobbers locally continue to show con- 
siderable interest in offerings and they 
are paying fairly good premiums for 
smaller lots. They are taking care of oil 
on contracts .very promptly. 

The lack of cars for shipment of barrel 
lots was more noticeable this past week 
and there was also a lack of tank cars. 
Some of these cars were diverted to East- 
ern territory and it is hard to get them 
back. Shipping directions are accumu- 
lating on files this week because cars can- 
not be procured readily. Oil is quoted 
around 72c. and tradi at that level, but 
holders are asking much higher values in 
some cases. 

LINSEED OIL MEAL, 

The demand for meal fell off some in 
the past few days and prices are declin- 
ing. There is no great pressure on the 
market, but at the same time there is 
enough stuff for sale to make an easy 
tone. Buyers are taking out meal on 
contracts very freely, but are placing no 
mew orders of consequence. Trade is 
scattered and the country dealers seem to 
be the chief buyers, taking only small 
amounts. The big mixed feed dealers are 
not placing fresh orders for round lots. 
The lack of freight cars is interfering 
some with the out movement, but the 
accumulation of stuff on hand is light in 
total. Crushers are able to keep most of 
their output moving. Prices range 
around $29. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE. 


There was no inquiry from the East at 
all and the situation is very unfavorable. 
The stoppage of the movement of cake to 
Europe by the action of the Holland Gov- 
ernment in requisitioning of boats to 
carry flour and wheat left a large amount 
of cake at the Eastern seaboard and this 
is putting the Eastern crushers in a seri- 
ous position in the placing of their further 
production. As long as there is no chance 
of the Eastern crushers doing business 
with foreign buyers, local crushers will 
have to look to the domestic trade to take 
care of their output of meal. Present in- 
dications are hopeless regarding the de- 
velopment of a fresh demand for cake. 
No quotations are available.

One needs only to look at the figures to 
realize that the break in flax is not 
over. A break of over 3 cents occurred 
in the seed yesterday and another break 
of about the same amount happened to- 
day. 

Conjectures as to the final outcome are 
many. Some believe that the weakness 
is about over, and yet it will be recalled 
that that was the verdict two weeks ago 
today when there was a decline of 7 cents 
in the last few minutes of trading and 
was followed in the next few days by 
other heavy declines. That there is a 
legitimate demand for the seed, nobody 
denies, but the representatives of crush- 
ers here declare the speculative interest 
was large and is getting more scary and 
weary as time goes on. The least bearish 
news causes this element to throw over- 
board its holdings and smash goes the 
market. This was so yesterday and to- 
day. News that Argentine shipments 
would be coming more frequently owing 
to better freight rates caused a lot of the 
nervous ones to hurl their holdings at the 
pit, and the market accordingly went to 
pieces. The crushers declare that the 
breaks are not due to them for they want 
tie seed, and there is no doubt that they 
are buying on every recession, and today 
they followed the market down to the 
limit. Some predict, however, that it will 
go lower for the reason that there will be 
more holders of the seed scared out.

Supreme Court Reverses State Osage 
Decision. 
Washington, April 7, 1916. 
The United States Supreme Court in a 
decision by Mr. Justice McKenna has re- 
versed the judgment of the Supreme 
Court of Oklahoma, which had held for 


taxation property under a lease made by 
the Osage tribe of Indians and assigned 
to the Indian Territory Illuminating Com- 
pany, which decision in the Oklahoma 
court had sustained the right of taxation 
by the State. The real question at issue 
in the case was whether the assignment 
of the lease to the oil company subjected 
to taxation the rights and properties of 
the oil company under the laws of Okla- 
homa, as property of the Indian Territory 
liluminating Company, in view of the fact 
that the lands belonged to the Osage 
tribe of Indians and the oil rights only 
were covered by the lease. The facts as 
disclosed were that the oil company helé 
the valuation of its property at $53,833, 
but the State Board of Equalization in- 
creased the value of the property to $338,- 
500. The board held that the oil company 
Was not protected from taxation by the 
lease from the Indians. The State Su- 
preme Court upheld the taxing board and 
the company appealed. The United States 
Supreme Court in the present decision, 
after reviewing the history of the lease 
to the oil company by the Osage Indians, 
among other things, says in concluding 
the opinion:— FE 


A tax upon the leases is a tax upon the 
power to make them, could be usefi to destroy 
the power to make them, If they cannot be 
taxed as entities they cannot be taxed vica- 
riously by taxing the stock, whose only value 
is their value, or by taking the stock as an 
evidence or measure of their value, rather than 
by directly estimating them as the Board of 
Equalization and the referee did. The assess- 
ment by the board was of the leases as ob- 
jects of taxation, having no immunity under 
Federal law. This was repeated by the ref- 
eree, and he made it clear that the assess- 
ment was so constituted. There was, he re- 
ports, @ local assessment by the assessors of 
Osage and Washington counties of $52,830 02 
and that the total value of the oil company’s 
“property of every kind located in Oklahoma 
over and above the amount locally assessed. 
was $447,169.98, on February 1, 1911," and he 
recommended a judgment for the latter amount 
And, we repeat, there is no doubt of what 
elements it was composed. The gas business 
he reports, was not “‘of itself profitable,’’ but 
was “‘valuable as an adjunct to the company’s 
oll operations.’”” He was explicit as to what 
the stock of the company represented, saying 
that “‘the total value of said company’s stock 
including all its property, tangible and intan_ 
ible, on the first day of February, 1911 was 
$500,000." It is manifest, therefore, when the 
court took the stock as evidence of the value.

Seek Government Test ef New Gasoline 
Substitute. 


Washington, April 7, 1916. 


What is represented to he a substi 

for gasoline that can be produced, oo 
limited quantities and sold at an esti- 
mated cost of 6 cents a gallon has been 
brought to the attention of Bureau of 
Mines officials by promoters and the dis- 
coverers of the product in Pittsburgh. 
Members of Congres havse become irter- 
ested and requests have been made that 
the Bureau of Mines shall bring the in- 
ventors with their product to Washington 
for a test. This matter has been broucht 
to the attention of the bureau through 
Dr. W. A. Williams, the petroleum expert 
who was in charge of the installation of 
the Rittman process in the plant at Pitts- 
burgh. Bureau of Mines officials have not 
disclosed what they think of the product 
but express the opinion that the inventors 
should be encouraged in any practicable 
way. The suggestion appears to have 
been made that the inventors thought if 
a demonstration shall prove for the com- 
modity what is claimed for it that the 
government shall buy the rights in the 
interests of the public, but no such ar- 
rangement could be entered into without 
legislation by Congress. No arrange- 
ments have yet been made for a test of 
the product. 





British Seek American Drugs. 
Since the establishment of the ritis 
embargo for medicinal herbs, oe 
druggists in the Bradford, England, dis- 
trict have been making efforts to get into 
communication with purchasers or 
handlers of American vegetable drugs 
such as Cascara bark, sassafras bark 
mandrake root, bayberry bark, slippery- 
elm bark and similar articles. It is sug- 
gested that war conditions in Europe 
have made it probable there will be a 
considerable demand in England for drug 

plants of American origin.

Many important paint materials are 
in an unsettled position, although this 
feature is not peculiar to the present 
week, as it has existed for some time. 
Among these materials, zinc oxide and 
lithopone hold prominent place, due to 
the fact that producers are sold ahead 
and spot offerings are hard to obtain 
in any quantities. Prices for spot goods 
are thus largely nominal, although 
second hands are offering limited 
amounts at high prices. White lead 
and the various lead pigments are also 
pretty well sold up and doubt about 
future values for the metal is restrict- 
ing offers for anything but prompt 
shipment. Some of the dry colors also 
are sold ahead, and this applies to cer- 
tain colors which are independent of 
outside sources. Colors which require 
foreign materials in their composition 
have been unsettled for a long time, 
but such purely domestic colors as 
lampblack and carbon gas black are 
now in a nominal position as first 
hands have all they can do to take 
care of contracts and spot offerings are 
hard to locate. Linseed oil has held 
steady throughout the period, and the 
tone at the close was firmer than a 
week ago. This is in contrast to the 
position of seed, and perhaps is to be 
accounted for by local conditions, 
which affect the output of oil. Varnish 
gums are firm in price, with a moderate 
call for the various offerings. Caseine 
is not quoted on any definite basis, and 
supplies are so light that some con- 
sumers have been bidding fancy prices 
in order to secure deliveries. Metallic 
paints are rather quiet, with prices 
steady and predictions that higher 
producing costs will force revisions. 
The window glass trade is in a good 
position, and demand is large enough 
to warrant the question of operating 
during the summer, Usually the hand 
operated plants are closed for a period 
of three months or more, but manufac- 
turers feel that there will be a shortage 
if operations are restricted to that ex- 
tent this year. A review of the linseed 
oil and naval stores markets will be 
found on pages 21 and 23, respectively. 
On page 12 there is a complete report 
on the flaxseed situation. A report on 
alcohol will be found under the drug 
market. Comment on the important 
items in the paint trade follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 

PIG LEAD.—The official price of pig 
lead is held at 744c. per pound, but this 
figure is purely nominal, as bids are 
made at higher levels without finding 


sellers. The actual market is given at 
8@8\%c. per pound. St. Louis quotes 


lead quiet at 74%@8c. Lead ore at Jop- 
lin is quoted at $95@115 per ton. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—No quotable change was made 
in the lead products during the week. 
There is no weakening, however, in 
quotations for the metal, and the tone 
in the market for basic carbonate is 
very firm. The inside price for dry 
basic carbonate is 8%c. per pound, and 
it is stated that the bulk of business 
is being put through at higher prices. 
Values are based on quantity, but In 
all cases quotations refer to prompt de- 
livery. Future positions are not 
quoted. Any business taken for later 
delivery is on the assumption that 
prices will be based on the quotations 
which rule at the time deliveries are 
made. This applies not only to dry 
basic carbonate, but also to white lead 
in oil and to all other lead pigments. 
White lead in oil is held at an inside 
price of 9%c. per pound, and smaller 
amounts range higher accordingly. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—The quotation of 8%c. per 
pound as given in our last report has 
held good throughout the interval. 
Sellers, however, are very strict in bas- 
ing prices according to quantity, and 
some buyers have not been able to 
draw offers as low as the above. In 
other words,. 8%c. is the quotation to 
buyers of round lots, and a graduated 
scale is operative on smaller lots. The 
market is very firm, with the outlook 
uncertain, but sellers state that ad- 
vances in the metal would result in 
prompt changes in the pigment. 

RED LEAD.—This oxide is report- 
ed as steady at 9%c. per pound and 
upwards, on a quantity basis. This 
means that last week’s prices are still 
effective. Demand is holding up well, 
but offerings are not heavy, and it is 
difficult to place business for export. 
The market was featured by a good ex- 
port business in the past, but sellers 
are now reserving stocks for domestic 
consumers. Red lead in oil is firm at 
104%4c. per pound, with the usual dis- 
tinctions according to quantity. 

LITHARGE.—No offers of litharge 
are heard under 9c, per pound, and 
this quotation is more or less nominal 
as sellers are not eager for business 
and will not quote beyond prompt 
shipments. Inquiry for export is re- 
ported, but very little business of that 
kind is being accepted. With supplies 





pretty well sold up and producing 
costs depending upon fluctuations in 
pig lead, the outlook is uncertain and 
this accounts for the attitude of seli- 
ers in restricting operations to spot and 
nearby deliveries, 

ORANGE MINERAL.—There is some 
difference in quotations for orange 
mineral, according to seller. In some 
quarters 12%c. per pound is given as 
the lowest price, while other sellers are 
quoting 12c. per pound. Some sellers 
are reported to have all they can do to 
take care of existing contracts, and, 
therefore, are not offering freely for 
new business. 


SPELTER.—Foreign inquiry was 


again in evidence, and this had a 
strengthening effect on values. The 
quotation at New, York for prompt 


shipment is given at 18.30c. per pound. 
A graded scale is effective for later 
shipments and the price is lower as the 
time of delivery becomes more distant. 
St. Louis quotes spelter at 18%@18%&c. 
per pound. Zinc ore at Joplin is quot- 
ed at $95@115 per ton. 

ZINCS.—There is a good call for de- 
livery of American process zinc oxide 
on old contracts and practically all of 
the output is passing in that way to 
consumers, The spot market is made 
by second hands and prices are a mat- 
ter of private terms. Contracts were 
made in the latter part of last year for 
delivery over the first half of the year, 
and practically all of the production 
was a portion to buyers, according to 
their requirements, as based on con- 
sumption in the past. In this way con- 
suming trades were covered and the 
market has been practically nominal 
ever since. French process zincs, ow- 
ing to the fluctuations in spelter, are 
made for a period of but three months 
ahead, and quotations for the second 
quarter of the year were announced 
early in March. These prices applied 
not only to contracts, but also to any 
spot offerings which producers might 
have, and the quotations are:—White 
seal, 25@25%c. per pound; green seal, 
24%@25%e. per pound; red seal, 24@ 
244%c. per pound. These prices are 
based upon shipments in barrels f. o. 
b. shipping point, with freight allow- 
ance as heretofore on carload lots only. 
The inside prices in the above list ap- 
ply to car lots. Prices are effective 
immediately and are subject to change 
without notice. 

DRY COLORS, 
BLACKS. 

No improvement is reported in the 
market for lampblack and carbon gas 
black. Reports have been heard that 
investigations were to be made regard- 
ing advance in prices for certain col- 
ors, but sellers say that the condition 
is very similar to that which is report- 
ed for some of the pigments. In other 
words, demand has been greater than 
supply, and the production is sold 
ahead, so that spot offerings command 
a premium whenever they are avail- 
able. At present there is no fixed price 
for either lampblack or carbon gas 
black, and sales have been made by 
second hands at varying prices, 

BLUES. 


Some inquiry for Prussian blue for 
export was noted‘in the market during 
the week. This color is in limited sup- 
ply and prices are largely nominal 
where large lots are concerned. Quo- 
tations of $2 per pound and upwards 
are heard. Milori blue is said to be out 
of the market, although some grades 
of Prussian blue are said to have been 
sold as milori. Soluble blue is scarce, 
and sales are said to have been made 
at $2.25 per pound. Ultramarine blues 
are rather quiet for the low grades, but 
the better grades are in good demand. 
Prices are quoted at 7@30c. per pound. 

BROWNS. 

Sellers of domestic grades of Van- 
dyke brown say there is a good call 
for this material, owing to the fact 
that foreign grades are out of the mar- 
ket. -Domestic umber is also selling 
well, with prices varying from 1%c. to

Sienna is in fair de- 

mand, with prices holding at 2\4c. per 

pound. Foreign grades of sienna are 

quiet but are firm, owing to high trans- 

portation rates, and the quotation is 

maintained at 5@7c. per pound. 
GREENS. 

Some interest is reported in paris 
green, but prices are holding very 
high, with 32c, per pound quoted for 
round lots. Sales are said to have been 
made at 35c. per pound for small lots. 
This material is very firm, owing to 
the high cost of raw materials and to 
the scarcity of some materials. This 
has resulted in a falling off in produc- 
tion, and some reports say that the 
output will not be much more than 
half the normal amount. Chrome 
greens are also affected by higher pro- 
ducing costs, and up to 85c. per pound 
is quoted. 

REDS. 

High prices are quoted for carmines, 
and No. 40 is held at $4.50@5.50 per 
pound, according to grade. Para reds 
are merely nominal, as most sellers 
have nothing to offer. Venetian red is 
in good demand, with prices steady at 
2@2%c. per pound. Standard Indian 
reds are offered at 5@7c. per pound. 
Crocus martus is quoted at 34%@b5c. 
per pound. 

YELLOWS. 

There is a difference in price for 
chrome yellow, according to shade and 
also according to seller. Stocks are 
not heavy, and prices are largely nom- 
inal, ranging from 40 to 65c. per pound 
Domestic ocher is moving freely, with 
prices based on quality and ranging 
from $18 to $26 per ton. 

OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 

BARYTES.—Demand for barytes is 
holding up well, and lithopone makers 
are said to be taking large amounts 
on old contracts. Demand from other 
sources is also good and export inquiry 
continues. Foreign grades are not of- 
fered in a large way, and competition 
is not as keen as was the case in pre- 
vious season. Prices are firm owing 
to increased costs of production and 
quotations are given at $18 to $21 per 
ton, f. 0. b. works. Off grade material 
is obtainable a little under the above- 
named prices. 

CHALK.—Several small lots of chalk 
were reported at the local ports during 
the week. The situation has _ not 
changed, and importers say that diffi- 
culty is found in making shipments, so 
that firm orders, where specific deliv- 
ery is concerned, can not be made. De- 
mand for chalk is good, and grinders 
are willing to take all they can get at 
favorable prices. The spot market is 
nominal in the absence of offerings and 
shipments are surrounded with so 
many conditions that prices are also 
a matter of private agreement. 

CHINA CLAY.—Good eall for do- 
mestic clay is reported, and sales are 
said to have been made to consumers 
who formerly used foreign grades ex- 
clusively. Prices are quoted at $10@12 
per ton. English clay is in good de- 
mand, but trading is restricted by the 
smallness of imports. Prices are quoted 


at $12.50@20 per ton. 


CASEIN. Offerings of casein are 
small, and the sold-up condition of the 
marker renders prices nominal. Do- 
mestic grades are passing on contracts 
and foreign grades are not coming in 
heavily enough to satisfy demands. 
Prices are given as around 25c. per 
pound, but buyers who are forced into 
the market have to bid for stocks, and 
no fixed quotation can be given as safe 
basis for trading. 

LITHOPONE.—tThere is a good con- 
sumption of this material, and do- 
mestic makers are said to be kept 
busy in delivering on old contracts. 
Foreign lithopone is scarce, and, while 
prices are quoted, they are subject to 
prior sale and are not firm. The spot 
market for lithopone is holding around 
l6c. per pound, but this figure does not 
mean much, as stocks are small. 


METALLIC PAINTS.—The market 
is quiet, with a fair demand for small 
lots, but sellers say that large amounts 
are not wanted and the jobbing trade 
is not coming up to expectations. Prices 
are well maintained for standard grades 
of metallics and, as producing costs are 
going up, the prospects favor higher 
prices for metallic, especially if busi- 
ness should become active. Quotations 
are $16@18 per ton for browns and 
$12.50@17 for reds, f. o. b. works, the 
inside figures being for ecarlots. For 
local delivery prices are $18@20 per ton 
for browns and $15@18 for reds. 

WHITING.— While labor troubles 
have been met with by some grinders 
the delivery against contracts has been 
pretty regular, and the only factor at 
present which is unfavorable for the in- 
dustry is the difficulty in securing raw 
materials in sufficient amounts. Prices 
for whiting are steady and many con- 


sumers are covered on contracts 
Prices are quoted at 60@65c. for com- 
mercial; 70 or gilders; 75@80c. 
for extra gila « and $1.00@1.50 for 


English cliffstone. Above prices are per 
100 pounds, with the range according 
to quantity. 

GLUES, 


Glue stock is reported to be holding 
at high levels, and this is reflected in 
the cost of turning out the finished 
products Chicago quotes packers’ 
scrap hide trimmings at $16@17.50 per 
ton. Packers’ sinews are held at $25@26 
less 5 per cent. salt allowance. Country 
sinews are $21@22 per ton. Dry bones 
of good quality are $20@25 per ton. 
Junk and prairie bones are $19@22 per 
ton, and steamed bones $19@21 per ton. 
Demand for glues of all descriptions is 
reported to be fairly good, and prices 
are firm, in sympathy with higher 
costs of production.

Louisiana Vil Land Decision. 
Washington, April 7, 116.

Denatured Alcohol Modification. 


Washington, April 7, 1916. 

A modification of Treasury Decision 2246, 
relating to central denaturing bonded 
warehouses, has been made in a new de- 
cision issued by the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, viz., Treasury 
Decision 2312, which states the present 
policy as to central denaturing bonded 
warehouses not being required by manu- 
facturers using formula 2-b in the manu- 
facture of sulphuric ether to be used in 
connection with the use of smokeless 
powder. The text of this modifying de- 
cision is as follows:— 

So much of Treasury Decision 2246 as re- 
quires the establishment of central denaturing 
warehouses at manufacturing plants where 
sulphuric ether, prepared from alcohol dena- 
tured under Formula 2-b, is used in the manu- 
facture of smokeless powder, is hereby re- 
voked. 

Hereafter manufacturers using such dena- 
tured alcohol for the purpose stated may pro- 
cure the same from a distillery or central de- 
naturing warehouse wherever located.

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Kenyon Paint Bill Hearing to be Given 
Tuesday. 


Washington, April 7, 1916. 


A hearing was held before a sub-com- 
mittee of the Committee on Manufactures 
of the Senate on Tuesday on the Kenyon 
paint bill, which seeks to prevent the sale 
and transportation in interstate commerce 
of adulterated or misbranded paints, lin- 
seed oil, etc. 

The confusion about this measure since 
it was introduced, the bill first going to 
the Manufactures Committee and then to 
the Committee on Interstate Commerce, 
with suggestions of two different sub- 
committees to hold the hearings, pre- 
vented proper notice being given of the 
hearings. The hearing, however, was 
called by Senator Reed of Missouri, chair- 
man of the Committee on Manufactures, 
with whom had been assigned Senators 
Rroussard of Louisiana and Cummins of 
Iowa. This is an entirely &ifferent com- 
mittee from that originally slated to hold 
the hearing, of which Senator Pomerene 
of Ohio was to be the chairman. The 
result was that only such representatives 
of the paint industry as had manifested 
interest by correspondence received notice 
of the hearing last Tuesday. 

A number of master painters frome dif- 
ferent parts of the country appeared and 
the only opposition to the bill was voiced 
in the testiinony of G. B. Heckel, of 
Philadelphia, secretary of the Paint 
Manufacturers’ Association. Among those 
who gave testimony in favor of the bill 
as it stands were John Dewar, of Pitts- 
burgh; George Butler, of Philadelphia; 
George E. Russeil, W. T. Andrews and A. 

cGhan, of Washington, D. C., rep- 
resenting the International Association of 
Master Fainters and Decorators of the 
United States and Canada. The testimony 
of the painters was along the same line 
as in the past, viz., that there is so much 
adulteration of mixed paints that the pub- 
lic is imposed upon, and that standards 
should be established for governing paints 
sold im interstate_commerce. 

Mr. Heckel, of Philadelphia, who spoke 
in opposition, made the point that the 
notice of the hearing was too limited, and 
was so confined to the friends of the bill 
that another hearing should be held. Rep- 
resentatives of the Paint Manufacturers’ 
Association desire to be heard, particularly 
in opposition to the labeling clause of the 
bill, and at the next hearing on Tuesday, 
April 11, at 10.30 a. m., in the room of the 
Committee on Manufactures of the Sen- 
ate, the manufacturers will have an op- 
portunity to discuss the bill as well as 
all others who may care to appear either 
in favor or in opposition to the measure. 
It is expected, also, that P. H. Walker, 
representing the United States Bureau of 
Standards, will appear at next Tuesday’s 
hearing to discuss the question of paint 
aduiteration from the standpoint of gov- 
ernment investigation into paints on the 
market. Mr. Walker, who appeared at 
last Tunesday’s hearing, spoke briefly, de- 
ne his testimony until the next hear- 
ng. 

Senator Kenyon and the friends of this 
legislation have found it difficult to arouse 
interest in the committees of Congress 
in the paint bill, and this fact was em- 
phasized on Tuesday when Senator Reed 
was obliged to hold the hearing alone on 
account of Senators Broussard and Cum- 
mins having other committee engage- 
ments. Senator Kenyon desires to get as 
much testimony as possible and written 
opinions before the Committee on Manu- 
fuctures in’ the hope that the bill can be 
reported out at an early date.

LINSEED OIL. 


Some of the local sellers of oil were 
quoting 78c. per gallon during the week 
for oil in car lots. The market was 
firmer, due to local conditions, as labor 
troubles closed one large plant for a 
few days, and offers were, therefore, 
restricted. It was possible, however, 
to do under 78c, at all times, and 77c. 
per gallon was the price quoted in dif- 
ferent quarters for car lots, prompt 
and nearby shipment, This was the 
quotation at the close of the week. 
The situation was improved, as the 
labor troubles were largely overcome, 
The spot market was firmer than fu- 


ture positions, as crushers were offer- 
ing on more favorable terms on deliv- 
eries through the summer. Quotations 
for seed at Buenos Aires remained 
firm, and no Argentine seed was 
shipped to the United States this 
week. As Eastern crushers are basing 
values for oil principally on Argentine 
seed, and also are influenced by the 
volume of seed consigned to this coun- 
try, it can be seen that the seed situa- 
tion had a steadying effect on oil, in 
spite of the fact that prices in the 
Northwest were considerably under 
those quoted a week ago. Cake con- 
tinues to be a disturbing element, as 
the foreign outlet is largely closed and 
uncertainty exists about future values. 

Cash seed at Duluth closed at $2.17@ 
2.18 per bushel last Satrday, and the 
close yesterday was $2.09%@2.09%. Dur- 
ing the same period Argentine seed 
gained one-half cent per bushel in 
price. Argentine shipments this week 
consisted of 119,000 bushels, all of 
which went to Europe. Shipments of 
Argentine seed to this country are af- 
fected by the scarcity of available ves- 
sels, and the volume of imports in the 
next month or two is likely to have 
much influence on prices. Demand for 
domestic seed is light, and it is ques- 
tionable whether any of the stocks 
now held in the Northwest will find 
their way to Eastern markets. This no 
doubt will depend on the ability to 
bring in Argentine seed. Prospects for 
the coming crop in this country and 
Canada are receiving some attention, 
but no reliable information is at hand, 
and later developments alone can de- 
termine how much flax will be seeded. 
Early reports have favored a larger 
acreage than that of last year. Reports 
on the Western, Canadian and Buenos 
Aires seed markets from our own cor- 
respondents will be found on page 16.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


Demand for cake for export has been 
quiet for some time and the situation 
has not improved during the week. 
Sellers of cake are affected not only by 
the quietness of the market, but also 
because of the high position of ocean 
freights. Small lots of cake were ex- 
ported during the week, but had no 
significance. Prices are nominally held 
at $30@32 per ton. 


COTTONSEED OIL. 


Irregular price changes have fea- 
tured the cottonseed’oil market during 
the interval, and the undertone has 
continued rather easy. Fluctuations 
have covered a wide range, and the 
execution of small lot orders has exert- 
ed considerable influence on the course 
of values. Trading has been fairly 
heavy, but it is asserted that opera- 
tions were mostly professional, al- 
though there were periods of liquida- 
tion which caused prices to reach ex- 
treme low points. When pressure was 
removed the market displayed good 
recuperating power, but the buying 
was not spirited, and d@mand in gen- 
eral was rather slow. it is claimed 
that the recent advance had too much 
of a long following, and that the re- 
actionary tendency of values signifies 
an over-bought condition. Well-posted 
traders state that the decline has 
greatly strengthened the _ technical 
position, and they are inclined to look 
for a steadier range of prices. Devel- 
opments in the lard market are at- 
tracting interest, and price changes will

Receipts were 
457 barrels. Stocks were 6,743 bar- 
rels, as compared with 7,620 barrels for 
last week and 21,444 barrels last year. 
At Jacksonville the price was 48%c. 
at the close. Stocks in London on 
March 18 were 31,068 barrels, compared 
with 15,413 barrels in 1915 and 45,759 bar- 
rels in 1914 for equal dates. The follow- 
ing table shows the range of prices for 
spirits of turpentine in the local mar- 
ket for each day during the past week.

Sulphur and Zinc Higher in Japan. 


Washington, April 7, 1916. 

It is expected that the high price of 
sulphur will seriously affect the bleach- 
ing industry in Japan, especially in rela- 
tion to straw-braid manufacturing. Ac- 
cording to the Jiji of Osaka, the Hok- 
kaido producers have announced the sus- 
pension of sales up to the end of June. 
While stocks are running out, there are 
continued orders from Europe and Amer- 
ica, and it is expected that prices will 
advance still further The brisk export 
trade has maintained the sulphur mar- 
ket steadily on the upgrade since last 
October. 

Japanese authority is given for the

Mineral Water Freight Rate Adjusted. 


Washington, April 7, 1916. 

A case brought by the Sheboygan Min- 
eral Water Company, Wisconsin, against 
the Chicago and Northwestern and con- 
necting roads involving shipments of min- 
eral water and kindred products from 
Sheybogan to Memphis and rate points, 
has been decided by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission.

More settled weather with consequent 
better wheeling has stirred operators 
to activity im the majority of districts, 
reports from all sections of the coun- 
try showing considerable new drilling. 

During March in the high grade fields 
east of the Mississippi River a total of 
630 wells are reported as finished, of 
which 129 were dry holes and 80 were 
gas wells, the balance showing a new 
production daily of 5,844 barrels. The 
mid-continent fields, including Kansas, 
Oklahoma, the Panhandle and Gulf 
Coast fields of Texas and the Louisiana 
fields, show 1,250 finished wells, of 
which 210 were dry holes and 65 were 
gas wells, the new production from the 
oil wells being 146,180 barrels a day for 
the new wells, which is something won- 
derful. This large production is due to 
the wells of the Oklahoma fields, as 
well as the Gulf Coast fields, the Gulf 
Coast fields taking the lead in the num- 
ber of new barrels Gaily production 
from new wells during March. The

Mid-continent conditions are improv- 
ing, with a new production for March 
of 35,000 barrels. Refiners report crude 
more plentiful, with premiums slipping 
back. Practically all refiners have ar- 
ranged for their crude supplies, and the 
independents in this section are using 
more oil than at any other time in their 
history. The combined consumption of 
crude by mid-continent refiners is now 
about 125,000 to 130,000 barrels a day. 
In the Kansis division practically every 
big operator has acquired acreage west 
of the Flint Hills, and has either start- 
ed drilling or is preparing to do so. 
Chief production developed at this time 
is in Butler county, in the Augusta and 
Eldorado pools, the former with nine- 
teen producing wells (4,440 barrels) and 
the latter with thirty-three wells (1,215 
barrels). 

A new district in Southern Kentucky, 
of which the shallow sand Allen county 
pool is the nucleus, is attracting atten- 
tion. Many new wells are drilling, with 
scattered strikes reported over a wide 
area in Allen, Edmonson, Barren, and 
b§rdering counties. In Allen county 
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eighteen rigs are in commission. A 
number of big strikes have been made 
in extensions of the Rhoda pool, one 
showing a 200-barrel yield and another 
100 barrels. New operetors are making 
tests in Knox, Whitley and Clay coun- 
ties. There are now between twenty- 
five and thirty companies in the Estill 
county field. 

In the old producing districts of the 
Gulf coast an active drilling campaign 
is under way, dry weather furnishing 
ideal conditions for both drilling and 
hauling. Many wildcast tests, shut 
down because of dry weather, are now 
being carried on. Humble, Edgerly, 
Vinton and Sour Lake lead in the 
amount of new work and worth-while 
completions, At the end of March the 
total daily production of all fields in 
the Gulf coast district was approxi- 
were produced at Humble. All but 
mately 80,000 barrels, of which 40,000 
5,000 barrels of the Humble output was 
from deep sand. The average price for 
all fields was 80 cents a barrel, the 
contract price remaining firm at $1 to 
1.15 per barrel, The Republic Produc- 
tion Company sold the Sun Pipe Line 
Company 600,000 barrels of Humble oil 
for delivery at Humble in 1916 at $1.05 
per barrel. 

From Wyoming comes the report of 
a 600-barrel high-grade green oil strike 
in Fremont county by the Hall com- 
pany. Several 600 to 1,000-barrel wells 
have been drilled in this section, mak- 
ing it a very promising field. 

The important event of the week in 
the California fields was an advance in 
the quotations for all grades of oil in 
all the fields of the State. The advance 
became effective April 1, and ranged 
from from 5c. on low grades to 17c. on 
the high grades of oil. The new sched- 
ule in the San Joaquin valley fields— 
Kern River, Midway-Sunset, McKit- 
trick, Coalinga and Lost Hills-Bel- 
ridge—is as follows:—Fourteen degrees 
to an including 17.9 degrees gravity, 
58c. a barrel. Eighteen degrees to an 
including 18.9 degrees gravity, 59c. a 
barrel, and for each increase in grav- 
ity of one full degree above 18 degrees 
gravity up to and including 24.9 de- 
grees gravity, 1c. a barrel. Twenty- 
five degrees and including 25.9 degrees 
gravity, 67c. a barrel, and for each in- 
crease in gravity of 1 full degree above 
25 degrees gravity 2c. a barrel addi- 
tional. Undoubtedly this last advance 
will bring forth much new drilling, and 
it is held that present indications 
point to even further advances in crude 
oil and refined products. This will 
tend to remove hesitancy on the part 
of the operators who did not know 
whether conditions in the market were 
stable or not. The adoption of the 
Rittman process by the independent 
refiners in treating 14 gravity oil from 
the Kern River fields—securing a 50 
per cent, gasoline yield or 21 gallons of 
gasoline from a barrel of oil now con- 
sidered of little value for gasoline pro- 
duction—is expected to show a speedy 
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increase in gasoline production in Cali- 
fornia. Ten refineries have 80 far se- 
cured licenses from the government to 
use the system. 
REFINED PRODUCTS. 

There is little change in the gasoline 
situation, although reports from the 
fields show an anxiety to develop new 


sources of gupply to meet the inevi- 
table automobile demand with the 
advent of warmer weather, There is 
no appreciable slackening in demand.

It seems to be gen- 
erally recognized that the situation is 
not as bad as it has been made to 
appear, that the price of gasoline in 
the past has been too low, and that 
with the extraordinary demands for 
use by motors present-day prices are 
not unreasonable. The plans made for 
the general investigation of the oil 
question by Congress, particularly 
with respect to the advance in gaso- 
line, are still in status quo, as the 
Congressional committee is still wait- 
ing for the series of reports to be made 
by the Federal Trade Commission, 
which will not appear until the first of 
the week. ; 

Gasoline has been advanced 1 cent a 
gallon by the Standard Oil Company, 
in Portland, Oregon, making the 


price 1942 cents a gallon effective 
at once. Naphtha and _ distillate 
have also advanced 1 cent each. 


In Los Angeles, also, there has been 
a 1 cent advance on gasoline, tank- 
wagon basis. The increased demand 
is given as the reason for the advance. 
The Standard Oil Company of Cali- 
fornia has also advanced the prices of 
gasoline, naphtha and distillate 1 cent 
a gallon. 

Local shipments of illuminating oil 
for the week were 6,722,930 gallons, as 
compared with 10,267,045 gallons for the 
previous week. The total since the 
first of the year aggregates 73,635,935 
gallons, comparing with 89,707,495 gal- 
lons for the same time last year. 

Naphtha clearances for the week 
have been 1,097,635 gallons and 434,545 
gallons of gasoline, comparing with 
6,935,665 and 85,185 gallons, respectively, 
for the former week.

NORTHWESTERN LOUISIANA. 


Shreveport, La., April 3, 1916. 


Within the past month two important in- 
terests have entered the field in Northwestern 
Louisiana—the Royal Dutch Shell and the P. 
J. White interests of Tulsa, Okla. The Rox- 
ana Petroleum Company of Tulsa, Okla., has 
had representatives in Shreveport for a num- 
ber of weeks busy securing territory in some 
of the more promising wildcat sections, while 
the Asiatic-Royal Dutch Shell is reported to 
have secured an option on a refinery site on 
the Mississippi River north of New Orleans, 





near the works of the Standard Oil Company 
of Louisiana. This is interpreted to mean 
that a pipe line will eventually ‘be laid from 
Oklahoma to New Orleans by the Dutch Shell 
interests, as its producing subsidiary in the 
mid-continent field, the Roxana Petroleum 
Company, already ha§ considerable production 
at Cushing, Healdton and other fields in Okla- 
homa, and is now preparing to enter Louisiana. 
A pipe line from Oklahoma to New Orleans 
would also pass near Shreveport, and would 
serve to get the Roxana Petroleum Company’s 
production in this locality to the refinery. It 
would also probably help the crude oil market 
by furnishing another competitor. It is said 
the contemplated refinery will use large quan- 
tities of Mexican crude, which could be read- 
ily furnished by its producing company in 
Mexico, the Corona Petroleum Company, 

_Notwithstanding the 10-cent advance on the 
lighter grades of Northwestern Louisiana post- 
ed by all the companies on March 27, the 
Standard leading, drilling operations remain at 
a standstill, there being the same number of 
tests under way at the close of the week end- 
ing April l, as at the end of the preceding 
week—154, of which 92 were drilling wells and 
62 were derricks up at new locations or at 
tests temporarily closed down, 

A considerable falling off in production was 
noted in the daily averages of the week end- 
ing April 1 and the preceding week. In the 
week ending April 1 the total daily average 
for all districts in Northwestern Louisiana was 
36,850 barrels, a decrease of 2,685 barrels when 
compared with the record of the preceding 
week. The daily average in the southern dis- 
tricts in the past week was 21,900 barrels, a 
decrease of 2,200 barrels from the record of the 
preceding week, while in Caddo parish it was 
12,900 barrels of light oil and 2,050 barrels of 
heavy oil. This was a -decrease in the light 
grades of 440 barrels and in the heavy grades 
of 45 barrels, 

The production is divided among the differ- 
ent companies as follows:—Gulf Refining Com- 
pany, 14,000 barrels; producers’ Oi] Company, 
9,250 barrels; Standard Oil Company, 7,150 
barrels; independent companies and individ- 
uals, 6,450 barrels. While the Standard Oil 
Company has the least quantity of production 
of its own, yet it runs more oil than either 
the Gulf Refining Company or the Texas Com- 
pany. The Texas Company runs all of the 
Producers’ Oil Company's production and buys 
most of the heavy oil in Caddo parish, while 
the Standard runs its own oil and 90 per cent. 
of the oi] produced by the independent opera- 
tors. The Gulf Refining Company has plenty 
of its own oil and sells part of its Crichton 
production to the Red River Pipe Line Com- 
pany, which furnishes crude to the two in- 
dependent refineries at Shreveport—the Caddo 
Oil Refining Company and the Louisiana Oil 
Refining Company, 

The Gulf Refining Company’s big well, 5-C 
Williams, in section 31-13-11, in De Soto par- 
ish, which came in the past week making 3,200 
barrels, is still flowing at the rate of 1,200 
barrels a day. It is in the center of a big 
tract and insures the Gulf a large production 
in this territory. 

Interest in the Logansport work and wildcat 
development in Bossier, Coushatta, Campti and 
Clarence continues to hold the attention of the 
producers. In the Logansport district P. J. 
White, the important Oklahoma operator, has 
purchased a half interest in the holdings of 
the Dudley Crawford Drilling Company. This 
company has a hole down, No. 1 Stokes, near 
the discovery, 2,709 feet. It had a showing 
of gas at 1,800 feet and considerable oil and 
gas at 2,270 feet. Hole is being drilled deeper. 
The completion of a number of good gas wells 
near Shreveport, in Bossier parish, and in 
other districts, is causing considerable new 
work to be started in these localities. The 
Roxana Petroleum Company and the P. J. 
White interests have been very active of late 
in securing leases in thig new territory. 

There were very few completions in the week 
and none large enough to qualify in the gusher 


class. Of the nine completions, two were 
abandoned, two gas wells and five producing 
oil wells. The combined initial maximum 


daily production of the five producing wells 
wes 710 barrels. The completions were as

MID-CONTINENT OIL FIELDS. 
Kansas City, Mo., April 4, 1916 


Conditions in the mid-continent field are im- 
proving. In March 1,030 new wedils were 
drilled, with a new production of 35,000 bar- 
rels, which will probably decline in a few 
weeks to half of that or less. There" were 156 
dry boles and 50 gas wells. At the beginning 


of this month there were 1,725 Dew rigs and 
drilling wells, with many new drilling outfits 
coming daily into the field The weather is 


just right for development work, and big gains 
in production are expected. Refiners report 
crude more plentiful and premiums slipping 
back. Practically all refiners have their crude 
supply arranged for, and the independents in 
this field are using more oil than at any other 
period in their history These refining plants 
are being increased in size so fact it is impos- 
sible to keep track of them The combined 
consumption of crude by mid-continent re- 
fineries is now about 125,000 to 130,000 barrels 
a day. Most of this is Cushing and other high- 
grade oils from this field. 

While there seems to be plenty of crude there 
was a general expectation that there would be 
another advance of 10 cents a barrel Monday 
morning, which failed to materialize. The fact 
is there is no real excuse for another advance 
in crude at this time; it would be more in 
keeping with conditions if the price of gasolins 
were advanced in the Indiana territory. There 
was no advance recently when crude had a lift 
of 15 cents a barrel. ‘There is much specula- 
tion over the refusal of the Standard to ad- 
vance the gasoline market in this field. The 
price of gasoline at the refinery varies al! the 
way from 17 to 21 cents a gallon, There is 
no un‘formity. One refiner markets all of his 


output through his own stations and charges 
these stations a nominal price. Another re- 
finer markets his product all through jobbers 


and is compelled to make a price by which the 
jobber can live. Still another sells to Eastern 
and export trade and is getting the top notch. 
But it is safe to say the open market price to 
those who have no business connections is from 
20 to 21 cents a gallon. Crude is $1.55, save in 
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the Healdton pool, where it is 80 cents. Cush- 
ing and other high-grade crudes are command- 
ing from 10 to 50 cents a barrel premium. 
Most of the fresh Cushing crude is going to the 
independents. 

That the automobile manufacturers: contem- 
plate engaging in the manufacture of cheap 
gasoline is held to be the best joke of the sea- 
son, There are two independent refiners in the 
mid-continent field, each running 15,000 barrels 
a day of crude. Does any one think for a 
minute these two refineries could control prices 
or that if they would give away their output 
it would have a very serious effect under pres- 
ent conditions? Supposing the automobile peo- 
ple do build a refinery, where are they going 


° 


to get their supply of crude? 


Seriously, the situation is not bad. The price 


of gasoline is not unreasonable. In the past 
it has been too low, and even at the present 
price the streets of all cities are almost im- 


passable because of the crush of cars. The de- 
mand, however, is causing a rush for larger 
supplies of crude, and there are many indica- 
tions that the mid-continent field will meet 
all requirements this summer. It is stated 
the Standard Oil Company is advising against 
big orders for future delivery, intimating the 
price has reached its height. Most of the big 
jobbers are pretty well supplied, and could get 


along for the next two or three months, Asa 
whole the refiners have considerable gasoline 
in storage now for the summer rush. The 


Standard is understood to have millions of gal- 
lons against the usual summer shortage. The 
Standard and all other refiners have been in- 
creasing the capacity of their plants this spring 
as never before, and if trere is an adequate 
supply of crude, as expected, they will be 
able to turn out a tremendous amount of 
gasoline when it is needed, 


Devclopment in the Kansas Division. 


Even in its balmiest days Kansas did not 
command the attention from the oil fraternity 
it is commanding today. Practically every big 
operator in the mid-continent field has ac- 
quired acreage west of the Flint Hills and is 
either starting drilling operations or preparing 
to do so. Chief production developed up to 
this time is in Butler county in what is known 
as the Augusta and Eldorado pools, the former 
being in the deep sand and the latter in the 
shallow sand. There are nineteen producing 
wells in the Augusta pool and thirty-three in 
the Eldorado pool, the former having a daily 
production of 4,440 barrels and the latter 1,215 
barrels, a total of fifty-two wells and a daily 
vield of 5,655 barrels, as shown by the pipe 
line returns for last week. This is quite a 
showing when Kansas has for so long been con- 
sidered an impossibility as an oil-producing 
State, There are many new wells starting in 
these two pools, but greater interest now is 
centered in tests scattered over many miles 
of territory north, east, southeast, south and 
west of this Butler county production The 
entire country is a succession of domes and 
anticlines, and test wells covering a wide area 
indicate many sands encountered all the way 
from a depth of 600 feet to 2,800 feet. 

Two years ago the Wichita Natural Gas Com- 
pany drilled a test in section 1-30-7, Cowley 
county, near the northeast corner. Four sands 
were developed, a gas sand at 1,260 feet and 
oil sands at 1,850, 1,950, 2,500 and 2.800 feet. 
The 1,850-foot sand looked as if it might have 
made a fairly good well In the other sands 
only small showings were found. On the 
strength of this F. B. Ufer is drilling a test 
a short distance north in 12-29-8, It is now 
down about 500 feet 

Between Dexter, in Cowley county, and Beau- 
mont, in the northeast corner of Butler county, 
and along the Elk county line there are ten 
or twelve test wells starting. Geologists have 
it figured out that an anticline extends north- 
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east and southwest between these two points, a 
distance of about twenty-five miles. 

Harry Sinclair has purchased 3,000 acres at 
Atlanta and is preparing to drill. Coleman and 
others, of Kansas City, have purchased 4,000 
acres of leases at Burden and will drill at once. 
Benedum & Trees are starting a well in 12- 
51-7, Cowley county. West of Wilmont, which 
is just north of Winfield, there are three wells 
drilling east of the river and one directly at 
the town of Wilmont. ‘There are several wells 
close to Winfield drilling, Rogers Kemp has 
taken up 800 acres near Lathan. There are 
four or five test wells drilling just south of 
Beaumont along the Elk county line, The 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company, the Carter Oi! 
Company, the Gypsy Oil Company, the Gulf 
Oil Company, Harry Sinclair, F. B, Ufer, the 
Roxanna Petroleum Company, the Wichita 
Natural Gas Company, and, in fact, practically 
all of the big concerns whose names are so 
familiar in oildom, have acquired leases in this 
territory and are preparing for a big drilling 
campaign this summer. 

While the runs from wells in the Augusta 
and Eldorado pools last week showed 5,055 
barrels a day, it is quite possible, when the 
wells are operated under favorable conditions, 
they will do even better than this The pipe 
line company has only been taking oil from 
this district a few days and the wells are not 
all running regularly and in good shape yet. 
The following report will give an idea of the 
size and character of the wells in this dis-

It has been a long time since any big cil 
ocmpanies were floated in Kansas, but the 
great interest in oil at this time and the 
prospects of big doings in Kansas the next 


year or so are starting things moving again. 
The Wayside Oil and Refining Company has 
just been chartered under the laws of Kansas, 
with Felix Brocker, of Salina, Kan., president: 
L. D. Beil, of Beloit, Kan., secretary, and 
Senator S. M. Porter, of Caney, Kan., general 
manager; capitalization, $1,500,000. The com- 
pany wili merge the holdings and interests of 
the Panama Oil and Gas Company, the Way- 
side Oil and Gas Company, the Panama Crude 
Oil Company, the Border Oil and Gas Company 
and ahout 1,700 acres of leases owned by 


the smelter company at Caney, on which there 
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is @ production of 60 barrels a day or more. 
The company expects to dequire several pro- 
ducing properties and large acreage in addi- 
tion to the above and to get into the game 
with an active development campaign. 


There is very little development in Chau- 
tauqua county. Operators complain that Den- 
man Bros. have a lid on Chautauqua county 
and are sitting on it. These two young men 
came to Chautauqua county about twelve 
years ago from Ohio and have confined all 
their operations to this district. They have 
made a fortune drilling small wells. 


They 
have never sold any property and have never 
stopped drilling in any kind of depression. 
Of course, there are many producing proper- 
ties in Chautauqua county that these men do 
not own, but all of the likely stuff they seem 
to have pretty well in hand. There is a bunch 
of production, however, down at Eigin, owned 
by Independence and Chanute operators, which 
is said to be very good-looking stuff. There is 
a movement on foot to combine these prop 
erties and renew activity. This oil is claimed 
to be some of the best produced in Kansas. 
Near Peru, Chautauqua county, J. A. Camp- 
bell has a 25-barrel well on the Huff farm in 
17-36-12, and Kreer & Moreheart have com- 
pleted their first well in 10-35-12 and have a 
good gasser. The Little Oil Company has a 
good well on the Thompson farm in 6-35-12. 

There is a lot of drilling scattered all over 
Montgomery county, but most of it is in the 
vicinity of Wayside. Wayside never did pro- 
duce any very large wells, but very few prop- 
erties in this district have ever changed hands 
and nearly all production owners are now in- 
creasing their output by drilling new wells. 
These start off small, but hold up nicely. 

There is very little drilling at the present 
time in Neosho county. The wells do not 
seem to have the proper staying qualities to 
warrant drilling. Those at Erie drilled three 
years ago and which started off with a big 
flash have never paid out. 


There are quite a number of wells drilled 
in the Rantoul district in Franklin county. 
The Lawrence Drilling and Development Com- 
pany has a 25-barrel well in 7-18-21. This is 
shallow territory and a 25-barrel well is a 
very good return for the money.

The Uncle Sam Oil Company has com- 
pleted its second well on the Gracie Post- 
oak in 20-19-12 Red Fork district and has 
a very good looking producer. 

Down in the Russell pool in 15-15-10 Rus- 
sell Brothers have completed their No. 3 
well ard it is inaking 100 to 150 barrels a 
diay. The Russell pool is located southwest 
of Beggs and south of Okmulgee. Several 
other wells are drilling in this vicinity and 
some fair production is likely to be de- 
veloped. 

The best well drilled in the Lake Park 
pool just outside the city limits of Okmulgee 
has just been completed by Alexander & 
Sheedy, It showed up for 200 barrels or 
better immediately upon encountering the 
sand, 

Cushing Pool. 


One of the most interesting districts in 
the entire mid-continent field at present is 
the territory lying between the old Cush- 
ing pool and the so-called Fox spur or Sham- 
rock field. At first it was believed the 
deep or Bartlesville sand did not extend 
south of the Cushing pool to the Fox spur. 
As will be recalled in recent correspond- 
ence, other tests in the Fox spur developed 
th presence of the Bartlesville sand and some 
gusher wells were found. Successful tests 
covering a large area were finally completed 
and it is now the consensus of opinion that 
all that territory lying between the Fox 
spur development, which has until recently 
been exclusively a Layton sand pool, will 
develop large Bartlesville sand production. 
Estimates of the ultimate production of 
Cushing as a result of this new drilling 
campaign vary largely. Some believe Cush- 
ing will again have a daily yield of 200,000 
barrels a day or more. However this may 
be, there great activity there at this time 

The Tron Mountain Oil Company has just 
brought in a wéll making 50 barrels an hour 
on the H. Mitchell farm in 34-17-7, which 
is an offset to the Hill Oil and Gas Com- 
pany’s Betty Westley No. 1 on the west 
Drilling was continued 55 feet in the sand 
where it encountered water. The McMan- 
Baker well in the northwest corner of 3-16- 
7 is 2.750 feet deep and making 50 barrels 
an hour from the Bartlesville sand. The 
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Quaker Oil and Gas Company is preparing 
to drill @ test on the Joseph Harjo land in 
the southeast corner of 29-17-7. The Hill Oil 
end Gas Company in secticn 27-17-7 has 
drilled its No, 2 on the Billie Lewis down 
to the Bartlesville sand and has a 1,000- 
barrel producer. This is an offset to the 
Iron Mountain Oil Company's well. The 
same compaly’s well in 34-17-7 is making 
300 barrels a day from the Bartlesville 
sand. It will be noted these wells cover 
considerable territory and indicate the pos- 
sibilities of that territory. The B. B. Jones 
well in the northwest of 34-17-7 at 38 feet 
in the sand is said to be good for 800 bar- 
rels a day. Progress is being delayed some- 
what by reason of inability to get material. 
A great deal of casing is required in these 
wells, and it is difficult to secure any at 
this time. As an indication, however, of 
what is taking place the Iron Mountain 
Oil Company, upon completion of its big 
well, made locations immediately for twelve 
additional wells to be drilled as quickly as 
possible. Its No, 1 well made 1,200 barrels 
when drilled in. It now has four wells 
érilling. 

The Gypsy Oil Company drilled its No. 1 on 
the Brunner farm in 3-16-7 to the gas sand 
and brought in a_ 30,000,000-foot, gasser. 
This is one of the farthest wells east. Gas 
is being mudded in and the well will be 
drilled down to the producing sand The 
McMan Oil Company probably has the big- 
gest gas well ever drilled in the mid-con- 
tinent field in its No. 2 on the Nora Will- 
iams farm in 10-16-7. It is claimed the well 
tested 100,000,000 cubic feet a day. There 
are three big gas meters on this weil. Two 
were biown to pieces when connected up. 
The gas from this well will go to the Okla- 
homa Natural Gas Company. The pros- 
pects are that this well when drilled down 
to the-producing sand will be one of the 
biggest oil producers this field has known, 
as it has been the history of the pool that 
the bigger the gas well the bigger the oil 
production when the oil producing sand is 
reached. But since this well is already be- 
low -the Bartlesville sand, if oil is found, 
it will probably be in the Tucker forma- 
tion. The well is about 2,800 feet deep 

Most of the refineries having pipe lines to 
the Cushing pool are extending the same 
to the Fox spur and many contracts have 
made for oil from this district. The 
Independents are able to contract the oil 
away from the big pipe lines by paying 
premium for the same. This oil is high 
grade und produces more gasoline than any 
other cil in the mid-continent field at the 
present time. 

Operators in the Fox spur are drilling their 
wells in cautiously, trying to avoid as much 
as possible going into water. Refiners are 
refusing to pay premium for cut oil, as it has 
been counted that water in Cushing wells 
greatly deteriorates the quality of the oil. 

A report is in circulation to the effect that 
the Dutch-Shell Company has purchased all 
f the C. B. Shaffer holdings in the mid-con- 
tinent field. The report has not yet been con- 
firmed, but it is generally believed. Shaffer 
had the credit of opening the Cushing pool 
and has been one of the largest producers in 
the district. He owns the Consumers’ Refin- 
ing Company, but it is not stated whether the 
refinery is included in the sale or not. It is 
rather believed it is. This would give the 
Dutch-Shell people the entry to the mid-con- 
tinent field which it has been seeking for a 
long while. It will be recalled that recently 
the Roxana Petroleum Company, another for- 
eign organization, purchased the Yarhola 320 
acres in the Cushing field, and that this prop- 
erty is now making 10,000 barrels a day and 
has proved a very wise purchase, 

The McMan Oil Company is laying an 8-inch 
pipe line from its Fox spur wells to its main 
pumping station in the Cushing field, a dis- 
tance of about four miles, to reinforce the line 
it laid a year ago. This line will carry Fox 
spur production south to the Magnolia Pipe 
Line Company. 

The Southwest Oil Company, which fs a new 
contender and is made up of Holdenville, 
Okla., people, has made twelve locations on 
the Joseph MecNack land in 3-16-7. All of 
these wells will be drilled for the Bartlesville 
sand. 

The Eastern Oil Company, which is one of 
the oldest operating companies in the mid-con- 
tinent field, is drilling deeper its wells on the 
Lussie Henneha allotment in 9-16-7. These 
wells came in at about 200 barrels in the 
Layton sand.

old Bartlesville sand wells are being drilled 
down to the Tucker sand. Eight of these 
wells on the Jackson Barnett tract in 5-17-7 
have been deepened to this formation, and are 
now making 15,000 barrels a day. This prop- 
erty is owned by the Gypsy Oil Company and 
Frank Gillespie. 

It is stated that the Hill Oil and Gas Com- 
pany, which in the earlier days of the Cush- 
ing pool was supposed to have been completely 
out of the running, its property lying at the 
extreme south end of the pool where it held 
5,400 acres of leases, has just rejected an offer 
of $6,000,000 for its holdings. It is said the 
Ohio Oil Company (Standard) made the offer, 
and that the company asked $10,000,000. Many 
oil men believe the property is worth $15,000,- 
(00. The Hill Oil and Gas Company is push- 
ing development work rapidly at this time. It 
is running several strings of tools and bring- 
ing in big wells. It has just made four new 
locations in the Bartlesville sand territory. 
These are on the Billie Lewis in 27-17-1 and 
on the Sawyer tract, in the same section. The 
company’s No. 1, Billie Lewis, is making 
about 1,500 barrels a day. 

The Sinclair Oil Company has this week be- 
gan work on its numerous welis on the Keyes 
tract in 28-17-7, and also on the Hettie Duns- 
ton allotment in 33-17-7. Locations have been 
made for thirty-six wells on these two prop- 
erties, fifteen of which will be drilled at once. 

In the north end of the Cushing pool the 
New State Oil Company has completed its well 
in the river bed in 19-18-7, and has a 200- 
barrel producer, 

With all this work under way and the size 
of the wells being drilled? in, it is hard to 
think that there will be any shortage of crude 
the coming summer. 


Late Healdton Developments. 


The absorbing topic of conversation the past 
week in the Healdton district has been the 
action of certain producers in bringing suit 
against the Producers’ Refining Company to 
abrogate the contract for the delivery of oil 
for a period of three years at 30 cents a bar- 
rel. Fuler details of this litigation will be 
found in this letter under the head of ‘‘Re- 
fineries.”’ It is an interesting commentary 
upon the frantic efforts of Healdton producers 
some time since for aid in marketing their 
product. It simply goes to prove how useless 
it is for the refiners to attempt to aid pro- 
ducers in time of distress. The general ver- 
dict among producers is that the action will 
prove abortive. Up in the Cushing district 
RB. B. Jones made a long-time contract with 
the same refiners for the delivery of Cushing 
ofl at 30 cents a barrel. When the refiners 
suggested revision of the contract on a more 
equitable basis, Mr. Jones to give a larger 
amount of oil in lieu of an advanced price, 
the latter replied that he went into the con- 
tract with his eyes open in good faith, and 
would live up to the letter of the contract, 
and would supply the refiners with an addi- 
tional amount of oil at the market whenever 
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he was able to do so. This shows the differ- 
ence between real sports and pikers, 

There is probably more drilling in the Heald- 
ton district at the present time than at any 
other period in its history. Some excellent 
wells are being found. There is a great deal 
of outside drilling, but no extensions of the 
field have yet been developed, unless the Fox 
pool northwest might be considered an exten- 
sion, which in reality it is not. That spurs 
from the Healdton district will eventually be 
developed is a foregone conclusion. ; 

It is stated the Healdton Oil and Gas Com- 
pany’s property, which recently sold for $700,- 
000, now has a daily production of 2,650 bar- 
rels. Last year when everything was at low 
ebb in the Healdton district this property 
could have been purchased for about $100,000. 

At the present time the production of the 
Healdton field is about 58,009 barrels a day, 
and all the oil is being taken It was claimed 
by the producers for some time that Healdton 
had a daily yield of more than 100,000 barrels. 
Invariably new pools are overestimated. Pro- 
ducers are prone to overstate the yield of 
their wells, even when they know exactly what 
they are doing. It pretty safe bet, how- 
ever, that Healdton has not yet reached its 
height. The yield at the present time is in- 
creasing, and with added activity in field de- 
velopment may very likely attain a daily out- 
put of 75,000 barrels 

Ther have been no exceptional wells the 
past week. The MecMan Oil Company complet-

ed its No. 51 on the E. T. Richards in 81-3-3 
for a 200-barrel well, and its No. 8 on the 
Clifton Richards, in the same section, is good 
for 150 barrels. Gunsburg & Foreman’s No. 


14 on the Westheimer in 9-4-3 is good for 100 
barrels, and No. 21 on the Lowery in 9-4-3 is 
a 50-barrel producer. The Lawrence Gas Com- 
pany’s No. 21 on the Apple Franklin in 9-4-5 
is good for 6 barrels. The Magnolia Petro- 
leum Company has completed a number of 
wells in 4-4-3 and 10-4-3, which are good for 
from 40 to 60 barrels. The Humble-Gypsy 
Company in: is doing considerable work, 
running several strings of tools and finishing 
some f)-barrel producers Its No. 21 made 
200 barrels the first twenty-four hours. 

A rather dramatic scene took place at the 
small town of Wilson in the field a few nights 
ago. About thirty Italians had been employed 
laying the Texas Company's eight-inch line 
from the field to its Wilson tank farm, and it 
is claimed were working at wages under the 
local scale. A posse of about seventy-five 
citizens of the town rounded the foreigners up 
at the railway station and compelled them to 
leave the town and advised them never to re- 











turn. The local people propose to nip in the 
bud anything that might cause a reduction in 
wages_ The pipe line people insist that the 
erdinary local labor cannot do pipe line con- 
struction work satisfactorily and at the same 
time they demand higher wages. 

An electrical storm last Thursday caused 
damage to oil property in the Healdton district 
amounting to $20,000. 

Among Western Refineries. 


The Morelight Oil Company has soid its sta- 
tions at Sedalia, Boonesville and Warrensburgh, 
Mo., to the Pierce Oil Corporation. 

It is reported the Cedar Rapids Oil Company 
has disposed of its immense distributing busi- 
ness in the northwest to the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. The report has not been confirmed ; 

A number of independent filling stations in 
Kansas City on Monday morning of this week 
advanced their quotation on gasoline from 18.8 
cents to 19.8 cents, and one or two advanced 
to 20 cents a gallon. The Standard’s price re- 
mains 17.8 cents, Jobbers have been compelled 
to pay more for gasoline at the refinery than 
the Standard was asking for it in Kansas City, 
and they have, therefore, been compelled to 
advance their price considerably above the 
Standard’s price. There is considerable mystery 
among the independents why the Standard has 
not advanced its tank wagon price throughout 
the Indiana territory in accordance with re- 
cent advances in crude, It is generally pre- 
dicted quite a large number of independent oil 
merchants will go out of business within the 
next few weeks if there is not a change in 






market conditions : 
About a year ago Messrs. Simpson, Dings, 
Kirkpatrick, Franklin, Von Weise, Drew and 


other producers of the Healdton district came 
to Kansas City to induce the owners of the 
Ponea and Cushing refining companies to come 
to Healdton and build a refinery. They rep- 
resented they had a big production of crude oil 
at Healdton, but, because of the great output 
at Cushing, were unable to find a market for 
their product, which was of low gravity and 
produced only from 8 to 11 per cent. gasoline, 
the rest of the product being fuel oil, They 
had endeavored to interest capital in both a 
refinery and pipe line, but because of the unde- 
sirability of the crude for gasoline were unable 
to do so. They had offered a bonus of $200,000 
to be paid in oil for a pipe line to take their 
product to market. At that time the Magnolia 
Petroleum Company was taking from 5 to 8 
per cent. of the production of Healdton, The 
officers of the Ponca and Cushing refining com- 
panies informed these producers they could not 
entertain a proposition to build a refinery un- 
less they would be able to contract for the sale 
of fuel oil over an extended pericd. The pro- 
ducers granted time for an investigation. Mr 
Thwing, of the Ponca Refining Company, went 
to Chicago and entered into a contract with the 
Santa Fe Railroad Compary for fuel oil for a 
period of three years at 3) cents a barrel. 
The refiners and producers then entered into an 
arrangement to organize the Producers’ Refin- 
ing Company, capital stock $800,000, to he 
fully paid up, the producers to take $400,000 of 
the stock and the refiners to take $400,000 of 
the stock, the producers to pay for their stock 
in future deliveries of oil at 30 cents a barrel 
over a period of three years. Immediate steps 
were taken for the construction of one of the 
largest refineries in the mid-continent field. Its 
cost exceeded expectations, The producers 
found they could not carry their portion of the 
stock, and accordingly the capitalization of the 
company was increased and the refiners took 
over from the producers all of their $400,000 
of the stock except about $60,000, which was 
paid for in oil as run at 30 cents a barrel. 
Then came a change in crude conditions, The 
output of Cushing declined 300,000 barrels a 
day. The price of crude went up. MHealdton 
crude advanced from 30 to 80 cents a barrel 
Then certain of the producers became dissatis- 
fied. The refiners were carrying out their con- 
tract with the railway company to the letter; 
but, in order to meet the demands of the pro- 
ducers the Santa Fe and the Producers’ Re- 
fining Company entered into a give-and-take 
agreement on condition that some sort of an 
adjustment could be made with the producers 
The refinery proposed that if the producers 
would carry out their contract ten months in- 
stead of twenty-four months yet remaining un- 
der the contract and return all stock sub- 
seribed, the refinery company woud cancel the 
old contract and enter into a new contract for 
the balance of the original period and pay the 
posted market price for oil taken. Two-thirds 
of the producers wanted to accept the proposi- 
tion. It would mean from $75,000 to $125,000 
aplece additional to them, but they were pre- 
vented doing so by obdurate ones, and now 
one of the stockholders of one of the companies 
has instituted proceedings against the refining 
cempany to have the contract with the pro- 
ducers set aside null and void, The facts are, 
the refining company has invested $1,500,000, 


$400,000 of which is involved in a pipe line 
from Healdton to Gainesville. ‘The contract 
originally called for 8,000 barrels of crude a 
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day. Instead of delivering 8,000 barrels a day, 
some of the producers are furnishing only 4,000 
barrels a day under their contract, some of 
them being unable to deliver any more and 
others fudging, The refining company, with 
unusual foresight, built an eight-inch instead 
of a four-inch pipe line, and is now taking 


from the Healdton field 15,000 barrels of crude 
a day, at least 10,000 barrels of which are be- 
ing paid for at the market and some of it at 
10 to 15 cents above the market. It would 
seem from these figures which are set forth to 
be facts that the refining company has in 
reality been a benefactor to the Healdton pro- 
ducers, has created a market for them, and if 
any injury has been suffered by the deal it 
has been suffered by the refiners instead of the 


producers. It is generally believed suit to set 
aside the contract will fail, 
It is stated on reliable authority that the 


Standard Oil Company now has completed and 
in operation in its various refineries 1,500 
Burton high-pressure stills. 


Oil Notes Here and There. 


The Okla Oil Company is gauging and in- 
specting the Stubbs and Low producing prop- 
erty in the Dewey district, upper Cherokee, 
with a view to purchasing the same. This is 


one of the large properties in upper Oklahoma. 
It was developed about ten years ago, when 
Governor Stubbs was active in politics in Kan- 
sas. He says it has been one of the best 
money-making ventures he has ever had. 
There has not been much doing the past 
week in the Osage. The Okla Oil Company’s 
gusher well is still gushing and has all the 
earmarks of the beginning of another rich 
pool, but as already reported this one company 
owns 4,800 acres around the well, precluding 
the possibility of quick development. It is 
still making better than 1,200 barrels a day. 
The Penmar Oil Company, one of the earli- 
est in the lower Osage, is drilling now in 
22-24-10; the Steiner Oil Company, another 
pioneer, is drilling in 29-24-11, and the 
Prairie Oi! and Gas Company is drilling in 
27-24-11 Each has just completed a well good 
for 30, 50 and 25 barrels, respectively. The 
will never get its share of development 
until all controversial questions regarding 
leases have been settled.

CALIFORNIA OIL FIELDS, 
Los Angeles, Cal., April 2, 1916. 

The most important event that occurred last 
week was an advance in the quotation of all 
grades of oil in all fields of the State of Cali- 
fornia... The advance was effective April 1, 
and ranged from 5 cents on low grade to 17 
cents for the high grades of oil. 

In the San Joaquin Valley fields, which in- 


clude Kern River, Midway-Sunset, McKitt- 
rick, Coalinga and Lost Hills-Belridge, the 
new schedule is as follows:— 


Fourteen degrees to and including 17.9 de- 
grees gravity, 58 cents per barrel; 18 degrees 
to and including 18.9 degrees gravity, 59 cents 
per barrel, and for each increase in gravity

Normal activity in new field work continues 
with a decided tendency toward increasing pro- 
duction. Undoubtedly the last advance in the 
price of oil will bring forth much new drilling. 
The operators have been rather hesitant about 
drilling new wells, not knowing whether the 
conditions of the market were stable or not. 
Indications at present point to even further ad- 
vances in crude oil and refined products, which 
means extensive drilling. 

California Favors Rittman Process. 


Dr. Walter Rittman has obtained by his 
process in treating 14 gravity oil from Kern 
River oil fields 58 per cent. of gasoline. By 
the ordinary processes of refining it does not 
pay to extract gasoline from the Kern River 
oll, 

When the Independent Oil Producers’ Agency 
members hold their annual meeting, the sec- 
ond week in April at Bakersfield, there will 
be submitted to them the proposal of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee that they authorize the 
agency to acquire a license from the govern- 
ment to install a Rittman refinery, the first 
on the Pacific coast. The subject has been in- 





vestigated by a sub-committee that will report

at the coming meeting. It is known that the 
committee favors the erection of an experi- 
mental plant to test thoroughly the commer- 
cial possibilities of the system as applied to 
the low grade California oil, which constitutes 
the bulk of the production of members of the 
agency. The Executive Committee is under- 
stood to be unanimous on the question. pres- 
ident St. Clair strongly favors the plan, 

The ) per cent. gasoline yield means that 
twenty-one gallons of gasoline may be ob- 
tained from one barrel of oil, now considered 
of little value as regards gasoline production. 
Under the present refining methods used by 
the independent companies in California, 14 
gravity oil at the most yields less than 5 per 
cent., and more nearly averages 3 per cent. 
gasoline. The amount derived under this 
method is probably less than two gallons. In 
the lighter oil it is possible to extract larger 
quantities of motor fuel. 

Ten refineries have so far secured licenses 
from the government to use the system. The 
firmness of the Department of the Interior in 
requiring that there must be no monopoly of 
the process, or of any improvements there- 
upon, has kept many companies from attempt- 


ing the expenditure of the money necessary 
to bring the system to a commercial basis. 
Recently Secretary Lane ordered these terms 
modified, so that there is now more willing- 


ness to take up the work. In the East, it is 
reported that Standard Oil interests recently 
sought a license to use the process and de- 
velop it, but were refused by Secretary Lane, 
who wants it to be exclusively in the hands 
of independent refiners. 

As previously reported, the Burton process, 
which is now used in the East by the Stand- 
ard, will be installed here on the coast by the 
Standard. The Dutch-Shell combine has adopt- 
ed the Trumbell system of refining, which in- 
creases the gasoline extraction. Now that the 
independents are adopting the Rittman process, 
all indications point to a speedy increase in 
gasoline production in California. 


ispee Gains Decision. 


The Southern Pacific Railroad Company won 
a notable victory in Judge Bledsoe’s court last 
week when the court denied the petition of 
the government for an order restraining the 
corporation from any _ further. exploitation of 
oil wells in the lands involved in what is 
known as the fraud cases in Kern county, and 
covering several thousand acres. The petition 
further requested that a commissioner be ap- 
pointed by the court to visit the oil fields and 


make a report of conditions there as to 
whether the wells could be capped without 
danger or a loss of oil, etc. This was also 


denied by the court, 

At the request of E. J. Justice, special as- 
sistant to the Attorney-General, J. H. Wolf, of 
San Francisco, and representing the Bureau 
of Mines, was agreed upon by both the gov- 
ernment and the railroad to visit the field and 
make a report to Mr. Justice: It will be his 
business to ascertain whether the contention 
of the railroad company that the wells being 
drilled and operated are for defensive pur- 
poses only, and for the purpose of conserving 
the supply of oil, or wasting it as claimed by 
the government. If, in the opinion of Mr. 
Wolf, the views of the government are correct, 
the court will entertain another motion to have 
the production of oil stopped pending the out- 
come of the litigation. 

Attorneys for the railroad stated that the 
K. T. and O. Company was being operated at 
but a small per cent. of its effectiveness, and 
that the Southern Pacific, with a monthly con- 
sumption of 1,000,000 barrels, was compelled 
to go into the open market and purchase at 
least 15 per cent. of that amount of oil 


New Work. 


Activities in field operations throughout the 
State maintained a normal figure during the 
week ending March 25, as shown by the report 
of the State Mining Bureau A big majority 
of the work is confined to the San Joaquin Val- 
ley fields. ren new mills are reported, thir- 
teen ure deepening or redrilling, two are being 
abanddned and eight are to be tested for water 
shutoff, 

The new wells are divided 
companies, the Standard starting the largest 
number, four, all of which are in different 
fields. The Associated Oil Company is respon- 
sible for the three new wells reported in the 
Kern River field The shortage in production 
is being felt by many of the small companies, 
as is shown by the large number of independ- 
ent companies engaged in deepening or re- 
drilling their wells, the secondary effort for 
production. All of the wells reported as such 
are being worked by different companies, with 
the exception of the Standard Oil Company, 
which is redrilling or deepening four wells. 

The old Salt Lake field, which has been in 
active for several years, will be developed to 
quite an extent through the efforts of A. F. 
Gilmore, who has one of the largest leases in 
that field. ‘The first of about twenty wells will 
be started in the near future and when com- 
pleted will just double the present number of 
producing wells. The market has been forced 
to justify the additional work, although the oil 
obtained in this field is very low in gravity, 
averaging about 17 degrees. Several companies, 
such as the Amalgamated in the Salt Lake 
fields, are unable to drill because of the leases 
from the Hancock estate, which owns a goodly 
portion of the oil-bearing territory. Gilmore, 
however, owns his land outright, and drills or 
shuts down whenever he is so minded. It is 
not expected that other companies will adopt 
the same extensive policy of drilling. The Gil- 
more Oil Company markets its own products, 
which gives it an edge on profit over those 
companies selling their oi] at a stipulated 
price.

Various Field Notes. 


Forty acres of land belonging to the August 
Oil Company on the Maricopa flat have been 
sold to the Bakline Oil Company, one of the 
Borneson concerns, for $65,000. The land is 
situated on section 6-11-25 and has two pro- 
ducing wells on it. 

On the Naranjal property, Fullerton, the 
Union Oi] Company operates a cleaning and 
topping plant with a capacity of some 2,000 
barrels of crude daily, as well as a casing- 
head plant, the product of which is blended 
with the tops. The vlan is adopted to avoid 
the necessity of pumping oj] containing about 
20 per cent, impurities to the refinery. An- 
other additional advantage is the presence of 
gas fue] right on the ground. The plant has 


long proved itself very satisfactory and eco- 
nomical. 
The Standard’s wildcat well at Santa Maria 


is about four miles south of Guadalupe, the 
Southern Pacific station for the city of Santa 
Maria and about two miles from the railroad. 
The location is about six miles from the Cas- 
malia Syndicate location, and it is in line 
with a number of wells put down by the South- 
ern Pacific and other companies a few years 
ago, in all of which oil was found, although 
none of the wells were ever put on a commer- 
clal basis. In several cases this was chiefly 
due to the fact that the oil was so heavy that 
pumping did not pay, The oil was almost pure 
asphalt. The Standard’s venture is being 
watched with great interest, and the prospects 
are thought to be quite favorable by those 
Who have observed the results obtained around 
Casmalia. 

The Crescent Petroleum Company, a new or- 
ganization, has entered the field and will start 
development work at once. The company holds 
about 440 acres in section 34-24-19. The prop- 
erty is in the southern extension of the 
Devil’s Den district, just north of the Lost 
Hilis, The formation is considered similar to 
the shallow territory of the Lost Hills, 

It is reported that in addition to the Stand- 
ard three new companies are about to start 
drilliag withcat wells in Antelope Valley. The 
Standard has abandoned its first hole and 
moved the:rig ‘about fifty feet and started 
again. ‘The first hele was only down a few 
hundred feet when an accident occurred, mak- 


ing it cheaper to start over than to fool 
with it. 

Some signs of oil have been reported in a 
water well put down by the Associated for 
its pumping station at Dow in the Lerdo 
country, Kern county.

A new district in Southern Kentucky, of 
which the shallow sand Allen county pool 
forms the nucleus, is attracting the atten- 


tion of the trade. Many new wells are drilil- 
ing, with scattered strikes over a wide area 
indicating a pool of wide extent, extending 
over Allen, Edmonson, Barren and border- 
ing counties, Within the Allen county boun- 
daries the most extensive developments are 
taking place, eighteen rigs being reported in 
corrmission. Extensions of the Rhoda pool 
are the most noteworthy of recent results. 
Two miles from the main group of wells a 
number of big strikes have been made, one 
showing a yield of 200 barrels and another 
making one hundred barrels. A number of 
wells producing from ten to twenty-five bar- 
rels have been drilled lately. Within the 
last few days a number of wells have been 
driiied in Barren county, where the same 
grace petroleum is found. Operators in the 


latter county are now connecting up wells 
and wiil give them a pumping test. The 
Barren county completions are smaller in 
capacity than those of Allen county, the 


average being about ten barrels, it is stated. 
In the third of this group of counties, Ed- 
monson, a renewal of drilling is now shown. 
Last year a number of producing wells were 


drilled and operators are hopeful of dupli- 
cating the successes in Allen and Barren 
counties. The market price of petroleum in 
these new fields is ten cents lower than that 
commanded in the more favorably situated 
districts, the difference allowing for the 
heavier marketing cost. 

The counties of Knox, Whitley and Clay, 


in Southeastern Kentucky, are alsu attract- 
ing many new operators. Six new companies 
are preparing for developments in that end, 
all the work tc be of a test character. Be- 
tween Barbourville, Knox county, and Will- 
iamsburg, Whitley county, a stretch covering 
twenty miles hes been generally leased over. 
The first of a large number of new tests is 
being startd on Meadow Creek, in the Whit- 
ley county border. Locations are being made 
for several new wells on Indian Creck, sev- 
eral miles distant, in Knox county. In the 
Clay county district two Pennsyivania com- 
panies have leased several thousand acres 
and will start new work during the month. 

Bordering Estill county, the center of Ken- 
tucky operations just now, new extensions 
have been shown in Madison and Powell 
countics, in the Powell county border, sev- 
eral miles from the main developments of 
Estill county, a number of producing wells 
Nave defined a pool of considerable extent, 
two tests making fifty barrels each. In the 
lower part of Madison county ten thousand 
acres are under lease. The first of a series of 
tests is drilling this week near Berea. 

Irn the Big Sandy district, near West Vir- 
ginia, new strikes were made during the 
month just closed in Martin and Boyd 
counties, The Martin county well, rated as 
a fifty-barrel producer, is in the berea grit. 
The location is far from any defined dis- 
trict of Kentucky and opens possibilities of 
a rich, pool. 


Each week shows an improvement in the 


established districts of Estill, Wayne, Mor- 
gan, Wolfe and Lawrence counties. The 
Estill county field furnished ten new pro- 


ducing wells during the past week, the best 
showing up for fifty barrels, Between 
twenty-five and thirty compayies are now in 
the field, a scarcity of drillers being the 
only drawback. Wayne county operations 
are increasing, with an increasing number 
of tests being drilled between the old pro- 
ducing pools. Cincinnati operators are re- 
viving work in the old Cooper district, with 
a number of new wells drilling. Four com- 
pletions, two of which were dry, are re- 
ported for the week. Wolfe and Lawrence 
counties contributed one producer each, while 
—— county showed no results for the 
week. 


GULF COAST OIL FIELDS. 


Houston, Tex., April 3, 1916. 


None of the near oil fields in wildcat terri- 
tory developed anything of a startling nature 
in the week ending April 1, 1916. The Turner 
well in the Santa Anna district in Coleman 
county was tested, and it is thought that it 
will produce anywhere from twenty-five to fifty 
barrels a day of high grade oil testing prob- 
ably 38 degrees Baume. A number of other 
tests have been started in the same locality, 
but all have been shut down until the past 
three or four days, when rains broke the long 
drought. Before the general rains fell water 
had to be hauled for drilling purposes. 

Interest is still keen in Chambers county 
at Barber’s Hill, and in Brazoria county at 
Damon Mound and West Columbia. In the 
Alta Vista district, eight miles south of San 
Antonio, Dingman & Rayburn brought in a 
well making 200 barrels of fluid, 50 per cent. 
water. A half dozen tests are still drilling 
in the Alta Vista territory. In the Corpus 
Christi district the Pioneer Oil Company re- 
ported a showing of oil at 3,250 feet, but was 
unable to complete the well, having dropped 
1,900 feet of 6-inch drill pipe in the hole. In 
Harris county, Burt & Griffith had a showing 
of oil at 2,780 feet in their Cypress test, but 
are drilling deeper. In Liberty county the 
Gulf Production Company and the Humble Oil 
Company have started another test at Davis 
Hill, and the Hub Oil Development Company 
has the drill pipe stuck at 1,200 feet in its 
test four and a half miles southeast of Lib- 
erty. In Rusk county Snowden Bros, aban-

In 
Navarro county the Richland-Currie Oi! Com- 
pany has another small well good for ten bar- 
rels at 364 feet. In Webb county the Pro- 
ducers’ Oil Company has suspended all work, 
having abandoned No. 1 Matthews at 2,975 
feet. Frank Fox abandoned his test at Abi- 
lene at 3,340 feet, and has started another a 
mile northwest of the abandoned hole. In the 
Mill Creek district, south of Brenham, the 
Gulf Production Company has taken over part 
of the Schuerenberg tract from the Brenham 
Oil Company and is drilling at 1,100 feet. 
Only three rigs are running in this territory 
now, where twelve were at work three months 
ago. So far nothing of value has been found 
outside of the discovery well on the Schueren- 
berg tract. 

In South Louisiana most of the wildcat work 
is confined to Calcasieu and Cameron parishes, 
where about a dozen tests are under way. 
Many wildcat tests have been closed down for 
some time on account of the dry weather, but 
since the general rains of the past week work 
is being resumed. 

In the old producing districts an active drill- 
ing campaign is under way, the dry weather 
having made drilling operations and hauling 
ideal. Humble, Edgerly, Vinton and Sour 
Lake continue to lead in the amount of new 
work and in completions worth while. Com- 
pletions in the week ending April 1 numbered 
twenty-nine, with an initial production of 
6,805 barrels, while in the preceding week the 
completions numbered sixty, with an initial 
production of 9,348 barrels. At the end of the 
week there were 262 tests under way, four less 
than in the preceding week. At the close of 
March the total daily production of all fields 
in the Gulf coast district was approximately 
80,000 barrels, of which 40,000 barrels was be- 
ing produced at Humble. Of the Humble pro 
duction. all but about 5,000 barrels was being 
produced from the deep sands, 

No changes were posted in credit balance 
quotations in any of the districts during the 
week under review, the average price for all 
fields being 80 cents per barrel, and the con- 
tract. price remaining firm at $1 to $1.15 per 
barrel. The Republic Production Company, 
formerly Farmers’ Petroleum Company, has 
sold the Sun Pipe Line Company 600,000 bar- 
rels of Humble oil for delivery at Humble in 
1916 at $1.05 per barrel. '

Nothing of value was developed in the week 
in any of the deep tests now drilling in the 
old fields. Deep tests are now under way 
at Humble, Markham, Batson and Saratoga. 
At Humble, Burt & Griffith are down 4,673 
feet, at which depth they made a test with a 
showing of some oil and considerable gas. 
Owing to the small hole—3%-inch—they were 
unable to work to much advantage and have 
allowed the test to stand for a time in the 
hope that it would shut off the water if it 
was coming from above the strainer. By 
drilling this deep test they have demonstrated 
that there is a deeper stratum than that where 
oil is now found, the deepest producing wells 
finding the oil at Humble at 3,300 feet. So 
confident are they of finding oil at this deep 
level that they have started another test a few 
hundred feet from the present deep hole. Burt 
& Griffith were the pioneers in the deep 
drilling at Humble, and now have an income 
of approximately $50,000 a month from royal- 
ties alone. They own over 12,000 acres in 
fee in the Humble district and are naturally 
more interested than others in developing a 
deep pay

Washington, April 7, 1916. 

Oil shipments from Mexican fields to 
the United States during February total 
957,516 barrels of crude oil shipped from 
Tampico and ports, as compared with 744,- 
164 barrels for February, 1915. Of this 
amount 214,462 barrels went to Galveston, 
163,413 to New York, 116,28 to New Or- 
leans, 108,000 to Baltimore, 63,505 to Port 
Arthur, Tex., 48,530 to Port Aransas, Tex., 
48,000 to Sabine, Tex., 43,223 to Philadel- 
phia, 33,218 to Freeport, Tex., 29,880 to 
Providence, R. I., 25,000 to Ponce, Puerto 
Rico, 20,000 to Warner, N. J., and 19,000 
barrels to Jacksonville, Fla. There was 
also a shipment of oil from Tampico to 
Campana, Argentine Republic, amounting 
to 26,710 barrels. 

The Huasteca Petroleum Company sup- 
plied 242,851 barrels of the month’s ship- 
ments from Tampico to the United States, 
the Standard Oil Company of New Jer- 
sey 218,000 barrels, the East Coast Com- 
pany 126,462, the Freeport Mexican Fuel 
Oil Company 116,28, the Tampico Com- 
pany 91,918, the Mexican Gulf Oil Com- 
pany, 69,000, the National Oil Company

Atmospheric Nitrogen Fixation. 
Washington, April 7, 1916. 

In connection with the campaign that 
is going on here for encouraging either 
public or private activity in the use of 
water power for the development of a 
plant for the fixation of nitrogen from the 
air, there has been printed at the request 
of Senator Smith, of Georgia, a paper pre- 
pared by Allerton S. Cushman, director of 
the Institute of Industrial Research, on 
the role of chemistry in the war. This 
paper deals extensively with the part 
which nitrogen plays in the war opera- 
tions, also the part played by carbon, 
hydrogen and the halogens. There are 
also sOme references in this paper to the 
imnportance of some of the chemical prop- 
erties, notably nitrogen, in the production 
of fertilizer. 

In the conelusions of this paper by Dr. 
Cushman, after making a number of ref- 
erences to the role of chemistry in war, 
the following summary is given:— 

Americans, Ncrth or South, probably with- 
out exception, will join eagerly in the hope 
thus eloquently expressed, but in the mean- 
time and under present conditions a strong, 
rich nation cam no more exist without ade- 
quate means of self-defense than a modern 
city could exist without a trained police force 
ind fire department This paper has shown 
that fixed nitrogen is the first and most im- 
portant element of national defense... The pa- 
per will have well served the author's purpose 
in preparing it if it should succeed even to a 
slight extent in calling attention to the neces- 
sity for purchasing and storing at a central 
point an adequate supply of Chilean nitrate. 
As an alternative arrangements should be 
made which would have the effect of inaucing 
capitai to exploit in this country the fixation 
of atmospheric nitrogen The fact *that fixed 
nitrogen will become an increasingly impor- 
tant factor in the production of food simply 
means that, come peace ry war, foresighted 
preparation will not under any circumstances 
be unprofitable or in vain. 

It is brought out in the present discts- 
sion of these subjects in both houses of 
Congress that the friends of the move- 
ment to bring about the fixation pf atmos- 
pheric nitrogen by means of the electric 
furnace are not discouraged by the action 
of the House of Representatives in defeat- 
ing a paragraph in the Hay army bill, and 
they are looking to the Senate to help out 
with the situation. The advocates of 
action on this subject have issued a state- 
ment regarding the importance of these 
operations to the farmers of the coun- 
try, and amomg other things they say:— 

Farmers’ organizations over the country have 
hown an alert interest in the matter because 

the prospect of obtaining fertilizers at a 
cheaper rate, and guarding against the time 
when Chilean nitrates will be exhausted, 
which is estimated as only twenty years dis- 
tant. Calcium cyanamid, or lime nitrogen, 
will adequately fill the place of Chilean salt- 
peter. It is made by taking nitrous acid from 
the air and fixing it in permanent form by 
means of calcium carbide made from coke 
and p phate rock, 

7 ‘armérs’ Union, which claims a mem- 
p of 2,000,000 cotton farmers, has been 

y pressing the nitrogen provision in tne 
army ll because of its effect upon the fer- 
tilizer situation in the South. 

Nitrogen has four principal uwses:—As an ag- 
ricultural fertilizer, as nitric acid needed in 
explosives, as ammonia and in aniline dyes. 
The farmers living east of the Mississippi 
River paid for fixed nitrogen for fertilizer use 
in 1914 the huge sum of $75,000,000. Most of 
this went to the nitric kings of Chile. More 
than 90 per cent. of fertilizer nitrogen is in 
the form of ammonia. In the procezs of mak- 
ing cyanamid, or fixed nitrogen from the air, 
the chemical affir , of calcium for nitrogen 
is turned to use. Calcium is a silver colored 
metal, which with comparative ease burns 
nitrogen to form a nitride, and this nitride, 
on being thrown into water, yields ammonia 
and lime. Cheaper calcium will mean cheaper 
ammonia and bigger crops, 

Comm ial fertilizers are mainly nitrogen, 
rus and potash in different propor- 
tions, of which potash usually forms about 10 
per cent A large amount of ‘‘filler’’ is con- 
tained with 1e plant food, on which freight 
charges have to be paid, making 80 or 85 per 
cent. dead weight. There is also the expense 
of mixing, storing, drying, hagging and sell- 
ing One-half of our commercial fertilizers 
are secured from waste or by-products of 
other industries, such as sulphate of ammonia, 
slaughter-house refuse, fish scrap, vegetable 
waste of su works and distilleries, 
wool, hocfs and horns. 
he farmer bvys and hauls home one ton of 
f< lizer material to get 500 pounds of plant 
nutriment. Some revolutionary changes in the 
fertilizer industry in the United States are 
recognized as being needed. 

The point is made by the friends of this 
movement that notable progress was 
made in inducing members of both houses 
who have been urging the development 
through Federal legislation of water 
power plants in different parts of the 
country to indicate particular sympathy 
tor the movement which will utilize some 
of this power in the establishment of a 
plant for the fixation of atmospheric 
nitrogen. This idea is behind many of the 
arguments used by those who are urging 
the pending policy as to the development 
of water powers under Congressional leg- 
islation, 
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Costa Rica Impoits More U. S. Drags 
Washington, April 7, 1916 

From Port Limon marked increases in 
the quantity of drugs sold by the United 
States in Costa Rica are reported. Up to 
the present year about 45 per cent. of 
drugs, medicines and pharmaceutical 
products sold in Costa Rica came from 
ithe United States, but recently informa- 
tion shows 80 per cent. of exports of these 
commodities came from. the United 
States. 
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Bill to Authorize Developing Govern- 
ment Oil Lands. 


Washington, April 7, 1916. 

Propositions for oil development, with 
the object in view of diminishing the 
prices of petroleum and its products, con- 
tinue to accumulate in the halls of Con- 
gress. The latest proposition is a _ Dill 
presented by Representative Bailey, of 
Pennsylvania (H. R. 14126), the object of 
which is to authorize the Secretary of 
the Interior to develop oil producing 
lands that are part of the public domain. 
Mr. Bailey's bill is as follows: 

Be it enacted, ete, That the Secretary 
of the Interior be, and he is hereby, au- 
thorized and empowered immediately to 
proceed to the development of oil-pro- 
ducing lands included in the pubiic domain 
wherever located, under regulations to be pre- 
scribed by him, the product of such develop- 
ment to be sold in the open market and the 
proceeds covered into the ‘Treasury of the 
l'nited States as miscellaneéus receipts: Pro- 
vided, That in the sale of the product prefer- 
ence shall be given to independent refiners: 
Provided further, That, in the discretion of 
the Secretary of the Interior, the oil produced 
from such lands may be refined by contract 
with private refiners under terms to be agreed 
upon after due public notice given by adver- 
tisement in at least six newspapers of general 
circulation: And provided further, That it shail 
he the duty of the Secretary of the Interior to 
undertake forthwith the development hereinbe- 
bore authorized; and for this purpose the sum 
of $10,000,000, or as much thereof as may be 
necessary, is hereby appropriated, out of any 
moneys in the public Treasury not otherwise 
apprcpriated, to be drawn upon as required. 

Sec. 2, That all acts or parts of acts in con- 
flict with the provisions of this act are hereby 
repealed. 

The bill has been referred to the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations of the House. 

Representative Bailey said the object of 
his bill is to empower the Secretary of 
the Interior to proceed to sink wells and 
to put the petroleum product on the mar- 
ket, giving preference to independent re- 
finerfes 

“I doubt whether it will be actually nec- 
essary for Uncle Sam to go into the oil 
producing business,’ Mr. Bailey _re- 
marked today. “The fact that he is pre- 
pared to do so on short notice will per- 
haps be sufficient to bring about the de- 
sired result. I do not think investigations 
will have much effect on the trusts which 
control the oil and gasoline situation. 
But, if the bill I shall offer is enacted into 
law, as it should be, you will see gasoline 
prices tumbling as quickly as sugar prices 
tumbled when that commodity was placed 
on the free list. 

“The United States own large areas of 
proven oil territory. There is no reason 
why the people should not get the benefit 
of the oil that belongs to them. Perhaps 
it will not be im the least necessary to 
bore wells and pump crude oil into tanks 
and pipe lines. It will be quite enough, I 
fancy, to have the Secretary of the In- 
terior empowered to proceed with devel- 
opment whenever monopoly becomes too 
exacting. It should be borne in mind that 
Germany nas tried this plan in certain 
directions, with most salutary results."’ 





Export Bonds for Spirits Now 125 Per 
Cent. 


Washington, April 7, 1916. 
Articles 38 and 111 of Internal Revenue 
Regulations No. 29, revised August 18, 
1914, requiring export bonds and transpor- 


tation and export bonds for distilled 
spirits in a penal sum of not less than

Congressional Oil Inquiry Still Await- 
ing Report. 
Washington, April 7, 1916. 
Plans made by the Committee on Mines 
and Mining of the House of Representa- 
tives for general investigation into the oil 
question, particularly with respect to the 
advancing prices of gasoline, have not 
progressed very rapidly because of want 
of detailed information for presentation 
to the committee. It was contemplated 


by the Mines and Mining Committee to 
hear a number of officials on measures 
pending before the committee having a 
bearing upon this problem. The first of 
these hearings was held Monday morn- 
ing, but was attended only by Representa- 
tive Randall of California, who has a bill 
im regard to the taking over of oil fields 
by the Federal Government. 

It was disclosed during the short ap- 
pearance of Mr. Randall before the com- 
mittec that he, as well as the commit- 
tee, was in need of detailed information 
on the subject before the matter can be 
taken up with any seriousness. Mr. Ran- 
dall talked to the committee about many 
or the points that had been brought out 
regarding varying prices of gasoline in 
diferent sections of the country, but no 
information was furnished regarding the 
cause of these varying prices. Points 
were also suggested regarding the large 
profits among the producers of gasoline 
as indicated by stock transactions, re- 
garding which some details were pre- 
sented to the Senate in the recent reply 
by the Interior Department to the Mce- 
Cumber resolution. 

Little progress will be made with ref- 
erence to the inquiries of the committee 
on any of the pending bills until more in- 
formation is obtained. The fact is that 
the committee is waiting upon the forth 
coming series of reports to be made by 
the Federal Trade Commission on resolu- 
tions directed to the comuinittee by the 
United States Senate. These reports are 
in course of preparaion and certain parts 
of them are to be made public the first 
of the coming week. It is expected that 
the committees of Congress will attempt 
to apply the facts brought out by these 
reports to pending legislation for the pur- 
pose of arriving at a solution of the oj! 
questions.

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Preparedness Program as Aid to Dye- 
stuffs Plea for Support. 


WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE 


AGITATION FOR ATMOSPHERIC 
TORS IN REVIVING 


Washington, April 7, 1916. 

The intimation given by a prominent 
member of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee that it is the purpose of the Demo- 
cratic majority of that committee to give 
some consideration to the dyestuffs ques- 
tion, and to incorporate such a proposi- 
tion in a bill to provide for a tariff com- 
mission means that there will be consid- 
erable delay in the consideration of this 
question by Congress, even if the final re- 
sults shall be anything near satisfactory 
to those urging the establishment of a 
domestic dyestuffs industry. 

In the meanwhlie considerable aiten- 
tion is being given to the other side of 
the question, viz., its relation to the 
plan for preparedness urged by President 
Wilson's administration and now being 
considered in both branches of Congress. 

The intimate relation between the 
dyestuffs industry and the manufacture 
of certain high grade explosives so neces- 
sary in war has been thoroughly em- 
phasized at both ends of the Capitol 
upon numerous occasions, beginning 
with the declarations by several wit- 
nesses before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee when the Hill dyestuffs tariff bill 
was being considered before the commit- 
tee by the way of hearings on the sub- 
ject. Notable comments were made by 
Mr. Schoellkopf of the Buffalo plant and 
by Dr. Beckers of the Brooklyn plant, 
showing the close connection between a 
dyestuffs industry and the manufacture 
of explosives. It was stated by both of 
these gentlemen that if their plants 
were in operation upon the scale pro- 
posed for the manufacture of all kinds 
of dyestuffs they could within a week 
transform their plants into manufacture 
of high explosives. They illustrated the 
proposition with reference to what is be- 
ing done in the Rhine Valley chemical 
plants in Germany, which have turned 
vut the explosives, or large quantities at 
least, utilized by Germany in the present 
war. 


Handicapped by Want of Interest. 


Notwithstanding the attention that has 
been given the explosives side of this 
question not only by government officials 
but by promiment men connected with 
the dyestuffs and explosives industry and 
also by members of both Houses of Con- 
gress, there is an amazing want of in- 
terest among those who should be in- 
fluential in developing dyestuffs plants 
in the interests of the preparedness cam- 
paign for this government. 

Shortly after the hearings on the 
bill, Representative Hill addressed a let- 
ter to the War Department calling at- 
tention briefly to comments made by 
General Crozier, Chief of Ordnance of 
the War Department, in hearings on the 
preparedness bills before the committees 
of Congress on the connection between 
dyestuffs and the manufacture of high 
explosives) necessary for war purposes. 
The then Acting Secretary of War, Gen- 
eral Scott, replied to Mr. Hill's letter 
setting forth the interest which the War 
Deparment has im the production of ex- 
plosives. This letter was placed in the 
Record by Representative Hill. 

Now the question has been raised 
whether officials of the War and Navy 
departments, having shown their interest 
in the preparedness campaign and the 
necessity for the production of high ex- 
plosives to carry on war, would favor 
action on the tariff as a means of de- 
veloping a dyestuffs industry. The fact 
is that in all their statements, public 
or private, and especially before the 
committees of Congress, the officials in 
these departments will express no 
opinion as to the legislative means for 
bringing about the establishment of 
these dyestuffs or explosives manufac- 
ture. They say it is not their province 
to express to Congress what character 
of legislation should be adopted to pro- 
mote the desired end, their duty ending 
with indicating to Congress when called 
upon just what is desired.

Vigorous Support in Congress. 
. 


However, upon this subject of dyestuffs 
as well as nitrates because of the close 
connection to the matter of preparedness 
there have been elaborate and vigorous 
speeches in Congress during the past 
few days, explaining how necessary it 
is to develop industries to furnish dyes 
and when necessary explosives. Prob- 
ably the most notable speech was that 
on Friday of last week by Representa- 
tive Longworth of Ohio, a member of the 
Ways and Means Committee, who heard 
the testimony given in the hearing on the 
Hill tariff. Mr. Longworth devoted the 
sreater part of his address to a review 
of what Germany accomplished in de- 
veloping a dyestuffs industry as a na- 
tional proposition, and the utilization of 
that industry in prosecuting war. Mr. 
Longworth, among other things, said:- 


We shall be reckless and foolhardy indeed 
if we decline to profit by the lesson that Ger- 
many has taught us. I tell you, my colleagues 
on both sides of this House, that no matter 
how far you may go in increasing the army 
and the navy, no matter how far you may go 
in strengthening our fortifications, you will 
not have approached adequate preparation for 
the national defense unless at the same time 
you shall have provided for the continuous 
and unlimited production of high explosives. 

It is the increased cost, which must be paid 
by additional taxation of some sort, to which 
gentlemen opposed to any preparedness pro- 
gram object; but to establish and maintain 
an industry which can in time of need supply 
an unlimited quantity of high explosives will 
not cost the taxpayers of this country a single 
cent. Not only will it cost nothing, but it 
will prove a great national asset, for it will 
provide employment for thousands of Ameri- 
can citizens, return substantial profit to Amer- 
ican capital, and at once immediately reduce 
the present absurd cost of dyes, and with that 
the materials in which these dyes are used. 

But, to my mind, the question of adequate 
national defense rises high above a matter of 
dollars and cents. I would favor this partic- 
ular proposition if, instead of being a great 
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national asset, instead 
would cost millions, 

It is apparent, however, that all that 
has been said about the necessity for the 
production of high explosives as a part 
of the preparation of this government to 
meet a war emergency has made com- 
paratively little impression upon the lead- 
ers in both Houses of Congress. At the 
sume time, the Democratic majority of 
the Ways and Means Committee, in con- 
ference, agreed to give some attention to 
this question and directed that Chairman 
Kitchin should confer with President 
Wilson on the course to be pursued,

ixplosives and Fertilizer. 


The relation between the subject of ex- 
plosives and fertilizer has also been dis- 
cussed in extenso at the Capitol, and 
bills intended to develop the plants for 
the fixation of atmospheric nitrogen from 
which nitric acid could be produced as a 
help in the manufacture of powder for 
war purposes was elaborately discussed 
by Senator Underwoecd of Alabama last 
week.

Underwood's speech pointed 
importance of utilizing water 

the country for the establish- 
plants to obtain nitrates from 
the air. He explained the connection be- 
tween atmospheric nitrogen amd war 
material, and also the production of fer- 
tilizer necessary for the farms of the 
country. On this subject Mr. Underwood 
said as to two premises:— 

The first is that a nation cannot conduct a 
war of defense or offense without explosives; 
that explosives cannot be made without nitric 
acid; that an adequate supply of nitric acid 
cannot be secured except through the use of 
Chilean saltpeter or the fixation of atmospheric 
nitrogen; that the supply of Chilean: saltpeter 
might be cut off from the United States at any 
time by an enemy navy. Therefore it is not 
only a patriotic duty but a national necessity 
of the very first order of importance for Con- 
gress to insure the establishment in the coun- 
try of the air-nitrogen industry on a scale 
adequate to supply the nation's requirements 
for nitric acid in times of war. 

The second premise is that a people cannot 
survive the fierce competitive struggle in 
times of peace without a plentiful and cheap 
food supply; that a cheap food supply ts chiefly 
a question of securing more food per acre cul- 
tivated without an increase in labor; that this 
defines cheap agricultural fertilizers; that 
cheap agricultural fertilizers are chiefly a 
question of a plentiful and cheap nitrogen sup- 
ply; that the one adequate, cheap and assured 
source of nitrogen is the atmosphere. There- 
fore it is an economic necessity of the very 
first order of importance that the country 
should have a cheap and plentiful supply of 
air nitrogen in the form of a fertilizer. 

To make assurance of the soundness of these 
premises doubly sure we have but to consider 
what has taken place in Europe. Germany at 
the outbreak of the war was expending for 
Chilean saltpeter, used chiefly as a fertilizer 
and for the manufacture of nitric acid, be- 
tween $40,000,000 and $50,000,000 per year. 
She had available within the borders of the 
empire 660,000 tons, valued at $30,000,000, suf- 
ficient for a few months’ requirements. 


U. S. Dependent Upon Chilean Ni- 


trates. 


Mr. Underwood called 
expenditure by Germany of nearly 
$150,000,000 in harnessing water powers 
and developing other forms of power to 
obtain nitrogen from the air as a neces- 
sary feature of her prosecution of the 
war. To show the extent to which this 
country is dependent upon Chile for ni- 
trates which might be lost to this coun- 
try and Chile were cut off by am enemy 
fleet, Senator Underwood brought cut 
the following points:— 

I want to call the attention of the Senate 
to what it has been costing the people of the 
United States to secure these nitrates. The 
records of the Department of Commerce show 
that the imports of sodium nitrate from Chile 
into the United States from the year 1867 to 
May, 1915, were 8,040,271 tons, costing $261,- 
990,000. The importations have been constant- 
ly increasing, and amounted in the year 1913 
to 589,136 tons, costing $20,718,968 for that 
one year. 

The Government of Chile levies an export tax 
on sodium nitrate that equals in our money 
$11.60 a ton, which would amount to $6,833,977 
on the imports coming into the United States 
in 1913. The Government of Chile has col- 
lected on sodium nitrates coming into the 
United States since the beginning $90,000,000. 
In other words, if you continue to get your 
supply of nitrates for your powder from Chile, 
the Government of the United States has got 
to pay a tribute to the Chilean Government 
of $11.60 a ton. If your farmers continue to 
get their nitrates for their fertilizers from 
Chile, they have to pay to the Chilean Gov- 
ernment $11.60 a ton for every ton of nitrate 
that goes into their fertilizers. 

As I said, in one year we paid the Chilean 
Government over $6,800,000. Six million eight 
hundred thousand dollars is 3 per cent. a year 
on $227,000,000. Half of $227,000,000 would 
build an air-nitrogen plant, couple up the 
water power in the running streams of Amer- 
ica, and make your rivers navigable and sup- 
ply the farmers of the United States with their 
present needs of nitrogen for fertilizer pur- 
poses and save far more than the tribute we 
now pay the Chilean Government and the cost 
of transportation to our shores,

details of these problems 
so well known to chemists of the coun- 
try have not yet been sufficiently em- 
phasized so far as the war power side is 
concerned as they should have been., It 
has been apparent to many people here 
that on account of the indisposition of 
President Wilson’s administration and 
the leaders in Congress to move very 
promptly and strongly towards a tariff 
policy to meet the situation as to dye- 
stuffs the only means to bring this ques- 
tion squarely before them in a way to 
engage their attention is to have more 
emphatically brought out the close rela- 
tions between dyestuffs plants and the 
production of high explosives for mili- 
tary use. Not enough has been brought 
out up to this time by the chemists who 
understand the relations between the 


attention to the 


Perhaps the 
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dye plants and high explosives as to what 
could be accomplished to meet a govern- 
ment requirement in transforming dye 
plants to the production of high ex- 
plosives, 

There is no doubt, however, and there 
is abundant testimony to the effect that 
the oflicials of the War and Navy depart- 
ments are fully cognizant of the neces- 
sity for preparation in the way of the 
manufacture of all forms of ammunition 
to meet a sudden emergency. The 
technicalities of the question, however, 
appear to be embarrassing to many mein- 
bers of both Houses. They are prompt 
to vote other bills providing heavy in- 
creases in the military force, so far as 
men are concerned, and perhaps ships 
for the navy, but they have not yet 
fully comprehended the problem from the 
standpoint of ammunition and high ex- 
plosives generally, as those points have 
been brought out by the chemists in the 
testimony before the committee. 

It is held extremely doubtful if Pres- 
ident Wilson and Secretary Redfield of 
the Commerce Department have’ been 
fully impressed with the importance of 
this side of the question. It is apparent 
that they were not greatly impressed by 
the strong arguments made with ref- 
erence to the necessity for dyestuffs as 
those arguments were presented not only 
by chemists, but by textile mamufac- 
turers from all parts of the country. It 
is believed, however, that the question 
of dyestuffs and of nitrates and their 
relations to war preparation is soon t9 
be more clearly understood following the 
discussions in Congress and in the 
executive departments. 


Lodge Injects Dyestuffs Test. 


The action of Senator Lodge, of Massa- 
chusetts, of the Finance Committee of the 
Senate, in proposing as an amendment to 
the pending bill, intended to prevent sugar 
g0img on the free list, the Hill dyestuffs 
bill is stated by the Massachusetts Sena- 
tor to be for the express purpose of se- 
curing a vote in the Senate on the ques- 
tion wheiher the majority of that body 
desires to take some action with refer- 
ence to the establishment of a dyestuffs 
industry. 

Some complaint has been made by 
Democratic leaders because of the action 
of Senator Lodge in interjecting the dye- 
stuffs question into the bill which re- 
ceives practically unanimous support in 
both Houses of Congress to prevent 
sugar going on the free list on May 1. The 
reply Senator Lodge makes to this is that 
it is not the intention of the friends of 
the dyestuffs measure to ‘imperil the 
sugar bill by an extended debate on the 
dyestuffs question at this time. All that 
is asked by the friends of the Hill bill is 
that the Senate indicate by a vote its at- 
titude towards the dyestuffs measure. 

The expecation is that a motion will be 
made to strike out the dyestuffs amend- 
ment as proposed by Senator Lodge. Re- 
gardless of what action may be taken at 
a later day on the question of increasing 
the duties on dyestuffs in the interests of 
the domestic industry, the Senate prob- 
ably will support the motion to disasso- 
ciate the dyestuffs matter from the sugar 
bill at this time. Of course, the reason 
that will be given for such action will be 
that there is so short a time before 
sugar would go on the free list unless 
prevented by legislative action, that there 
is no time to discuss and formulate dye- 
stuffs legislation in connection with the 
suger bill. 


Biological Preparations Regulation. 
Washington, April 7, 1916 


The bill introduced in the House by 
Representative Steele of Iowa proposing 
plans for regulation of the preparation 
or viruses, serums, toxins and kindred 
products, contains a mumber of impor- 
tant provisions in the more than a dozen 
séctions of the bill. This measure (H. R. 
13278) after providing for the issuance of 
licenses by the Secretary of Agriculture 
for establishments where such viruses, 
serums, €tc., are produced and prohibit- 
ing the transportation or sale in inter- 
state commerce of any worthless or con- 
taminated products of the kind contains 
in two sections, 5 and 6, propositions with 
reference to controlling of the importa- 
tions of such product and regulations for 
transportation in interstate commerce. 
These sections of the bill are as fol- 
lows:— 


Section 5. That the Secretary of Agriculture 
is authorized to issue permits for the impor- 
tation into the United States of viruses, serums, 
toxins, or analogous products for use in the 
treatment of domestic animals which are not 
worthless, contaminated, dangerous or harm- 
ful The importation into the United States 
without a permit from the Secretary of Agri- 
culture of any virus, serum, toxin, or analo- 
gous product for use in the treatment of domes- 
tic animals, and the importation of any worth- 
less, contaminated, dangerous, or harmful vir- 
us, serum, toxin or analogous product for use 
in the treatment of domestic animals are here- 
by prohibited. The Secretary of Agriculture is 
authorized, in his discretion, to cause to be 
examined, inspected and tested any virus, 
serum, toxin, or analogous product for use in 
the treatment of domestic animals which is 
being imported, or offered for importation, into 
the United States, to determine whether the 
same is worthless, contaminated, dangerous or 
harmful, and if it shall appear that any such 
virus, serum, toxin or analogous product is 
worthless, contaminated, dangerous or harm- 
ful, the same shall be denied entry and shall 
be destroyed or returned by the owner or im- 
porter, at hie own expense, in compliance with 
the regulations prescribed by the Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

Section 6. That no carrier, or other person, 
firm or corporation, shall transport or receive 
for transportation from one State or Territory 
or the District of Columbia to or through any 
other State or Territory or the District of Co- 
ljumbia any virus, serum, toxin or analogous 
product for use in the treatment of domestic 
animals, unless and until the shipper or his 
agent shall make and deliver to such carrier, 
or other person, firm or corporation, a written 
certificate, in form prescribed by the Secretary 
of Agriculture, signed by the shipper thereof 
or the agent of such shipper, stating that the 
same has been prepared under and in compli- 
ance with the regulations prescribed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture at an establishment 
holding an unsuspended and unrevoked license 
issued by the Secretary of Agriculture under 
this act, or has been imported into the United 
States by an importer holding an unsuspended 
and unrevoked permit issued by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture under this act, and stating 
the kind and amount of the product trans- 
ported or offered for transportation, the li- 
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cense number of the establishment which pre- 
pared the same or the permit number of the 
importer who [fmported the same, that it is 
not at the time of shipment or delivery for 
shipment worthless, contaminated, dangerous or 
harmful, and such other facts as the Secretary 
of Agriculture may require by regulations made 
pursuant to this act. 

This measure has been placed before 
the Committee on Agriculture of the 
Hlouse, and the question whether it is to 
receive consideration at this session de- 
pends upon the progress the committee 
will make with a large number of other 
matters that are pressing for considera- 
tion before that committee.

New British Embargo on Drugs. 


Washington, April 7, 1916. 

Changes in the British embargo list in- 
clude among articles forbidden exporta- 
tion to all non-British destinations guaia- 
col and guaiacol carbonate, senna leaves 
and seed, hypodermic syringes. 

In the list of goods forbidden exporta- 
tion to foreign countries in Europe and 
on the Mediterranean and Black Seas, 
other than the countries allied with Great 
Britain, and including Spain and Portu- 
gal, are the following:—Gums, resins, bal- 
sams and resinous substances of all 
kinds, except such as contain caotchouc 
and other gum tragacanth. This is a 
modification of the former export prohi- 
bition as to gums, resins, etc.

Exporting to Scandanavia Under Guild 


Number Guarantee Plan. 


Washington, April 7, 1916. 

Complications have arisen with respect 
to the export trade in practically all lines 
because of the policy adopted by the 
British foreign office, on recommendation 
of United States Consul General Skinner 
at London. Mr. Skinner's plan to facili- 
tate American exports to neutral coun- 
tries, and particularly to Scandinavian 
countries, contemplates having assur- 
ances given through British authority as 
to each shipment, so that shipments 
would be facilitated in transit without in- 
terference from English naval activities, 
on representations that the shipments 
were consigned under conditions which 
warranted they could not be re-exported. 

The British embassy here states that 
American exporters should have the con- 
signee arrange with a merchants’ guild to 
guarantee the shipment from the United 
States, and cable the merchants’ guild 
number, which was directed to be for- 
warded with the application in duplicate 
to the trade department of the British 
embassy in Washington. 

Such guaranty arrangements was to in- 
sure approval by the British ministry in 
the country of consignee to the guarantee 
of the merchants’ guild, and this fact 
would be known at once by the British 
embassy here upon the guild number be- 
ing furnished, 

No general assurances will be given, 
but all applications must state for each 
proposed shipment the details in duplicate 
om separate sheets, covering the name 
and address of the consignor; complete 
description and quantity of goods: name 
and address of consignee in Norway, 
Sweden or Denmark; name of the steam- 
ship line, also name of vessel on which 
exportation is to be made if known.

Canada Licenses Under War Embargo 
Washington, April 7, 1916. 

Advices received from the United States 
Consul-General at Ottawa, under date of 
March 29, state that the embargo placed 
upen exports of asbestos will limit ex- 
portation to British countries except un- 
der iiconse. Assurances are given that 
licenses will be granted for shipments to 
be consumed in the United States. Simi- 
lar action is to be taken against the ex- 
portation of nickei ore to all destinations 
except British possessions. 

The United States Consul General at 
Parcelona advises that under special 
royal order issued March 26 appropria- 
tion aggregating $900,000 has been made to 
the Ministry of Public Works for purchas- 
ing 2,000 tons of sulphate of copper.

More Stringent Penalties Under Opium 


Law. 


Washington, April 7, 1916. 
Senator Thomas, from the Committee 
on Finance of the Senate, has reported 
favorably the bill (S. 4764) to amend the 


law prohibiting th eimportation and use 
of opium for other than medicinal pur- 
poses. The proposed change is in sec- 
tion 2, and is intended to strengthen the 
measure by increasing the penalties. 
Under the bill as reported section 2 is 
modified to increase the minimum penalty 
from $50 to $00, and a five-year maxi- 
mum imprisonment is imposed with a 
ininimum of two years. This section as 
modified by the committee follows:— 


Sec. 2. That if any person shall fraudulently 
or kpowing!y import or bring into the United 
States, or assist in so doing, any opium or 
any preparation or derivative thereof contrary 
to law, or shall receive, conceal, sell or in any 
manner facilitate the transportation, conceal- 
ment or sale of such opium. or preparation or 
lerivative thereof after importation, knowing 
the same to have been imported contrary to 
law, such opium or preparation or derivative 
thereof shall be forfeited and shall be de- 
stroyed, and the offender shall be fined in any 
sum not exceeding $5,000, nor less than $500, 
or by imprisonment for any time not exceeding 
five years, nor less than two years, or both. 
Whenever, on trial for a violation of this sec- 
tion, the defendant is shown to have, or to 
have had, possession of such opium or prep- 
aration, or derivative thereof, such possession 
shall be deemed sufficient evidence to author- 
ize conviction unless the defendant shall ex- 
plain tho possession to the satisfaction of the 
jury.

Drug Trade Section Obtains Definite 


Ruling on Mailability of Poisons. 


FOLLOWING INTRODUCTION OF CONGRESSMAN 


GRIFFIN'S BILL IN CONGRESS, 


SECOND ASSISTANT POSTMASTPR-GENERAL MAKES DEFINITE RULING— DEFI- 


NITION OF ‘‘POISON,"’ MOOT: POINT FOR MANY YEARS, STILL TO BE GIVEN— 

POSTAL AUTHORITIES PROMISE CO-OPERATION WITH DRUG TRADE TO RE- 
MOVE HANDICAP OF INDEFINITENESS.

drug merchants of this country, by 
mitting to the mails all preparations 
and remedies exempted from the applica- 
tion of the Harrison or Federal farcotic 
law, has at length been obtained from 
the Postoffice Department by the Drug 
Trade Section of the New York Board of 
‘Transportation. The fact that this ruling 
has been made by the Postoflice Depart- 
ment became known at the latest month- 
ly meeting of the Section, held last Wed- 
nesday afternoon, April 5, when its special 
Committee on the mailing of Poisons pre- 
sented a report to that body. 

Members of the Section also learned at 
this meeting that only three, out of the 
twenty, legislative proposals affecting the 
drug trade and pharmacy now before the 
New York State Legislature, are expected 
to be enacted at the present session, the 
measures scheduled for passage being the 
original Boylan-Bloch or ‘conference 
committee” bills for amending the exist- 
ing opium-chloral and cocaine laws along 
the lines agreed upon two months ago by 
representatives of the pharmaceutical. 
drug trade, medical, judicial, legislative 
and civic reform organizations and inter- 
ests of this State. ; 

The Section also took steps at this meet- 
ing to secure some measure of relief from 
the existing shortage in drugs, medicinal 
and surgical supplies in this city, due 
chiefly to the great congestion of freight 
on the Eastern railroads. 

Latest developments in its attempt to 
obtain from the Postoffice Department a 
definite ruling of the mailability of medi- 
cines containing poisons or to bring about 
the enactment of a law by Congress con- 
ferring the privilege of using the mails 
for this purpose were described by the 
Section’s special Committee on the Mail- 
ing of Poisons as having included the in- 
troduction into Congress by Representa- 
tive Daniel J. Griffin of a bill drafted for 
this purpose and the referring of this bill 
by Congress to the Postoffice Department 
as well as the issuance by that depart- 
ment of the “first clear and practicable 
ruling and declaration on this subject 
which has ever been obtained from that 
department.” 

The report of this committee follows:— 


Failing to procure the relief sought from the 
Post Office Department to amend the Postal 
Regulations to permit the mailing of medicines 
containing poisonous ingredients, and in com- 
pliance with instructions of the Section at its 
annual meeting in January, a bill to accom- 
plish this purpose by legislation was intro- 
duced in the House of Representatives by 
Congressman Griffin of Brooklyn. Copy of the 
bill is hereto attached. 

Subsequently, at the request of Congressman 
Griffin, the secretary of the Section visited 
Washington, and through the courtesy of the 
Congressman was enabled to discuss the mat- 
ter in a conference with some of the principal 
officials in the several divisions of the Post 
Office Department. At this conference the fact 
was disclosed that our application to mail 
medicines had been practically agreed upon. 
but was abandoned upon the demand of the 
solicitor of the department, Judge Lamar. At 
the conference, however, the representatives of 
the department agreed that the entire subject 
be again taken up and considered by the formal 
reference of the Griffin bill by the House Com- 
mittee on Post Offices to the department for 
examination, report and recommendation. We 
understand that this plan has been followed, 
and that the bill is now before the depart- 
ment, which has promised to co-operate by 
suggesting amendments to our bill, if possible, 
in some such way as will enable the drug 
trade to utilize the mails for their medicinal 
products, and yet, at the same time, will not 
open the postal service to the indiscriminate 
use of the public for the mailing of poisonous 
articles. 

One of the ideas of the department is that 
an act of Congress shall provide that manu- 
facturers and dealers be permitted to mail, 
under stringent regulations as to containers, 
medicinal products to druggists, pharmacists, 
physicians, dentists and veterinarians. For- 
merly the Regulations limited the mailing of 
these goods to these classes, but in a trial 
of the issue the United States Court held that 
the department had no authority to discrimi- 
nate as to classes of persons entitled to the 
use of the mails, and therefore that limitation 
in the Postal Regulations was declared in- 
valid. This decision would not have been ren- 
dered if the classification of persons entitled to 
the use of the mails had been made by an act 
of Congress. 

Your committee is not at this time able to 
state if the recommendations of the depart- 
ment will be confined to the matter of classi- 
fication as suggested. 

At this recent conference the department 
again repeated the statement that medicines 
containing small percentages of poisons are 
admissible to ‘the mails, and although they 
again declined to point out the line of de- 
markation between mailable and unmailable 
matter, they agreed to answer specific ques- 
tions upon this subject. Thereupon a letter, 
under date of March 24, was forwarded to the 
department asking two questions as follows:— 

‘“First.—You say the department has fre- 
quently stated that medicines containing small 
proportions of poisons are admissible to the 
mails. Do we understand by this declaration 
that, for instance—and I use an extreme jllus- 
tration—one or more strychnine tablets may 
be mailed provided that the gross quantity of 
poisons in the number of tablets thus mailed 
is net sufficient to come within the prohibited 
scope as a poison? In other words, can these 
tablets, or their compounds, be mailed pro- 
vided that they are not mailed in a unit of 
sufficient quantity to constitute in the agegre- 
gate a poison? 

‘Second.—Are we to undérstand that medi- 
cines containing quantities which are exempt 
under the Harrison act are admissible to the 
mails, viz.:—‘Preparations and remedies which 
do not contain more than two grains of opium, 
or more than one-fourth grain of morphine, 
or more than one-eighth grain of heroin, or 
more than one grain of codeine, or any salt 
or derivative of any of them in one fluid 
ounce, or if solid, or semi-solid preparation, 
in one avoirdupois ounce, ete.’ ’’ 

Under date of March 28, the following reply 
was received and can be construed as an order 
or ruling by the department:— 

“In answer to your letter of March ‘24, re- 
questing to be informed:—First, if one or more

‘‘Second.—Preparations and remedies except- 
ed from the application of the Harrison act, 
in section 6 thereof, namely, those which do 
not contain more than two grains of opium, 
or more than one-quarter of a grain of mor- 
phine, or more than one-eighth of a grain of 
heroin, or moré than one grain of codeine, or 
any salt or derivative of any of them in one 
fluid ounce, or, if solid, or semi-solid prepa- 
rations, in one avoirdupois ounce, are not con- 
sidered to be poisons and may be sent in the 
mails,

‘Respectfully, 
“Otto Praeger,

This ruling seems to be clear and practicable 
and is the first declaration that we have been 
able to obtain from the department, and it 
will go a long way toward relieving the trade 
from the difficulty heretofore experienced. 
Your committee has been in correspondence 
with a large number of the leading manufac- 
turers and wholesale druggists throughout the 
country respecting this subject, and hag suc- 
ceeded in inducing them to bring it to the at- 
tention of their Senators and Congressmen, 
and thus support the proposition submitted by 
the Section.

It was then ordered that a copy of this 
report be sent to each member of the 
Section. 

As chairman of the Committee on Legis- 
lation, Dr. Henry C. Lovis told of the 
public hearing on all the pending State 
biils affecting the drug trade and phar- 
macy, held before the Committee on Pub- 


lic Health of the Assembly and Senate 
in Albany, N. Y., on March 24, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the _ drastic 


“Hearst’’ narcotic law revision bills, seek- 
ing to deprive the druggist of the ex- 
emptions in favor of minimum quantity 
medicinal preparations and to_ prohibit 
the sale of proprietary medicines con- 
taining more than 10 per cent. of alcohol, 
would probably be permitted to die in the 
committees to which they had been con- 
signed. Dr. Lovis also told of the bright 
prospect for the passage of the ‘‘confer- 
ence committee’ narcotic law _ revision 
bills, explaining that two of these three 
measures, those making it a felony for a 
person to misrepresent himself as a phy- 
sician, pharmacist, dentist or veterinarian 
and authorizing the State Departments of 
Charities and Health to use seized nar- 
cotics in the State hospitals, had already 
been passed by the Assembly and were 
expected to be passed by the State Sen- 
ate within the near future. 

The report of the Legislative Commit- 
tee, as presented by Dr. Lovis, follows:— 

Your Committee on Legislation respectfully 
report that on March 24 there was a hearing 
upon all of the eighteen or twenty bills af- 
fecting the drug trade which are now pending 


in the Legislature. 
The debate related principally to the bills 
known as the ‘‘Hearst bills,’’ and introduced 


by Senator Boylan, one of which would pro- 
hibit narcotics in any quantity in proprietary 
preparations, and would strike from the law 
the quantities exempt under the Boylan law 
as it now stands and which are also excepted 
under the Harrison law. The result of this 
would be that no wholesale druggist, nor any- 
one else, could sell, offer for sale, or dispose 
of any compound or household remedy, such 
as brown mixture, etc., unless by physician's 
prescription. 

It also provided that all prescriptions should 
be on triplicate blanks furnished by the De- 
partment of Health. = 

It further would make it illegal for the 
public to retain possession of a medicine for 
a longer period of time than three weeks after 
it has been compounded. This would practi- 
cally compel the destruction of goods on hand 
longer than that period. It would also re- 
quire on the 30th day of January each year 
the filing of a complete report of all ingre- 
dients dispensed during the preceding year. 

Numerous other provisions of similar char- 
acter are also contained in the bill. 

The other ‘‘Hearst’’ bill would make it a 
misdemeanor to sell or dispose of any prepara- 
tion intended as a specfic remedy or cure which 
shall contain more than 10 per cent. of com- 
mon alcohol in proportion to all other sub- 
stances, except upon a written prescription of 
a physician. This bill was formally abandoned 
by Mr. Boylan. 

Another similar bill depriving the public of 
the right to obtain without a _ prescription 
many well-known family remedies, such as 
spirits of camphor, sweet spirits of niter, 
tincture of benzoin, was, we understand, also 
abandoned by the Senator. 

Another measure discussed was the bill in- 
troduced by Senator Hamilton and Assembly- 
man Fertig requiring the filing of the formula 
with the Department of Health. This bill 
would enable the Commissioner of Health to 
determine the therapeutic effects and proper 
doses—in other words, permit him to establish 
standards. These, with other bills of similar 
nature. we are led to believe will not be 
permitted to pass the Legislature. On the 
other hand the amendments to the Boylan law, 
agreed upon at the conference held at the 
rooms of the New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation by your Committee on Legisla- 
tion with the district attorney and represen- 
tatives of the retail druggists, medical pro- 
fession and civic organizations, which are in- 
tended to strengthen the existing Boylan law, 
will probably be passed and signed by the 
Governor. 

We are pleased to further report that the 
amendment to the cocaine law making it a 
felony for a person to misrepresent himself as 
a physician, pharmacist, dentist or veterina- 
rian, has already passed the Assembly and 
we probably also pass the Senate in a few 
days. 

The bill providing for the disposition of nar- 
cotics which have been seized by the authori- 
ties has also passed the Assembly and is ex- 
pected to pass the Senate. 


The several bills to control the sale. and 


ee of bichloride of mercury are, we un- 
derstand, not to be passed,

On the subject of devising laws and 
means for relieving the present shortage 
in drugs, medicinal and surgical supplies, 
due to the freight congestion in the East, 
Thomas F. Main told of the efforts which 


the government authorities were making - 


toward this end in sending Commissioner 
Clark, of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, to consult and co-operate with 
the Eastern Committee on Freight Con- 
gestion in New York, representing the 
railroads with terminals in or near this 
city. Charles ’S. Littell thereupon made a 
motion that the secretary be instructed to 
write a letter to Commissioner Clark ard 
tie Eastern Committee on Freight Con- 
gestion stating that, although the Drug 
Trade Section has no specific case to com- 
plain of, it requests these authorities, on 
the broad principle of humanity, to give 
preference in all instances of freight con- 
gestion to the movement of drugs, medici- 
nal and surgical supplies on which first- 
class freight rates have been paid, such 
as is now accorded to perishable goods 
by all common carriers. This motion was 
unanimously adopted. 

The Committee on Tares reported that 
it was negotiating with the zovernment 
authorities on the island of Porto Rico for 
the purpose of obtaining some rulings and 
regulations from them supplementary to 
the recently enacted weights and meas- 
ures law of that Territory, whereby the 
American drug trade might ascertain 
what allowances are to be made for tares 
and what tolerances of variance are to 
be permitted in containers under the pro- 
visioms of this law. This committee added 
that it expected to hear from these ter- 
ritorial authorities on this subject within 
the near future, 


Frank L. McCartney, chairman of the 
Section, presided at the meeting, and 
William F. McConnell, secretary, re- 
corded.

The Oklahoma Pipe Line Company 
has filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission the proposed rates for 
transmission of oil by pipe from the 
Cushing, Okla., oil field to Bayonne, 
N. J. Seventy-two cents a barrel is 
named, and to Baltimore 70 cents a 
barrel. 


A rush of oil men has been made to 
the field in the Richmond-Berea, Ky., 
district, and drilling operations are be- 
ing started on Red Lick Creek. Oil 
was recently discovered, and from the 
character of the land it is thought oil 
will be struck in paying quantities at 
125 feet. 


E. Fougera & Co. Inc., importers of 
pharmaceutical specialties, at 90 Beek- 
man street, New York, have issued a 
revised price list, dated April 1. A 
number of products in which this com- 
pany specializes are affected by price 
changes. Copies of the price list will 
be gladly sent on application. 


The collector of customs at New 
York has been advised of the allow- 
ance of drawback payments on ex- 
ports of dyes and other coal-tar prepa- 
rations manufactured by the Geigy- 
Ter Meer Company, of New York, with 
the use of imported coal-tar products 
or with such products in conjunction 
with domestic materials. 


The directors of the Chesebrough 
Manufacturing Company approved of 
the Finance Committee’s recommenda- 
tions for a 200 per cent. increase in the 
capital stock, from $500,000 to $1,500,000. 
A special meeting of the stockholders 
will be held on May 4 to vote upon the 
recommendation and to approve of the 
issue of the new stock as a stock divi- 
dend.

In North Dakota there are 32,000 
square miles of lignite in deposits 
ranging from 10 to 15 feet in thickness, 
and the Bureau of Mines officials, in a 
just-issued report regarding methods of 
using lignite, state that better results 
can be obtained in the manufacture of 
cheap gas for power, and that high- 
grade fuel briquets can be made on a 
commercially satisfactory basis. 


The Syracuse Chemical Engineer is a 
new trade folder issued by the Booth 
Apparatus Company, Syracuse, N. Y.. 
on April 1. The work of the company 
in reporting upon the feasibility of a 
manufacturing enterprise, analyzing 
the factors that may influence results 
location and analysis of raw materials, 
specifications and reports on mew proc- 
esses, etc., is set forth attractively. 


A permit for the uninterrupted ship- 
ment to Merck & Co. of 2,200 pounds 
of methylene blue, valued at 4,000 
marks, and 44,500 pounds of potassjum 
hydroxide sticks, valued at 11,000 
marks, has just been granted by the 
British Foreign Office, according to ad- 
vices which have just been received at 
the office of the Foreign Trade Adviser 
of the State Department in Washing- 
ton, D. C., from the British Embassy. 


The Mexican Petroleum Company has 
just closed a contract with a large 
American steamship company for a 
total of more than 10,000,000 barrels of 
oil. The deliveries will run over a 
five-year period, and under the con- 
tract they are to be begun not later 
than August 1 next, at the rate of at 
least 100,000 barrels a month, and reach- 
ing 200,000 barrels a month by January, 
1917, continuing at that rate there- 
after. 


Lauren J. Drake, who has been with 
the Galena Signal Oil Company in va- 
rious capacities during«the past thir- 
teen years, has been elected vice-pres- 
ident and director, succeeding E. H. 
Baker, who resigned at the last meet- 
ing. Mr. Drake will be located in New 
York city. During the first quarter of 
1916 Galena increased 31 per cent. in 
gallonage over a year ago. New con- 
tracts are being signed, and it is now 
expected at the rate of increase that 
1916 will prove a better year than 1913, 
the best year in the company’s his- 
tory, when the production was about 
800,000 barrels. Galena pays 12 per 
cent. dividend on its $12,000,000 common 
stock. 


Dr. James H. Beal, of Urbana, 
director of pharmaceutical research 
at the University of Illinois, spoke be- 
fore the St. Louis branch of the Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical Association on 
March 17 at the St. Louis College of 
Pharmacy. He reviewed the alcohol 
question as it affects pharmacy and 
medicine, and cited the workings of 
State prohibition laws and the burdens 
placed on law-abiding citizens in order 
to reach the few who abuse their privi- 
lege of citizenship. He said:—‘Wihy 
should thousands of respectable drug- 
gists be subject to this restraint upon 
their business because a few persons 
have conducted saloons disguised as 
drug stores?” The habit-forming drug 
problem came in for extended consid- 
eration, and a comparison was made 
between practical reformers and those 
who will be satisfied with nothing but 
absolute theoretical perfection. Dr. 
Beal gave emphasis to the benefieial 
effects already derived from the Har- 
rison anti-narcotic law, and decried 
further “tinkering” on the part of law- 
makers, 


On April 4 a meeting of the Central 
Fire Insurance Committee was held in 
Philadelphia at the office of the Paint 
Trade Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany. This committee is composed of 
a delegate from each of the national 
associations, viz.:—National Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Association, Paint Manu- 
facturers’ Association, Varnish Manu- 
facturers’ Association, and National 
Paint Jobbers Association, and was 
created at their respective conventions 
for the purpose of lending more official 
support to the Paint Trade Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company. Those pres- 
ent were:—Messrs. Frank P. Chees- 
man, president of the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association and chair- 
man of the committee; R. O. Walker, 
representing the National Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Association; J. Felton 
Sibley, representing the Varnish Man- 
ufacturers’ Association; R. F. Rainey, 
representing the Paint Jobbers’ Asso- 
ciation. In addition to delegates, the 
following gentlemen were present:— 
Messrs. M. S. Clapp, president of the 
Paint Trade Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company; Luther Martin and C. T. 
Wetherill, directors of the same com- 
pany. The committee went exhaust- 
ively into the affairs of the Paint 
Trade Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, and expressed gratification at 
the remarkable increase in its volume 
of business since the first of January. 
During the past three months the com- 
pany wrote more insurance and added 
more new members than the increase 
for the entire year of 1915.

General Description of Cracking 
System in Commercial Plant. 


The both in the ben- 
zene-toluene and gasoline processes, is a 
closed one. Pressure is maintained 
throughout the entire system while opera- 
tions are being carried on. The compo- 
rent parts of the system are shown in 
figure 43, in which the various parts are 
labeled. 

The oil is delivered by the pump through 
the feed line passing under the upper 
floor, and is carried into the tops of the 
tubes at a predetermined rate of feed. In 
the ttenzele-tolueme process the rate of 
feeds approximately 15 gallons per tube 
per hour. This rate would be more than 
doubled in the gasoline process for tubes 
of the same size. Only a very small 


cracking system, 


quantity of oil is present in the tube in 
a gaseous form in a given period of time, 
as a rate of 15 gallons per hour:-is equiv- 
alent to the delivery of only 1 quart of 
oil per minute. If the oil is preheated a 
much higher rate of feed cam be attained 
in both processes. 

The oil upon entering the top of the tube 
is spread out over the surface of the 
basket, which consists of a cast-iron pipe 
with a perforated top. In the laboratory 
experiments a_ basket filled with steel 
balls was used. These balls were also 
used in the furnace containing a battery 
of ten 4%-inch tubes. It was tound, how- 
ever, that the same results could be ob- 
tained by dispensing with the obstructing 
material and using a spreader of the type 
mentioned. 

The pumps are so set as to deliver the 
oil under a pressure greater than that in 
the tubes, so that no difficulty is expe- 
rienced im causing the oil to flow into 
the tubes regardless of the pressure em- 
ployed. The hydrocarbon material fed in 
is flashed or instantaneously transformed 
into a gaseous condition and passes down- 
ward through what is termed the ‘‘crack- 
ing zone’ of the tube proper, where a 
temperature is maintained higher than 
that in the gasification zone. It is in this

Although not 
absolutely necessary, it has been found 
preferable to effect gasification at a point 
above the cracking zone. 

The condensible gases, which 
desired conversion products, pass out of 
the tube through the tar neck and enter 
the vapor line leading to the condenser. 
The gases which remain uncondensed as- 
send through the gas line connected with 
the top of the secondary separator and 
are discharged through pressure release 
valves either into the open air or into the 
gas header. The release valve discharg- 
ing into the open air is used so that in

Oils Suitable for Use in the Process. 


In the course of the experiments a large 
number of petroleum oils have been used, 
ranging in character from crude oils to

pressures. This is evidenced by a study 
of table 64 following, which shows the 
results of solvent naphtha tests in a 6- 
inch by 9-foot tube. The values reported 
here are on the basis of the percentage 
change in the distillation cuts and not on 
the basis of the total percentage of ben- 
zene and toluene formed. 

These solvent naphtha runs were made 
primarily with a view to determining the 
percentage of toluene that could be ob-

gas oils and cylinder stocks. It was 
found, as was the case in the laboratory 
experiments, that the reactions desired 
were in no wise dependent on the char- 
acter of oil used and that the conditions 
of operation were of more consequence 
than was the physical or chemical nature 
of the initial material. 

The precess, however, is not limited to 
the use of petroleum products, but can be 
efficiently operated on liquid hydrocar- 
bon material derived from any _ source. 
Solvent naphthas and light oil distillates 
from water-gas tars and coal have been 
successfully used. These light Oils ana 
solvent naphthas are extremely favorable 
four use in the process as yields two to 
three times larger than those obtainable 
from petroleum products can be had in 
a single Operation. The petroleum oils, 
however, give a wider range of by-prod- 
ucts. This fact, together with their 
greater availability, as well as lower cost, 
probably renders them most suitable for 
use. Wherever supplies of the distillates 
from coal or water-gas tar are available 


in quantity, they are a most prolific 
source of benzene and toluene. If such 
distillates were procurable in the open 


market their use would be highly profit- 
able at a time like the present (1915), when 
both benzene and toluene are command- 
ing heretofore unheard-of prices. 

The great advantage in the use of light-

tained, because of the greater demand for 
that product. Although the results ob- 
tained are not of a uniform character, 
owing to variations in rate of feed, tem- 
perature and pressure, the effect of chang- 
ing temperature and pressure is clearly 
brought out by a study of the differences 
in the cuts with the changes in these 
control factors. At #0 deg. C. and atmos- 
pheric pressure and a rate of feed of 12 
gallons per hour a 10 per cent. increase in 
the cut between 100 deg. and 120 deg. C. 
was obtained, whereas with the same 
temperature and approximately the same 
rate of feed and a pressure of 23 pounds 
the percentage of change was more than 
doubled. At the same time the percentage 
of oil recovered dropped from $2 per cent. 
to 5S per cent. This loss counterbalances 
the increase in yield of toluene. At a 
temperature of 750 deg. C. it will be noted 
that in the toluene cut (100 deg.-120 deg. 
C.) the percentage of increase shows a de- 
cided falling off, whereas the cut up to 
1” deg. C. increased, indicating the un- 
desirability of the higher temperature for 
maximum conversion into toluene. 


These experiments clearly establish thé 
fact that solvent naphtha is a desirable 
material for converting into toluene on 


account of the high percentage of xylene 
and cymene, which readily degrade into 
toluene. Table 63, showing the results of 
the experiments, follows:—

Investigate Causes for Increased Price 


of Carbon Black. 


Washington, April 7, 1916. 

On account of questions raised regard- 
ing the rapid increase in the price of 
carbon black the Federdl Trade Commis- 
sion has determined to assign an econo- 
mist of the commission to make an inves- 
tigation into the causes of these advances 
in prices and to make a report thereon. 
It is said at the commission headquarters 
that no specific charges have been made 
that there is a combination of producers 
of carbon black, and if such charges were 
made in any authentic way ‘that the in- 
vestigation would be conducted by the 
Department of Justice rather than the 
commission. The present inquiry is to 
be along economical lines, with a view to 
ascertaining all the facts that can be dis- 
closed. :

CRUDE DRUGS 
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Saturday Noon, April 8, 1916. 

Further sharp uplifts in refined cam- 
phor and tartar products, as well as in 
caffeine, Tinnevélly senna leaves and 
two of the Messina essences, and note- 
worthy recessions in quicksilver, car- 
bolic acid, sweet birch and synthetic 
wintergreen oils, Cartagena ipecac and 
unicorn root and celery seed have con- 
stituted the principal developments in 
price movements in the drug market 
within the week. For the first time in 
several months there have been more 
recessions and outright reductions in 
prices than advances, especially in the 
botanical drug list, due chiefly to a 
further diminution of buying opera- 
tions on the part of domestic consum- 
ers. Purchasing by foreign interests 
has continued heavy, but has been con- 
fined chiefly, as hitherto, to narcotics, 
anaesthetics, anodynes, analgesics and 
disinfectants. 

Material stiffening of almost all Jap- 
anese products except menthol, has 
been attributable principally to a great 
and growing shortage of freight ac- 
commodations on the few ships which 
are still plying between the Mikados 
empire and the world’s consuming mar- 
kets, and particularly to a raising of 
ocean freight rates from that country, 
amounting to about 50 per cent. on so- 
called ‘‘neutral” goods, and to almost 
75 per cent. on “contraband of war” 
articles. The wild upward movement 
in camphor, which has resulted in a 
further advance within the week in the 
asking figures of importers of the re- 
fined gum, as well as in the quotations 
of the American refiners, has also been 
due to a great extent to the recent cur- 
tailment by the Japanese Government 
monopoly of its yearly allotment of 
erude gum to the native refiners, as 
well as to other consuming countries. 

After having manifested further 
weakness early in the week, quinine 
salts, in second hands, have been 
raised slightly of late, and latest ad- 
vices from London predict a sharp up- 
lift in the figures which are to be 
named for ‘outside’ lots within the 
near future. Domestic makers, how- 
ever, continue to offer their output of 
these salts to regular customers on a 
bulk basis of 75ic. in 100-ounce tins. 
The citric acid market presents a some- 
what similar state of affairs, with the 
domestic manufacturers continuing to 
offer their output to their customers at 
the previously-mentioned level, and 
with second hands demanding pre- 
miums of 30c., and even 40c. 

Recessions in prices, in addition to 
those set forth above, have been re- 
corded within the interval in acetone, 
acetanilid, myrbane oil, menthol, buck- 
thorn bark, fennel seed oil, bulk pep- 
permint oil, French marjoram, staves- 
acre seed, cassia, Zanzibar cloves, 
black and white peppers and pimento. 

Uplifts in prices, besides those enu- 
merated in the first paragraph, have 
embraced the naming of higher prices 
for Porto Rico bay rum, Russian can- 
tharides, Norwegian and Newfound- 
land codliver oil, chemically pure, and 
soap lye glycerine, ordinary Irish moss, 
nitrate of silver, sugar of milk, genuine 
Venice turpentine, ordinary sassafras 
bark, true wintergreen oil or gaul- 
theria, Russian and German henbane, 
ordinary and selected Spanish licorice 
root and dill seed. The further ad- 
vance in tartar products has included a 
raising of prices for Rochelle salt and 
seidlitz mixture, as well as an addi- 
tional uplift in cream of tartar and 
tartaric acid, while the marking up of 
prices for the Messine essences has re- 
sulted in the naming of higher figures 
for bergamot and Italian and West In- 
dian sweet orange Oils.

Less important price changes are to 
be noted in the tables of wholesale 
prices current, beginning with opium, 
on pages 438, 44 and 45, or in the fol- 
lowing paragraphs: 

OPIUM. 


Only a moderate demand has been 
noted for this basic narcotic within the 
week, as foreign consumers are becom- 
ing more inclined to purchase their 
supplies of the derivatives from Eng- 
lish manufacturers, who are enabled 
to make these goods much cheaper 
than the American interests by em- 
ploying the comparatively cheap East 
Indian gum for this purpose. Domes- 
tic morphine and codein manufactur- 
ers are, therefore, not in such pressing 
need of the Turkish and Persian gum 
available here, and local importers and 
other handlers have not disposed of 
much of their stocks of late. These 
New York operators have continued to 
hold their goods very firmly, however, 
on a basis of $11.50 a pound for good 
Turkey druggists’ quality, while still 
asking $13 for both powdered and 
granular grades. 

MORPHINE, 


is still reported for 
this opium derivative from domestic 
consumers, put foreign takings have 
continued to diminish of late, in view 
of the relatively low offers made by 
the English manufacturers, who are 
generally using the comparatively 
cheap East Indian gum in their plants. 
American manufacturers are still hold- 
ing their output strongly on a basis of 
$5.50 for the muriate and sulphate 
forms in 25-ounce lots in one delivery, 
while quoting the acetate and alkaloid 
forms at $6.95. 
CODEINE. 


Foreign consumers are buying only 
moderate quantities of this opium de- 
rivative, but despite this curtailment 
in the export demand, and the fact 
that domestic consumers are still limit- 
ing their takings to comparatively 
meager proportions, sufficient only to 
meet their most pressing requirements, 
American manufacturers continue to 
hold their production and_= stocks 
strongly on a basis of $6.35 for the 
phosphate, in 10-ounce lots, in one de- 
livery, while quoting the nitrate and 
muriate forms at $7.50, and the alkaloid 
at $8.50, 


A fair demand 


QUININE, 


Meager supplies of cinchona bark 
continue to make manufacturers’ views 
on the salts fairly firm but, in the ab- 
sence of a material demand, second 
hands have shown further weakness in 
their offerings within the interval, and 
only recently have manifested an in- 
clination to raise their asking figures 
slightly. Following some sales of com- 
paratively small lots of the salts at 
72ec. an ounce for sulphate, second 
hands have raised their quotation to 
75e., and more recently to 77'%c., and 
have marketed relatively small quanti- 
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ties at these figures. At the close of 
the week, however, they have been 
unwilling to quote below 80c., and, in 
some instances, are now asking 85c. 
an ounce. The American manufactur- 
ers have continued to hold their output 
strongly and to confine their offerings 
thereof to regular customers on a bulk 
basis of 75c. an ounce for the sulphate, 
in 100-ounce tins. The first-hand stocks 
of cinchona bark in Amsterdam on 
March 9 is reported to have consisted 
of only 9,721 packages of government- 
owned goods, and 34,280 packages of 
private ownership bark. Supplies of 
bark here are extremely light, and the 
outlook for replenishment on an ade- 
quate scale is considered far from 
bright. Latest advices to the Reporter 
from London, by cable, tell of an eas- 
ing of the quotation for best Conti- 
nental sulphate in second hands, from 
3s. 6d. to 3s. 4d., within the week, but 
private advices received by a local im- 
porting and manufacturing house from 
that center predict a sharp uplift of 
prices there from the existing levels. 


SUNDRY DRUGS AND MISCELLA- 
NEOUS ITEMS. 


ACETANILID.—Although a majori- 
ty of local handlers of this antipyretic 
continue to ask a minimum of $2.75 
for their goods, a few lots are now 
available here at $2.55@2.65. On the 
other hand, some dealers are still hold- 
ing out for $3. 

ACETONE.—A downward revision of 
5c. has occurred in the prices named 
for this commodity, in consequence of 
a recent temporary relief from the 
hitherto existing acute shortage. The 
present asking figures, which are more 
nearly commensurate with the cost of 
acetate of lime, are 40@42c., according 
to quantity and holder. 

BAY RUM.—Porto Rico goods have 
been marked up 5c. of late to a mini- 
mum of $1.65, on the increasing cost of 
importation and greatly reduced sup- 
plies here. St. Thomas spirits, how- 
ever, are still being offered at $2.90@3. 

BISMUTH.—In consequence of a fur- 
ther sharp uplift of prices named for 
bismuth metal, a steadily stiffening 
market is noted for all the salts, in- 
cluding citrate, salicylate, subcarbon- 
ate, subgallate and subnitrate, but no 
additional marking up of prices for 
these goods, commensurate with the 
latest advance in the cost of the metal, 
has yet occurred. Some handlers of 
the metal are asking a minimum of 
$5, but others continue to quote in 
a very limited way at $3.15@3.25. Quo- 
tations for the salts remain unchanged. 

CAFFEINE.—Alkaloid has been 
raised $2 further to a minimum of $15 
by a majority of handlers, while up 
to $18 is being asked in some quarters. 
Spot stocks have been reduced to pro- 
portions close to the vanishing point. 
Citrated goods are still being main- 
tained at $6.50. 

CANTHARIDES.—Russian flies are 
in very scanty supply here, and vir- 
tually unobtainable from the country 
of production, in consequence of the 
fact that the port of Archangel has 
continued closed to all commerce. For 
such meager lots of the whole Russian 
flies as are now obtainable local hold- 
ers are asking $8@8.50, while for the 
powdered goods $8.50@9 is being asked. 
Chinese flies are still being quoted at 
$1.60, and the powdered goods are 
$1.50@1.60. 

CODLIVER OIL.—Considerable im- 
provement in the oil yield of the cod- 
fish caught so far this season in Nor- 
way has been revealed in the figures on 
the production in that country go far 
this year, but, as there is no 1915 “‘car- 
ry-over” stock in that country, and the 
demand for the oil is reaching ab- 
normally great proportions, this cur- 
rent yield is proving wholly inadequate 
to the world’s requirements, even when 
supplemented to a greater extent than 
ever previously by Newfoundland 
goods. Latest advices from Norwegian 
refiners tel] of their asking figures as 
at the unprecedentedly high levels of 
$160 to $170.50 per barrel, f. o. b. Nor- 
way. Local importers and other han- 
dlers are not quite as high in their 
views for the comparatively small 
quantities of Norwegian oil which they 
have on hand. These interests are gen- 
erally offering their spot goods at $140 
to $150, according to brand, for steam- 
refined medicinal Norwegian oil, while 
quoting the Newfoundland oil at $125 
and up. Reports on the fish catch and 
oil yield in Norway to date show a 
total catch so far this season of only 
32,200,000 fish, yielding 33,450 barrels of 
oil, as compared with 42,800,000 fish, 
producing only 30,420 barrels of oil for 
the corresponding period of last year. 


COCOA BUTTER.—A noteworthy 
scarcity of this commodity is reported 
in London, and, as arrivals of the 
Dutch goods at New York are still 
limited to meager quantities, domestic 
manufacturers are still in control of 
the market and are experiencing no 
difficulty in obtaining 411%4@42c. for 
bulk goods, and 434%4@45c. for wrapped 
fingers, in 12-pound boxes. Latest ar- 
rivals at the local port have included 
600 bales from Rotterdam on the 
steamship Sommelsdyk, all of which 
have been placed in bonded warehouse. 

CUTTLEFISH.—Trieste bone is in 
very light supply and is being strongly 
maintained at 32@33c. for’ straps. 


French bone is likewise in scanty sup- 
ply and firmly he.¢ at 18%@19c., and 
jewelers’ grades are jing well main- 


tained at 70c. for the large, and 50c. 
for the small] sizes. 

FUSEL OIL.—Domestic distillers con- 
tinue in control of the market and are 
still asking and obtaining $3.75@4 at 
their works for the crude oil, accord- 
ing to amylic alcohol content, while 
still demanding $4.75@5 for the refined 
oil and amyl acetate. 

GLYCERINE.—With the evanescence 
of approaching peace rumors, Ameri- 
can manufacturers of and operators in 
this commodity have resumed the firm 
views of the market which they held 
prior to the widespread dissemination 
of the rumors of an impending ter- 
mination of the European war, and an 
accompanying suggestion that ship- 
ments of crude glycerine as well as of 
the cheap vegetable oils would soon be 
begun again from abroad. The most 
notable reflection of the fact that for- 
eign supplies of these articles are still 
cut off has been found within the week 
in the prices named for the soaplye 
grade of glycerine, which has generally 
been marked up by domestic makers 
and other holders to a minimum of 40c. 
naked, for the 80 per cent. glycerol de- 
scription. In some instances manufac- 
turers and other handlers have raised 
their prices for this description of the 
crude article to a minimum of 4ic. 
Saponification has continued to be very 
strongly maintained at 45@46c. naked, 
for the 88 per cent. glycerol descrip- 
tion, while candle crude has been firm- 
ly held at the same figures, and 60 de- 
grees yellow distilled at 56@57c. Dyna- 
mite has continued to command 55c. 
in several transactions within the week 
and is now being strongly held at 55@ 
56c. by all the leading distillers. Chem- 
ically pure goods, after having sold in 
a few instances at 57c. early in the 
week, have been marked up on all sides 
to a minimum of 58c. in drums, at 
least as far as an open quotation for 
this article goes. In a few quarters, 
however, it is still intimated that a 
few lots might yet be obtained at 
slightly under that level. The quota- 
tion for C. P. in cans is likewise a cent 
above that previously noted, being 59@ 
60c. Only a moderate demand is now 
reported for the chemically pure goods, 
and only a fair business is reported in 
the dynamite grade. 


CHICAGO GLYCERINE MARKET. 


Chicago, April 6, 1916. 

Chemically pure glycerine is quoted in the 
local market on a basis of 57%c., 1,000-pound 
drums, Chicago freight. The majority of sell- 
ers, however, will only sell limited quantities 
at this figure. Demand is good. 

Fifty-three cents for dynamite glycerine 
(sales) was the price reached at the end of 
last week, but higher prices in the East 
Monday brought this market up to 54c. Buyers 
started to pay S5c. in Chicago on Tuesday. 
Up to today trading was fairly free at S5c. 
In fact, a good round quantity of dynamite 
glycerine changed hands at that figure, but 
buyers are now withdrawn. The last advance 
in dynamite has been a steady one, covering 
a period of about ten days, in which it has 
registered a gain of about 4c. During this 
time the demand has been good. 

Crude soaplye, basis 80, has been traded in 
this week in Chicago on the basis of 40c., 
drums included, shipping point, in carloads. 
The demand in this line also hag been strong. 

Saponification, basis 88, has been traded in 
on a basis of 45c., drums included, f, o. b. 
shipping point. Demand is good. 

Soya bean oil is quiet. The last quotation 
from the Pacific coast was 8%c. a pound in 
seller’s tanks, f. o. b, Seattle. 

The mercury market is quiet, with nominal 
quotations 5 a flask, basis New York 
freight. Demand is very light. 

GLYCERO-PHOSPHATES.—A sharp 
upward revision of prices for these 
preparations has been noted of late, 
the new asking figures being $1.45@1.50 
for calcium, $2.15@2.20 for soda crys- 
tals, $1.35@1.40 for soda liquid, 75 per 
cent., and $2.15@2.20 for potash liquid, 
75 per cent. 

IRISH MOSS.—A stiffening market 
is noted for this commodity, with sales 
of ordinary being made at 10c., which 
is now regarded an inside figure. Up 
to 12c. is being asked for this descrip- 
tion of the article, while bleached is 
being strongly maintained at 13@l5ic. 

MENTHOL.—Only a light demand is 
now reported for this article, and, al- 
though the Japanese markets are stif- 
fening daily, in consequence of a scar- 
city of ocean freight accommodations, 
and resultantly advancing freight 
rates, local importers and other hold- 
ers are still quoting their goods at 
comparatively low figures, offering spot 
stocks at $3.15 in cases and at $3.20@ 
3.25 in broken lots. 

MYRBANE OIL.—As the demand 
has waned slightly of late, some local 
holders, who were hitherto asking a 
minimum of 33c., are now offering 
small lots at 32c. in drums, although 
still quoting the goods in cans at 35@ 
36c. 

NITRATE OF SILVER.—In recog- 
nition of a further advance in the 
prices asked for bar silver, domestic 
manufacturers of this derivative have 
raised their prices a half cent to 38%c. 
an ounce in 500 to 1,000-ounce lots, 39%c. 
in 100-ounce lots and 40%c. in smaller 
quantities down to a single ounce. 

QUICKSILVER.—A further  note- 
worthy reduction in the figures asked 
for this liquid metal has occurred with- 
in the week, as supplies have become 
somewhat more liberal and the demand 
has slackened slightly. Manufactur- 
ers’ agents and other large holders 
lowered their prices early in the week, 
in most instances from a minimum of 
$180 a flask to $170, and later to $160. 
At the close some local dealers are of- 
fering small lots at $155 a flask, but 
others continue to quote their holdings

at $170, $175, and even up to $210. Lat- 
est arrivals have included 100 flasks. 

ROCHELLE SALTS.—In sympathy 
with the recent advance in manufac- 
turers’ prices for cream of tartar, 
amounting to 1%c. per pound, and that 
in the makers’ asking figures for tar- 
taric acid, embracing 3c. a pound, do- 
mestic manufacturers of this prepara- 
tion have raised their prices for it to 
the extent of 2c., making their revised 
quotation 35%c. for prompt deliveries. 
No contracts are being accepted at this 
figure. 

SANTONIN.—Although the leading 
interests in this commodity, aside from 
one large importer, continue to hold 
their spot goods very strongly at a 
minimum of $38 for the crystals in 
bulk, and are still asking $39@40 for 
the powdered grade, offers of lots of 
500 pounds for prompt delivery of crys- 
tals now afloat are being made in one 
quarter at $36. For spot crystals, how- 
ever, up to $40, and even $42, are being 
named in some quarters. Latest arri- 
vals have included 20 cases from Sing- 
apore on the steamship Skipton Castle. 

SEIDLITZ MIXTURE.—In recogni- 
tion of the recent sharp uplift of prices 
for cream of tartar and tartaric acid, 
domestic makers of this preparation 
have raised their prices 1%c., making 
their revised quotation 27%4c. for 
prompt delivery. These manufactur- 
ers are declining to book any con- 
tracts, even at this figure. 

SUGAR OF MILK.—In consequence 
of the virtual exclusion of all foreign 
supplies and a steadily increasing do- 
mestic demand, which is in excess of 
the current production in this country, 
American manufacturers have ad- 
vanced their prices for this commodity 
a cent to 2 cents, making their revised 
quotation 16c. for both granulated and 
powdered forms. Some second hands 
offered a few lots early in the week at 
15e., but such offers have ceased of 
late, and, although the domestic out- 
put is being augmented daily, the mar- 
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ket has a very strong undertone. A 
prohibition upon all exports has re- 
cently been imposed by Sweden. 

SULPHUR.—Roll brimstone is quoted 
by the leading manufacturers at $1.95 
per 100 pounds, net, in carloads, while 
sublimed flour is being maintained at 
$2 in 100-pound bags, $2.10 in 250-pound 
barrels, and $2.20 in 175 and 200-pound 
barrels, in carload lots, and flowers at 
$2.30 in 155-pound barrels. 

VENICE TURPENTINE. — Genuine 
goods are in very scanty supply here, 
and are almost impossible to replen- 
ish, because of the numerous embar- 
goes upon shipments from abroad. 
Local holders are now demanding a 
minimum of $1.15, while in some in- 
stances up to 25c. is asked. 


ACIDS. 


BORIC.—Second hands, who are still 
in control of this market, continue to 
demand a minimum of 14c. for all de- 
scriptions, in all containers, although 
the domestic manufacturers continue 
to make nominal quotations of 10%c. 
for the crystals or granulated goods 
in sacks, lic. for the powdered variety 
in sacks and 11%c. for the powdered 
variety in barrels, in carload lots. As 
the domestic makers are so far behind 
on contract deliveries as to be of no 
use to new purchasers, almost all buy- 
ing is being done in the “outside” mar- 
ket at 14@l5c. Latest advices from 
abroad tell of an absolute embargo 
imposed upon shipments of this acid 
from Sweden, 

CARBOLIC, — Numerous offers of 
this acid for deliveries throughout the 
remainder of this year have been made 
at 85c., 82c. and even at 80c. for U. S. 
P. phenol crystals, in drums, within 
the week, and reports have been circu- 
lated that some small lots of spot 
goods might also be obtained at 85c. 
No confirmation of this report has been 
forthcoming, however, and most of the 
domestic manufacturers and other 
handlers have continued to demand a

minimum of $1 for spot goods. The 
domestic output has been greatly aug- 
mented of late and is now estimated 
by the leading producers at from 800 
to 1,000 tons a month. In bottles U. S. 
P. crystals continue to be quoted at 
$1.19@1.32. 

CITRIC.—Domestic manufacturers of 
this acid are still offering their out- 
put to regular customers on a basis 
of 64c. for the crystals in kegs, and 
at 64%4c. in barrels, but, as new buyers 
cannot be accommodated by these 
makers, the ‘outside’? market is being 
crowded with purchasers who are bid- 
ding the prices up on each other. Sec- 
ond hands, therefore, are experiencing 
no difficulty in obtaining $1, and even 
up to $1.10 for such ‘outside’ lots. 
Latest advices from London report the 
market in that center almost bare, and 
tell of offers in that center, equivalent 
to $1.10, delivered here. Representa- 
tives of several of the foreign govern- 
ments are reportd to be negotiating 
for large quantities of this acid here. 


BALSAMS, 


PERU.—Only a light demand is now 
reported for this balsam, which, be- 
cause it is in more liberal supply daily, 
continues to be offered at a minimum 
of $4, while being quoted in some quar- 
ters, which formerly demanded $4.25, 
at $4.10, 

BARKS. 

BUCKTHORN.—A slackening of buy- 
ing operations of late has brought 
about a concession of 5c. in the prices 
asked for this bark, and local holders 
are now offering it in some instances 
at 95ec., although $1 is still being de- 
manded in some quarters. 

CASCARA SAGRADA.—A stronger 
undertone has been developed of late, 
as shipments from the Pacific coast 
have been diminished materially, and 
even for the new crop goods a mini- 
mum of 7%c. is now being asked, while 
8c. is considered an inside figure in 
some quarters. 

SASSAFRAS.—Ordinary bark has been 
marked up a cent of late, on a grow- 
ing scarcity, and is now being strongly 
held at a minimum of lle. Select bark 
is still commanding 15@17c. 


BERRIES. 


With the recent note- 
worthy curtailment of shipments of 
these goods from Italy as well as from 
Austria, local importers and other han- 
dlers have stiffened their views and 
are now declining to accept less than 
4%c. for the most ordinary berries, 
while demanding up to 5c. for higher 
qualities. 


JUNIPER. 


BEANS. 


VANILLA.—A strong undertone still 
pervades the local market for Mexican 
beans, in consequence of the increas- 
ing fear that the recent invasion of 
Mexico by United States troops will 
have a tendency to make shipments 
Tecolutla, the only port remain- 
ing open for this purpose, even more 
difficult than hitherto. Extract makers 
have continued to make extensive pur- 


ecm tenioe eee epee 


chases of late in consequence of the 
steadily augmented demand from ice 
cream and confectionery supply houses, 
and spot stocks are being reduced ma- 
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terially at a time when the outlook for 
obtaining many 1915-1916 crop whole 
beans has beert darkened considerably 
by the latest developments of political 
significance. Local operators are still 
demanding a minimum of $4 for the 
most ordinary of Mexican whole beans, 
while quoting superior brands up to 
$5. Mexican cuts are still being held 
here at $3.25@3.50. Latest arrivals from 
Mexico have included two lots from 
Vera Cruz, one of twenty-three cases 
and the other of twenty-five cases, on 
the steamship Esperanza. 

Bourbons have continued to be very 
strongly held here as well as in Paris, 
where an uplift of 5 frances additional 
has occurred of late, because of the 
increasing difficulties which are being 
experienced in obtaining the beans 
from the producing islands, Local 
handlers continue to ask $2.75@3.50 for 
these beans, according to quality. 
Latest arrivals have included 31 cases 
from Bordeaux on the steamship Es- 
pagne. 

South Americans are still being very 
strongly maintained at $3.25@3.50, as 
to quality, for Guadaloupe goods, in 
consequence of a noteworthy scarcity 
of these beans. 

Tahiti beans continue to be very 
strongly held, despite the recent ar- 
rival of 160 tons from Papeete in San 
Francisco, as the beans which have 
thus reached the Pacific coast have 
been absorbed by consumers who had 
contracted for them well ahead. A 
noteworthy shortage of green and yel- 
low label beans is reported in San 
Francisco, and white label goods are 
far from plentiful in New York. Local 
operators are still demanding $1.40@ 
1.45 for the green label goods and $1.75 
@1.85 for the meager lots of white label 
beans which are still available here. 

ESSENTIAL OILS. 


BERGAMOT.—The local market has 
at length reflected a sharp uplift in the 
Sicilian centers, local importers and 
other holders having raised their prices 
to the ext@nt of 25@35c., and making 
their revised quotations $3.65@3.70 for 
most brands, and $3.75 for one well- 
known brand of this Messina essence. 
Even at these figures, the local market 
is still below the prices named in the 
primary centers, where an import cost 
of $4 is now being named. 

CITRONELLA.—Fire in the holds of 
the steamship City of Naples. from Co- 
lombo, is said to have seriously dam- 
aged a lot of eight drums of this oil, 
while that vessel was at the port of 
Boston on its return from the Orient. 
The recent arrival of this ship here has 
therefore failed to relieve the growing 
shortage in the Ceylon oil, which is 
still being strongly held at 50@5lc. in 
drums and 51@52c. in cans. Java oil 
continues to be quoted at 90@95c. 

CORIANDER.—The local market is 
virtually bare of this oil, in conse- 
quence of a noteworthy shortage of 
the seed and for the meager lots which 
occasionally come to light local hold- 
ers are now obtaining a minimum of 
$35. 

FENNEL SEED.—This oil is being 
offered somewhat more freely, but as 
it is still in only moderate supply, it 
is being maintained at $4@4.25. Some 
sales have recently been made at $4. 

LEMON.—Notwithstanding a recent 
sharp upward movement in the Sicilian 
markets, the New’ York market has 
continued relatively weak for this oil, 
as the demand has been confined to 
very smal] proportions, and local im- 
porters and other holders are still of- 
fering their stocks at 95c.@$1, accord- 
ing to brand, in most instances, while 
asking $1.10 for one well-Known brand. 
The import cost is now figured at over 
$1, landed here. 

ORANGE.—Italian and West Indian 
sweet oils have been marked up very 
sharply of late, in sympathy with a 
recent noteworthy advance in the Sici- 
lian markets. The import cost for the 
Italian sweet oil has been raised of 
late to a minimum of $2.50, landed 
here, but local importers and other 
handlers are offering some brands at 
$2.15@2.25 for most brands, while quot- 
ing one well-known brand at $2.35. 
West Indian sweet oil has been raised

to $1.85@2, 
ter orange 
at $1.95@2. 

WINTERGREEN. — An augmented 
production of the artificial or synthe- 
tic oil, known chemically as methyl 
salicylate, has brought about a fur- 
ther reduction in the prices asked for 
it amounting to 25c. and making the 
revised quotation 2.50@2.75. Sweet 
birch oil has also been offered down of 
late and is now being quoted at $3@ 
3.25. The genuine leaf oil, or gaulthe- 
ria, however, has been marked up 25c. 
to a minimum of $4.85. 


FLOWERS. 


CHAMOMILE.—An active demand is 
reported for these flowers, and local 
importers and other handlers continue 
to hold their meager spot stocks at 70c. 
for Hungarian, 65c. for Spanish or 
Italian and 32@35c. for Roman or Bel- 
gian. 

MEDICINAL AND OTHER GUMS. 


CAMPHOR.—A further sharp mark- 
ing up of prices for all refined gum, as 
well as for the crude grades, has been 
brought about within the week, prin- 
cipally by the greatly increased diffi- 
culties which are now being experi- 
enced in making shipments from 
Japan, whenever ocean accommoda- 
tions are available at all, and also by 
the abnormally advanced rates charged 
for such. accommodations. As a fur- 
ther sequel to the recent curtailment 
of the Japanese Government’s monop- 
oly’s allotment of crude gum to the 
Japanese and other refiners, as well as 
in consequence of the above-mentioned 
raising of ocean freight rates from 
Japan and a scarcity of freight ac- 
commodations, American refiners have 
raised their prices for their output 3 
cents further, to a bulk basis of 52c. 
in barrels, while importers of the Jap- 
anese refined gum have similarly ad- 
vanced their quotations for the foreign 
product, making their inside figure for 
the two-and-a-half-pound slabs also 
52c. Latest arrivals at this port have 
included 517 cases for consumption and 
208 cases for bonded warehouse on the 
steamship Skipton Castle from Kobe. 

HERBS AND LEAVES. 

BUCHU LEAVES.—Latest advices 
from Cape Town tell of an advance in 
the prices asked there for these leaves, 
amounting to 2d. London reports a 
quotation for good round green leaves 
at 5s. 3d. in that center. New York im- 
porters and other handlers continue to 
ask $1.30@1.35 for both short and long 
leaves, but are slightly firmer in their 
views on the long than on the short 
leaves. 

HENBANE. 


according to quality. Bit- 
oil is still being maintained 


—Russian goods are be- 
ing greatly reduced here, and German 
are almost unobtainable. A quotation 
of $1@1.25 is being made for either and 
for both, whenever available here. 

MARJORAM.—French goods are being 
offered a little more freely, and local 
holders are now quoting them at 13%@ 
144%c. German goods continue to be 
very strongly held at 40@42c. 

SENNA.—Tinnevelly leaves are in 
very scant supply and have recently 
been marked up to a minimum of 32c., 
while held in one quarter of the local 
market at 40c. Pods continue to be 
strongly maintained at 16@20c., and 
Alexandria whole leaves are still being 
quoted at 55@57c. and half leaves at 
42@45c., while siftings are commanding 
25@27c. A lot of 1,000 bales of Tinne- 
velly leaves, on a steamship making its 
way to the United States, is reported to 
have been lost through the destruction 
of the vessel by torpedoing. 


ROOTS. 


IPECAC.—Further weakness has de- 
veloped in the local market for this 
root, in consequence of more liberal 
offers and a slackening demand. Local 
importers and other handlers are now 
quoting in a limited way at $2.65@2.75 
for Cartagena, and at $3.75@4 for Rio. 

LICORICE.—Very ordinary Spanish 
root in bales has been sold within the 
week at 23c., and is now being held at 
23@24c. while selected root is being 
maintained at 27@35c. 

UNICORN.—Both false and true de- 
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scriptions have been marked down of 
late, under freer offerings, and are 
now being quoted at 37@38c. for the 
false or helonias root, and at 19@20c. 
for the true or aletris variety. 


SEEDS. 


CELERY.—With a recent diminution 
of ‘buying operations and more liberal 
offerings of this seed, prices have been 
lowered a cent to 33@34c. by local im- 
porters, although latest advices from 
Marseilles continue to indicate consid- 
erable strength in that primary center. 

DILL.—A further stiffening has oc- 
curred in the local market, and a ma- 
jority of holders are now demanding @ 


minimum of 8%c., while others are 
quoting up to Ilc. 

STA'VESACRE.—Only a light demand 
is now reported for this seed and local 
importers and other handlers are of- 
fering some lots as low as 45c. 


SHELLAC, 


A firm undertone still pervades the 
market for both bleached and un- 
bleached goods, chiefly in consequence 
of the unabated shortage of ocean 


freight accommodations from India 
and the Far East generally, as well as 
from London. Cable advices for Cal- 
cutta have been meager within the 
week, and few offers have been made 
from that primary center. Reports 
that still higher ocean freight rates 
from the Far East are now being 
named have been circulated broadcast 
of late, and, although they are lacking 
in confirmation, are generally believed. 

The demand has continued to reach 
enormous proportions, both for spot 
goods and for deliveries throughout 
the remainder of this year. Many of 
the handlers of bleached goods report 
that they are well booked up with 
orders and contracts as far ahead as 
July, and numerous sales have been 
made of late for deliveries in the last 
half of this year, both in liquid and 
dry shellac. Varnish makers also are 
beginning to report a noteworthy 
shortage of their finished products, 
which, they assert, are becoming even 
scarcer than the shellacs, in conse- 
quence of the heavy takings of con- 
sumers, which are absorbing their out- 
put as fast as they can offer it. Some 
excitement was caused in the un- 
bleached goods market early in the 
week by the sale of a considerable 
quantity of T. N. at what was reported 
to be an average figure below 23 cents 
in bags. It was subsequently learned, 
however, that the goods thus disposed 
of were “old standard,” and that the 
transaction should, therefore, be re- 
garded as a special one and not such 
as might be considered to make a mar- 
ket price. All local importers and 
other holders have held their prices 
for spot T. N. firmly at a minimum 
of 23 cents in bags, while some of these 
interests have declined to sell at less 
than 23% cents in bags, and have 
asked 24 cents in cases. The belief is 
gaining ground that there will soon be 
a noteworthy scarcity of free quality 
goods, and especially of fine markets; 
also that the termination of the con- 
flict in Europe will not necessarily lead 
immediately to more liberal shipments 
from India and a consequently low- 
ered market, as it is deemed probable 
that a large majority of the merchant 
vessels still afloat at the close of this 
war will seek more lucrative freight 
than shellac on such long voyages as 
those from India to the principal con- 
suming countries of the world. There 
has been no shading of 3lc. for bone 
dry and steady sales are still being

Second hands have shaded former 
prices on caustic soda and it is stated 
that a moderate amount of material 
has accumulated on account of resale 
offerings. Demand for delivery over 
next year continues fair and business 
is being placed at 2%c. per pound and 
up, basis of 60 per cent. Soda ash has 
remained steady, both on spot and for 
future delivery. The bleaching pow- 
der market is still under the depress- 
ing influence of resale stocks, but mak- 
ers’ views are unchanged. Oxalic acid 
has advanced sharply under a moder- 
ate increase in the demand from con- 
sumers and a steady decrease in the 
amount of available supplies obtain- 
able for prompt delivery. Manufac- 
turers of tartaric acid and cream of 
tartar have made additional advances 
in their selling schedule and the spot 
market for the former item has estab- 
lished a new high record. It is re- 
ported that spot tartaric acid is be- 
coming less every day and the market 
is soaring into new high territory. Sal 
ammoniac is strong, with additional 
offerings limited, and the gray and 
lump varieties have advanced. It is 
expected that chloride of barium will 
be in slightly freer supply in the near 
future, but spot stocks are still small 
and prices steady. High freight rates 
from the mines are keeping the brim- 
stone market firm, but this ig a tech- 
nical condition and is not bringing 
producers any more money for their 
output, May shipments of caustic 
potash are offered at 90@92%c. per 
pound for the 88@92 per cent. grade. 
Makers of chlorate of petash are still 
unable to quote. Blue vitriol is mov- 
ing quietly, both for home and foreign 
consumption, at unchanged prices. 
Sulphate of soda, granulated, is find- 
ing an active outlet at 1%@2c. per 
pound. Below is a detailed market re- 
port of the principal items of chemical 
interest, also a summary of the Lon- 
don, Liverpool and Philadelphia chem- 
ical markets:— 

HEAVY CHEMICALS, 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Steady 
shipments against resting orders is ab- 
sorbing production and preventing any 
material spot accumulations. The tone 
of the market is steady, with former 
prices named by leading sellers. Deal- 
ers quote car lots at 1.65c. for barrels 
and 1.70c. for kegs, f. 0. b. works. A 
premium of 1-5c. is exacted on all de- 
liveries in this territory, less the usual 
discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Scattered 
offerings on spot have been obtainable 
at 8@9c. per pound through second 
hands. Makers are quoting llc. per 
pound for immediate shipment. De- 
liveries over 1917 are offered at 2%@ 
3c. per pound, according to seller. The 
inability of shippers to move goods 
promptly has resulted in resale stock 
coming on the market. Importations 
for January amounted to 661,303 
pounds, valued at $15,415, compared 
with 1,793,591 pounds, valued at $18,921, 


for the same month last year. Im- 
ports for seven months ending Janu- 
ary were 2,311,619 pounds, valued at

Ni- 
trate of soda is easy, but the market 
is unsettled, owing to uncertainty 
about. freights. An early opening 
of the Panama Canal would be favor- 
able for lower prices, as freights could 
be arranged on more favorable terms. 
Arrangements are being made for the 
fishing season, but it is too early to get 
a line on the number of boats which 
will operate. A report from St. Stephen, 
N. B., Canada, says that about April 
15 a company in ‘Maine, on the Can- 
adian border, will complete its factory, 
now in course of erection, for extract- 
ing oil from herring waste and making 
dried fish scrap from the residue. The 
company plans to turn out about 750 
barrels of oil and 300 tons of fish scrap 
this year. The fish will for the most 
part be caught near Grand Manan Is- 
land, New Brunswick, and will be im- 
ported into Maine after being cured by 
Canadians. ' 

Sulphate of ammonia is easy, al- 
though foreign offerings are not prom- 
inent. Blood and tankage has been 
pressed for sale in Western markets, 
and stocks have accumulated in sellers’ 
hands. The potash salts are quiet, and 
some chemical companies state that 
offerings of muriate of potash have 
been poor in quality. For report of the 
Baltimore, Chicago and Atlanta fer- 
tilizer markets refer to index on page 
23. Detailed reports on the separate 
articles of the local market follow:— 


NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Lack of buying interest has again been 
the feature of the market for animal 
ammoniates. Sellers are more eager 
to take on business and are offering 
freely, with concessions possible on 
round lots. As the season advances 
and buying fails to come up to expec- 
tation, values become more unsettled. 
Future quotations are expected to vary 
according as demand grows more or 
less active. Some sellers say that the 
season is later than usual and that 
many large consumers have not yet 
covered their requirements, and will 
probably be in the market before long. 
If this should prove to be the case a 
firmer market might easily result. Chi- 
cago quoted dried blood at $2.85, and 
high grade tankage at $2.70 and 10. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—A4- 
vices have been received here to the 
effect that English sulphate would 
probably be under export restrictions 
for at least the next two months. This 
had no effect on market values and 
shows of hew little interest foreign of- 
ferings are at present. Domestic ma- 
terial is passing freely on old con- 
tracts, but there is a surplus which 
permits of spot offerings, and in sym- 
pathy with other fertilizer materials, 
prices were easy during the week. 
Quotations of $3.60 per 100 pounds were 
made and did not stimulate buying to 
any extent. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—According to 
figures which have been received from 

‘the West coast, the statistical position 
of nitrate remains unfavorable to pro- 
ducers. In the first place, the number 
of oficinas! operating is larger than last 
year. For instance, in January 116 
plants were being worked, as against 
43 in January last year. The production 
of nitrate in February is given at 240,- 
584 tons, against 79,700 tons in Febru- 
ary, 1915, and 215,772 tons in February, 
1914. Stocks on the West coast on 
March 1 were 808,000 tons. Prices for 
nitrate at primary points are quoted 
at 6s. 844d. per quintal for prompt, and 

8d. for later shipment. It is also 
stated that sales have been made over 
all of next year on a basis of 7s. per 
quintal, Offers of nitrate in domestic 

markets are made at $3.40 per 100 

pounds for spot and prompt shipment. 

With prospects of an early opening 

of the Panama Canal buyers are hold- 
ing off regarding futures, as lower 
freights would be a factor in reduc- 
ing quotations.

Atlanta, Ga., April 6, 1916. 

Fertilizer trading continues on the hand-to- 
mouth order. Sales are noted of a carload of 
material here and there, but big orders are 
conspicuous by their absence. The movement 
up to date is more or less disappointing to the 
manufacturers. The sales have been slow but 
steady, and they expect an extraordinarily big 
tonnage during the present month. The crop 
outlook ig fine. The weather conditions have 
been all that could be asked, and preparations 
for planting are as far advanced as at any 
time within the last tem years or more. The 
farmers, however, are not yet using fertilizers 
in anything like the quantity expected. It is 
apparent that their determination is hot to put 
in fertilizers when preparing the land, but to 
wait and put it in with the seed in order to 
get the greatest possible benefit from what 
they use. For this reason it ig believed the

CHICAGO, 

Chicago, April 5, 1916. 
fertilizer market has continued its 
downward trend and prices are being shaded 
right along in order to catch the last rush 
business. The preference is given to the South- 
ern sellers who have goods in store, because 
of their ability to make deliveries quickly. The 
Situation has eased off to such an extent that 
sellers are beginning to resign themselves to 
the fact that they will have to carry their 
accumulation of blood and tankage over until 
next season. They feel that there is little 
chance of selling any more this season, and 
it begins to look that way. One prominent 
broker said today:—‘*‘Many manufacturers who 
prepared early in the season with goods and 
are putting potash in their mixtures will, in 
all probability, have a good season, and they 
certainly deserve good fortune as a reward for 
the optimistic way in which they look at the 
situation. If much of the cotton which is 
now in storage in the South could be sold we 
might even expect a little trading up until 
the middle of May. However, the manufac- 
turers have given up this hope and are look- 
ing forward for next season, when they think 
the situation will be much better.’’ 

“One thing these bad seasons ought to teach 
the farmer,’’ says the broker above quoted, 
“is the value of commercial fertilizer. The 
Southern cotton planter lost 20 per cent. of 
his crop last year because he did not use fer- 
tilizer, and he will lose the same amount, if 
not more, this season for the same reason.’’ 

All classes of fertilizer materials are mov- 
ing slowly and Western ammoniates are no ex- 
ception, 

HIGH GRADE TANKAGE.—Sales of high 
grade tankage have been made at $2.60 and 10, 
but quotations are ostensibly $2.70 and 10, 
f. o. b, Chicago. There does not seem to be 
much demand for high grade tankage. 

HIGH GRADE GROUND BLOOD.—Blood is 
very inactive and sales have been made at 
$2.80@2.85, with no large movements noted.

CONCENTRATED TANKAGE.—Demand be- 
comes less and less for concentrated tankage. 
Prices are in all cases a matter of guesswork, 
as buyers do not want concentrated and sellers 
are wise enough to know that they cannot 
force a demand on this class of material, It 
is believed that ground concentrated tankage 
could be purchased at $2.50 per unit of am- 
monia, with unground concentrated about 25 
or 30 cents per unit less.

Regarding the fertilizer trade as a whole, but 
especially the movement of mixtures, it con- 
tinues to be a case of the volume of business 
being much behind what might even by a 
rather wide stretch be considered the normal 
The manufacturers are hoping that it is the 
weather, which must be charged with respon- 
sibility for the existing state of affairs, the 
bad roads interfering with hauling and the 
unfavorable climatic conditions having greatly 
retarded field work But this explanation is 
not advanced with any degree of finality, and 
the manufacturers maintain an attitude which 
is rather suggestive of uncertainty as to what 
is really wrong with the fertilizer trade. Its 
backwardness leaves no room for dispute, how- 
ever, and this concrete fact is held accountable 
in a very large measure for the prevailing 
quiet and the lack of an active inquiry for 
crude stocks To be sure, the quotations on 
various crude materials are still considerably 
higher than under ordinary conditions, and the 
lack of any certainty that the situation will 
remain as it is at present for an indefinite 
period naturally tends to make the buyers 
cautious If anything should occur to occa- 
sion a very decided decline in the range of 
prices, the buyers would naturally find them 
selves in a very disadvantageous position with 
regard to the figure basis of the price of mix- 
tures. Hence the calls for supplies are held 
back as long as possible, and the prevailing 
unresponsiveness of the buyers of mixtures is, 
of course, an additional reason why the mak- 
ers of mixtures should not want to rush in 
and fill practically all their requirements now. 
Moreover, the slow movement of mixtures 
leaves the manufacturers without a definite 
means of calculating what their requirements 
for next season will be. Altogether, condi- 
tions are decidedly confusing, and in the ab- 
sence of reliable indications, somewhat of a 
waiting attitude is pursued, No attempt is 
made by fertilizer men to conceal their disay 
pointment with results so far They had 
confidently counted upon being able to recoup 
themselves to a marked extent for the loss of 
business last year, but it looks now as if the 
estimate of a diminution of about 15 per cent., 
as against what might be taken as a normal 
business will have to be increased, and that 
the curtailment will be really greater. of 
course, the higher prices of mixtures also 
enter into the calculations, it being exceed- 
ingly difficult for the manufacturers of mix- 
tures to convince the consumers that the ad- 
vances are entirely justified. The buyers, for 
their part, will find that they cannot pit one 
manufacturer against another and thereby beat 
down the prices, but it will take some time 
to drive this fact home, and meanwhile, the 
fertilizer interests must themselves 
in patience.

This is a drop of fully ten cents per 
unit, and indicates conclusively that the 
trade is under much pressure. It is apparent 
that the inquiry from sections for a time in 
the market has also let up, and that no 
portion of the country practically is buying 
tankage in large quantities. And it is to be 
said that the figure given may prove hardly 
more than nominal, the conditions being 
such as to admit of no very positive test. 
The packers, it wi!l be noted, refrain from 
quoting on futures. If they did they would 
probably make the prices wiat they think 
these latter ought to be, and this would be 
doubtless materially atove the ideas of the 
fertilizer manufacturers. Mention is also to 
be made of the fact that the production of 
tankage has been relatively small of late, 
the number of hogs reaching the abattoirs 
being appreciably smaller than they have 
been at other times, so that the output of 
tankage must be regarded as moderate, That 
under these circumstances the quotations 
on tankage should decline is suggestive of 
the presence of pressure upon the animal 
ammoniate. Of course, the current figures 
are still much higher than those which have 
prevailed at intervals, but the fact that 
they constitute a big drop from the maxi- 
mum must be regarded as significant. 
BLOOD.—Though, as repeatedly explained, 
the production of blood is necessarily much 
smaller than that of the other animal am- 
moniate, tankage, blood is again quoted at 
a price lower than that for tankage, the 
latest figure being $3 c. a. f. basis Bulti- 
more. Ordinarily there is a margin of trom 
10 to 15 cents in favor of blood, and that 
this margin has been converted into a 
deficiency speaks much for the slackness of 
the demand for blood. Blood being the 
animal ammoniate chiefly used in the South, 
the state of the market indicates the fer- 
tilizer situation in that section and sug- 
gests that the Southern consumers of mix- 
ures are held off by the high prices, and 
that the conditions in the section are by 
no means what they ought to be. The fact 
is not to be lost sight of that the season in 
the South is some weeks ahead of that in 
more northerly territory, ani that blood is 
not commanding more attention there at 
this time indicates a want of confidence in 
present values. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The market for acid 
phosphate is termed decidedly flabby. While 
many manufacturers, and among them the 
most prominent and heretofore most to be de- 
pended upon to meet their contract require- 
ments, are short on delivery, some of them 
being far behind, the market is none the less 
easier. Paradoxical as this may appear, it 
finds its explanation in the absence of a 
steadying inquiry from the manufacturers of 
mixtures.

Santo Domingo Dyewoods Coming Here 


Washington, April 1916. 

Recent shipments of dyewoods from the 
Dominican Republic to the United States 
were another trade outcome of the Eu- 
ropean war. Prior to the war the bulk of 
Santo Domingo dyewoods shipments were 
made to Europe. The chief difficulty in 
this trade is in transporting logs from 
the interior of Santo Domingo to the 
coast. This movement is slow and un- 
reliable. Most of the logwood when 
shipped goes on schooners at a rate of 
about $10.50 per 1,000 feet of timber. The 
range of prices of the woods varies from 
$9 to $15 a ton. In regard to the different 
kinds of dyewood the Department of 
Commerce reports:— 

There are two kinds of wood found in this 
country that are used for dyeing purposes. 
Fustic (‘‘Mora’’ in Spanish) yields a yellow 
dye. It is found scattered over many parts of 
the island, but especially near the ports of 
Barahona, Azua and in the southeastern sec- 
tion. Very few shipments of this wood were 
made in the past. Logwood (‘‘Campeche’’ in 
Spanish) is extensively used for dyeing pur- 
poses. It supplies the well-known ‘‘logwood 
black,’’ and serves also for dyeing blue. In 
the south it is found en masse at Bani, Pa- 
lenque and Nizao; also in San Pedro de Ma- 
coris and near the banks of the Ozama and 
Nigua Rivers. 

Since most of the trade 
Domingo out of which these dyewoods 
are sent are not recognized as foreign 
trading ports, it is necessary for foreign 
vessels to pay a tax of $50 to insure the 
privilege of coastwise trade around the 
island. 


Petroleum Freight Rate Ruling. 


Washington, April 7, 1916. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
in a report and decision holds that a rate 
of 13 cents per 100 pounds, charged for the 
transportation of crude petroleum in car- 
loads from Cushing, Okla., to Joplin, Mo., 
Was unreasonable and unjustly discrim- 
inatory to the extent that the rate ex- 
ceeded 10 cents per 100. 

This case was brought by the Wilhoit 
Refining Company, Springfield, Mo., and 
involved shipments of 124 carloads of 
crude petroleum in tank cars, and the 
commission in holding that unreasonable 
charges had been made aggregating three 
cents per 100 on each carload, opportunity 
is given for a readjustment of the rates 
and weights on which reparation will be

An improved demand is reported for 
the better class of industrial securities 
and the tone of the general market has 
been firmer.

The position of dyes does not show 
any change, and while the domestic 
output may show improvement in vol- 
ume, there is little hope for material 
relief until shipments from abroad are 
made, The possibilities of a larger 
home industry based on tariff protec- 
tion have received considerable atten- 
tion, but the chances for such protec- 
tion are not generally regarded as fa- 
vorable. The materials market shows 
that prices in many cases are still on 
the upward trend. Bichromates are 
firm, and the larger the amount desired 
the more difficult it is to bring forth 
offers. This shows the sold-up condi- 
tion of the market. Prussiates also 
were higher in price this week, with 
stocks at lower levels. Higher quota- 
tions were announced for bichloride of 
tin and tin crystals at the beginning of 
the month. Egg albumen is higher 
abroad, and this has ae strengthening 
effect on domestic markets. Sumac is 
bringing very high prices, especially in 
the spot market. Cutch and gambin 
are steady. Logwood varies in price 
according to grade, but all material of 
good quality is commanding a high 
price. Logwood extract is not offered 
by some producers, as they are sold 
ahead, but dealers are quoting freely. 
Aniline oil also is pretty well sold up, 
but dealers are offering in the spot 
market. Some myrabolans have come 
in from abroad, but they were due on 
contracts, and there are no offers for 
spot delivery. Turmeric is nominal, 
but’ offers are made on shipments, 
though at high prices. Detailed reports 
on the separate items of the local mar- 
ket follows:— 

ACETATE OF SODA.—Sellers were 
more eager for business this week and 
were offering acetate of soda at 13%%c. 
per pound. The quotation was given 
at 13%@l4c. per pound. 

ALBUMEN.—A report from London 
says that 119 cases of China egg albu- 
men were recently offered at auction 
and 17 cases sold at 2s. 6d. to 2s. 7d. 
per pound for siftings. There also was 
a public sale of egg yolk at London, 
with 426 casks and 54 cases offered. Of 
these, 10 cases sold at 52s. 6d. and 328 
casks, not to be used for human con- 
sumption, brought 1s. per hundred- 
weight. In the local market it is re- 
ported that offers of albumen from 
China have been at higher figures, and 
while offers have been made on goods 
afloat at 68c. per pound, the market is 
now higher. 


ANILINE OIL.—There is a good 
movement of domestic aniline oil 
against contracts. Prices for con- 


tracts are now quoted at 60@70c. per 
pound, but better prices than these 
were obtained by buyers who placed 
orders last year. The spot market is 
pretty well controlled by dealers and 
they are asking 90c. per pound for 
their offerings. ' 

BICHROMATES.—The spot market 
for bichromate of soda finds dealers as 
the lowest priced sellers. Sales have 
been made during the week at 60@62c. 
per pound. Sales also are reported at 
65c. per pound. Some first hands are 
offering at 65c. and on any large 
amounts they are the only ones who 
are in a position to accept business. 
Hence the market is unusual in this 
respect, that small-lot buyers are able 
to find lower prices than are quoted 
for round lots. Contracts over the bal- 
ance of the year are quoted at 62%¢c. 
per pound. Bichromate of potash holds 
steady, with 75c. per pound quoted. 

CUTCH.—The shipments of cutch 
from Rangoon to all ports from Jan- 
uary 1 to February 7 were 1,077 tons, 
against 596 tons in 1915 and 300 tons 
in 1914. The market for cutch is hold- 
ing steady, with prices showing consid- 
erable range, according to grade. Quo- 
tations are 15@25c. per pound. 

GAMBIER.—A steady market has 
ruled for gambier, with 16@l7c. per 
pound quoted for goods ex-store. Im- 
ports are rather light and stocks in 
sellers’ hands are said to be compara- 
tively small. A report from the Lon- 
don market says gambier is again 
dearer on the spot, with sales of whole 
bales at 56s. To arrive another 2s. has 
been put on the price, with sales of 
parcels on passage at 56s, and March- 
April shipment at 55s, 6d. to 56s. quay 
terms. Cubes have been dealt in on 
the spot at 66s., and buyers still offer 
62s. for No. 1 and 58s. per cwt. c. i. f. 
for No. 2 to arrive, without business 
resulting. 

LOGWOOD.—Logwood is quoted at 
$60@80 per ton, with the inside price 
referring to low grade stock from 
South America. The better grades of 
logwood are $75@80 per ton for nearby 
shipments. Logwood extract is quoted 
at 70@75c. per pound, but the high fig- 
ure is generally quoted for standard 
extract. 

MADDER.—There is’ very little 
Dutch madder on spot, and prices: in 
most quarters are little better than 


nominal. Prices are quoted at 32c, per 
pound. Shipments are more in buyers’ 
favor and offers’ have been made at 
22@25c. per pound. 

PRUSSIATES. — The spot market 
was firmer this week, with reference to 
prussiaté of soda. Prices were firm at 
$1.25 per pound, especially in the latter 
part of the period. Shipments are of- 
fered under the spot market, and $1.20 
per pound is quoted. Yellow prussiate 
of potash is firm, and while offers at 
$1.75 per pound were heard early in 
the week, this price was hard to find 
later on, and $1.85 per pound was 
quoted, 


QUERCITRON.—There is a good in- 
quiry for quercitron extract, and the 
market is rather unsettled. Prices 
quoted have varied from 20c, per pound 
to 30c. per pound, according to grade 
and seller. 


SUMAC.—A sharp advance is re- 
ported in the market for Sicilian 
sumac. Spot stocks are small and 
prices are quoted at $85 per ton. Ship- 
ments are held at $80 per ton, but 
some reports say $77 per ton can be: 
done on shipments. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—Higher prices for 


the tin products were named at the be- 
ginning of the month. Tin crystals are 
now held at 32c. per pound as an in- 
side price, and bichloride of tin is 16c, 
per pound for 50 degrees. These prices 
are largely nominal, as supplies are 
well sold ahead and second hands ask 
higher prices, 


ZINC DUST.—Foreign grades of zinc 
dust are firm, with offerings light and 
prices hold at 38@39c. per pound. Do- 
mestic grades are offered rather free- 
ly, but second hands are in control of 
the spot market, and are asking 33@ 
34c. per pound.
